All  present  were  examined  by  the  Grand  Marshal  and 
Grand  Conductor  and  declared  entitled  to  seats  in  this  Grand 
Lodge. 

After  singing  “America,”  Past  Grand  Master  W.  S. 
Right  offered  prayer.  Then  by  direction  of  the  Grand  Mas¬ 
ter  the  Deputy  Grand  Master  declared  the  Grand  Lodge 
open  for  business. 
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The  Grand  Master  announced  the  resignations  of  George 
Lamb,  Grand  Conductor,  and  J.  W.  Dawson,  Grand  Herald, 
and  the  appointment  of  C.  L.  Poland  of  Webster  City  as 
Grand  Conductor  and  Thos.  Dustin  of  Maxwell  as  Grand 
Herald.  On  motion,  said  appointments  were  approved. 


Election  of  Representatives 

Deputy  Grand  Master  F.  F.  Rodgers  presented  the  fol¬ 
lowing  report,  which  was  adopted: 

To  the  Grand  Lodge ,  7.  0.  0.  F.  of  Iowa: 

On  the  third  Tuesday  of  June,  the  same  being  the  17tli  day  of  the 
month,  the  Deputy  Grand  Master  called  to  his  assistance  J.  J.  Grove 
and  W.  H.  Stultz,  both  members  of  Ames  Lodge  No.  309,  two  disinter¬ 
ested  Past  Grands  residing  within  the  city  of  Ames,  Iowa,  and  together 
they  proceeded  to  open  and  count  by  districts  the  votes  cast  for  Repre¬ 
sentatives. 

We  first  rejected  all  returns  not  mailed  to  the  Deputy  Grand  Master 
within  six  days  after  the  first  meeting  night  in  June  of  the  Lodges 
from  which  returns  were  received,  each  return  having  been  stamped 
with  the  date  when  it  was  received  from  the  postoffice  by  the  Deputy 
Grand  Master. 

We  entered  on  tally  sheets  for  each  district  the  vote  cast  for  each 
candidate  so  far  as  the  returns  for  the  same  were  correctly  certified,  and 
all  incorrect  returns  were  returned  by  us  to  the  proper  Lodges  for  cor¬ 
rection,  as  required  by  the  Grand  Lodge  Constitution,  and  adjournment 
was  taken  to  July  12,  1919,  for  the  final  canvass. 

On  July  12,  1919,  the  canvassing  board  met  and  completed  the  can¬ 
vass  of  the  returns  which  had  been  returned  properly  certified  by  the 
respective  Lodges,  and  issued  certificates  to  those  who  were  elected  as 
Representatives,  and  hereto  attached  is  a  list  of  such  Representatives, 
and  which  list  is  made  a  part  of  this  report.  I  furnished  the  Grand  Lodge, 
Grand  Master,  Grand  Secretary,  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Credentials,  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Mileage  and  Per 
Diem,  a  complete  list  of  all  Representatives  so  elected  in  odd  numbered 
Districts  as  well  as  those  of  the  Special  Election  held  in  District  No.  76. 

The.  returns  from  twenty-seven  Lodges  were  mailed  too  late  to  be 
counted;  no  returns  were  received  from  two  Districts,  the  same  being 
Districts  21  and  31.  Of  the  twenty-seven  returns  received  too  late  to 
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be  counted,  six  of  the  same  were  mailed  to  the  Grand  Secretary  and 
opened  there,  then  mailed  to  us,  but  could  not  be  counted  because  of 
having  been  opened.

Communication  from  Fraternity  Lodge  No.  344 

The  Grand  Secretary  read  the  following  communication 
from  Fraternity  Lodge  No.  344  of  Rockwell: 

To  the  Officers,  Delegates  and  Members  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  I.  O.  O.  F- 
of  the  State  of  Iowa,  in  Grand  Lodge  Thereof,  Assembled: 


We,  the  undersigned  members  of  Rockwell  Lodge  No.  344,  I.  O.  O.  F., 
do  hereby  represent  and  petition  to  your  honorable  body,  as  follows: 

Whereas,  complaints  have  been  made  and  published  in  the  public 
press,  of  misconduct  in  the  management  of  the  Odd  Fellows’  Home  at 
Mason  City,  Iowa,  and  of  alleged  acts  of  cruel  and  inhuman  treatment 
of  the  inmates  thereof,  and  we  believe  that  there  is  sufficient  ground 
for  the  charges  so  made,  and  the  same  should  be  investigated. 

Therefore,  we  ask  and  pray,  that  a  full  and  complete  investigation, 
shall  be  made  as  to  the  alleged  facts  of  cruel  and  inhuman  treatment, 
and  we  further  ask  that  if  said  charges  and  complaints  shall  be  found 
to  be  true,  that  the  present  Board  of  Trustees  of  said  Orphans’  Home 
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be  removed  and  discharged,  and  that  a  new  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be 
appointed,  who  will  conduct  the  affairs  of  the  Orphans’  Home  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  principles  of  Odd  Fellowship. 

We  believe  that  a  full  and  complete  investigation  of  the  affairs  of 
the  Orphans’  Home  is  necessary  to  clear  the  Home,  if  possible,  from 
the  accusations  which  have  been  made  and  published  against  it. 

The  Home  was  created  to  protect  and  succor  the  innocent  and  help¬ 
less  members  and  dependents  of  our  fraternity,  and  our  only  purpose 
is  to  see  that  the  principles  of  our  noble  Order  shall  be  carried  out  in 
the  managament  of  the  Home,  by  acts  of  charity  and  kindliness,  and 
that  the  inmates  thereof  shall  not  be  subjected  to  acts  of  barbarity 
and  inhumanity. 

We,  therefore,  ask  that  you  shall  take  such  action  as  may  remove 


the  stain  which  has  been  cast  upon  the  Home.

I  believe  that  much  good  would  develop  from  these  meet¬ 
ings  by  increasing  sociability  among  our  members,  which  is  .the  life  of 
any  lodge. 

I  believe  the  matter  of  dividing  the  state  into  districts  by  the  Grand 
Lodge,  for  our  anniversary  associations,  would  be  a  step  in  the  right 
direction.  Under  the  present  plan  it  is  hard  for  any  lodge  to  deter¬ 
mine  to  what  district  it  belongs.  Consequently  the  members  lose  inter¬ 
est  in  this  important  event. 
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Home-Coming  Picnic 

We  have  been  unfortunate  enough  to  have  had  an  epidemic  of 
scarlet  fever  at  the  Home  since  the  middle  of  May.  Owing  to  this  the 
officers  thought  it  best  to  abandon  the  picnic  this  year.

Home  Maintenance  Fund 

On  June  14th  I  was  notified  by  the  Grand  Secretary  that  the  appro¬ 
priation  which  was  made  by  the  Grand  Lodge  for  the  maintenance  of 
the  Homes  would  not  meet  the  expenses  for  the  year,  and  after  taking 
the  matter  up  with  the  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee,  Brother 
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A.  C.  Cherry,  and  the  Trustees  of  the  Homes,  I  issued  the  following 
order: 

“Owing  to  the  increased  cost  of  living,  and  unexpected  expenses 
on  account  of  sickness  among  the  children  of  the  Home,  I  find  that  the 
appropriation  will  not  meet  the  expenses  necessary  to  care  for  our  aged 
brothers  and  sisters  and  children  in  the  Homes.  You  are  hereby 
instructed  to  draw  warrants  in  excess  of  the  said  appropriation  for 
the  maintenance  of  our  Homes  to  the  amount  of  Five  Thousand 
($5,000)  Dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  needed  to  meet  the 
said  expenses  of  maintaining  our  Homes,  until  the  next  session  of  the 
Grand  Lodge.” 


Visits  of  the  Grand  Master 

I  have,  during  the  year  of  my  term  as  Grand  Master,  visited  the 
joint  session  of  Iowa  and  Nebraska  at  Omaha,  April  26,  also  in  the 
jurisdiction  of  Minnesota  at  their  Home  at  Northfield,  on  August  22d. 
IJp  to  the  present  time,  I  have  made  137  official  visits  to  Lodges  of  this 
state,  and  still  have  about  14  dates  to  fill.  We  found  the  Homes  in 
Minnesota  to  be  in  first  class  condition,  and  were  royally  entertained 
by  the  matron  and  brothers  and  sisters  of  that  state.  The  members 
of  that  jurisdiction  may  well  be  proud  of  their  Homes. 


Record  of  Military  Service 

On  April  1st  I  sent  blanks  to  every  Lodge  in  this  state  asking  them 
to  fill  in  the  names  of  all  the  boys  in  their  Lodge,  who  were  in  the 
service  during  the  past  war.  Out  of  683  Lodges,  we  have  but  395 
reports,  at  the  present  time.  These  reports  shows  2,679  men  enlisted — 
2,503  in  the  aYmy  and  176  in  the  navy.  Out  of  this  number  82  were 
killed,  and  76  wounded.  This  does  not  show  the  entire  number,  and  I 
am  sorry  that  the  Lodges  have  been  so  delinquent  in  making  these 
ieports.  We  also  find  in  the  records  of  other  war  activities  that  they 
have  invested  in  War  Savings  Stamps  and  Liberty  Bonds,  in  71  dis¬ 
tricts,  the  sum  of  $101,034.00. 

/ 

It  seems  impossible  to  get  reports  on  these  questions  from  our 
Lodges,  and  it  is  almost  as  hard  to  get  them  from  our  deputies. 

I  am  still  short  twenty-eight  reports  from  my  district  deputies. 
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Home-Coming  and  Annual  Roll  Call 

Owing  to  the  epidemic  and  quarantine  during  December  and  Jan¬ 
uary,  the  Lodges  were  unable  to  hold  the  Home-Coming  and  Annual 
Roll  Call  as  provided  by  Resolution  of  the  Constitution.  There  were 
but  twenty  Lodges  which  reported  on  this  question,  and  their  reports 
show  but  few  members  present  owing  to  health  conditions.  We  are 
hoping  that  under  normal  health  conditions  the  Lodges  will  once  more 
take  an  interest  in  this  Home-Coming  and  Annual  Roll  Call,  as  we  feel 
that  it  is  of  great  benefit  to  the  Order.  Every  Lodge  should  endeavor 
to  have  this  one  of  the  special  events  of  the  year  so  that  every  member 
can  have  the  privilege  of  answering  this  Roll  Call. 


District  Deputy  Grand  Masters 

A  great  many  of  them  deserve  special  mention  because  of  their 
activity.  They  have  not  failed  to  come  up  to  the  standard  required  by 
Odd  Fellowship;  they  have  given  their  time  for  the  interest  of  the 
Order,  and  have  worked  hard  to  place  some  of  the  weaker  Lodges  on 
their  feet,  and  the  district  which  they  represent  shows  for  their  work. 

I  have  given  the  question  of  the  manner  in  which  our  district  Dep¬ 
uty  Grand  Masters  are  chosen,  some  thought  and  I  have  no  doubt  but 
what  this  could  be  improved  upon,  by  having  the  district  deputy  elected 
as  we  elect  our  representatives,  and  have  them  serve  for  two  years, 
with  the  Grand  Lodge  paying  their  expenses  for  the  installation  work, 
and  in  that  way  I  think  that  the  Grand  Master  would  be  able  to  get  the 
reports  from  every  Lodge  and  district  in  the  jurisdiction,  for  if  the 
deputy  failed  to  report  all  Lodges  there  would  be  no  warrant  drawn 
for  the  expense  of  that  deputy  until  all  reports  were  in.

— Has  the  Grand  Lodge  changed  the  law  in  regards 
to  Lodges  paying  sick  benefits  after  52  weeks,  and  will  we  have  to 
change  our  by-laws  to  conform  to  the  Grand  Lodge? 

Answer. — No.  That  matter  is  left  optional  with  the  local  Lodges, 
and  if  you  wish  to  discontinue  paying  sick  benefits  after  52  weeks  you 
must  amend  your  by-laws. 

No.  2.  Question. — Where  a  Lodge  has  been  unable  to  hold  regular 
meetings  on  account  of  quarantine,  would  this  make  a  brother  ineli¬ 
gible  to  the  office  of  Noble  Grand,  because  he  has  not  served  the  required 
number  of  meetings? 

Answer. — No.  If  the  brother  has  been  present  a  majority  of  nights 
that  Lodge  was  in  session,  he  will  be  eligible. 

No.  3.  Question. — If  any  Lodge  should  desire  to  send  the  amount 
refunded  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  the  Lodge  desires  to  place  the  same 
in  a  fund  to  assist  the  boys  in  the  service,  would  it  be  legal  for  the 
Lodge  to  do  so,  and  what  fund  would  this  be  sent  to. 
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Answer. — Yes.  The  Lodge  should  send  same  to  the  Grand  Secre¬ 
tary,  to  be  placed  in  the  fund  known  as  the  “Army  and  Navy  Relief 
Fund.” 

No.  4.  Question. — A  member  of  our  lodge  was  wounded  in  action  in 
France  and  in  the  hospital  for  several  weeks,  and  later  died;  he  was  a 
single  man  and  had  no  dependent  relatives,  do  we  have  to  pay  sick 
benefits? 

Answer. — No.  If  you  cannot  get  his  sick  benefits  to  him  before  his 
death. 

No.  5.  Question. — A  brother  who  is  in  the  United  States  army  and 
was  killed  in  action  in  France;  he  was  a  single  man  and  had  no  depend¬ 
ent  relatives,  does  the  Lodge  have  to  pay  funeral  benefits? 

Answer. — No.  See  Section  63,  Subordinate  Constitution,  also  deci¬ 
sion  No.  5,  page  29,  Journal,  1918. 

No.  6.  Statement. — A  Noble  Grand  asks  permission,  and  the  same  is 
granted,  for  him  to  be  gone  eight  weeks  during  his  term  of  office,  and 
he  is  gone  more  than  fourteen  weeks. 

Question. — Is  he  entitled  to  the  honors  of  the  office? 

Ansioer. — No.  See  Code,  Section  206  (F). 

No.  7.  Question. — Has  our  Lodge  the  right  to  assess  its  members 
to  pay  sick  benefits? 

Answer. — Yes.  See  Section  2  of  the  Subordinate  Constitution. 

No.  8.  Statement. — A  brother  is  sick  and  demands  benefits;  he 
resides  within  the  jurisdiction  of  his  own  Lodge. 

Question. — Has  the  Lodge  the  right  to  demand  an  examination  by 
some  reputable  physician  as  to  the  nature  and  cause  of  his  sickness? 

Answer. — Yes. 

No.  9.  Question. — What  majority  vote  does  it  take  to  amend  our 
Subordinate  By-Laws? 

Answer. — Two-thirds  vote  of  all  members  present,  and  entitled  to 
vote. 

No.  10.  Question. — A  brother  past  60  years  of  age,  and  who  has 
been  a  contributing  member  for  25  years  desires  to  become  a  non- 
beneficial  member,  and  stop  paying  dues,  what  action  is  necessary  for 
the  Lodge  to  take  to  place  him  on  the  non-beneficial  list? 

Ansioer—  The  Lodge  should  grant  him  a  card  as  provided  for  in 
Section  110  of  the  Code,  and  your  lodge  should  certify  his  name  to  the 
Grand  Secretary  as  having  become  a  non-contributing  member. 

No.  11.  Question. — Does  the  fact  that  a  brother  has  been  more  than 
thirteen  weeks  in  arrears  deprive  him  of  his  rights  to  a  twenty-five 
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year  jewel,  which  brother  has  never  been  dropped  from  the  roll? 

Answer. — No.  See  Section  614,  Clause  (b)  of  the  Code. 

No.  12.  Statement. — An  application  was  made  for  membership  in  a 
Lodge  in  regular  form,  and  the  applicant  paid  for  all  the  degrees,  a 
ballot  was  taken  and  he  was  declared  elected,  and  the  Lodge,  some 
months  ago,  conferred  on  him  the  initiatory  and  first  degrees.  Since 
taking  the  first  degree  his  conduct  has  not  been  that  of  a  gentleman, 
and  he  now  requests  the  Lodge  to  confer  on  him  the  second  and  third 
degrees. 

Question. — Can  we  now  by  ball  ballot  decide  whether  he  should 
receive  the  other  degrees  or  not? 

Answer. — No.  Section  17  of  the  Subordinate  Constitution  provides 
when  the  committee  of  investigation  upon  the  petition  of  an  applicant 
for  membership  has  reported,  the  applicant  shall  be  ballotted  for  with 
ball  ballot,  and  if  less  than  two  black  balls  appear  the  candidate  shall 
be  declared  elected  to  the  degrees  of  the  subordinate  Lodge.  Your 
Lodge  is  not  compelled  to  confer  the  degrees  on  this  brother,  as  the 
right  to  determine  whether  a  brother  shall  be  advanced  rests  exclu¬ 
sively  with  the  Subordinate  Lodge.  See  Code,  Section  22,  page  106. 

No.  13.  Question. — Can  a  brother  apply  for  membership  on  his  offfi- 
cial  certificate  where  there  are  two  or  more  Lodges  in  the  same  town? 

Answer. — Yes. 

No.  14.  Question. — When  the  Financial  Secretary  resigns  July  1st 
does  the  Noble  Grand  appoint  one  to  fill  the  vacancy? 

Answer. — No.  The  Lodge  must  proceed  to  elect  one  to  fill  the 

vacancy,  and  after  he  has  been  elected  he  must  be  installed. 

No.  15.  Statement. — On  the  regular  night  for  nomination  of  officers, 
A,  B,  C  and  D  were  nominated  for  the  same  office.  A,  B  and  C  declined 
the  nomination.  On  the  night  of  the  election  B  received  a  majority  of 
the  votes  cast. 

Question. — Was  B  legally  elected? 

Answer. — No.  He  having  declined  the  nomination  he  was  not  a 
nominee  of  the  Lodge  on  the  night  previous  to  the  night  of  election, 
and  therefore  could  not  be  elected. 

No.  16.  Question. — A  brother  quarantined,  but  not  stick,  is  he 
entitled  to  sick  benefits? 

Answer. — No. 

No.  17.  Question. — Has  a  Lodge  the  right  to  nominate  a  Past  Grand 
of  another  Lodge  as  a  candidate  for  Representative  to  the  Grand  Lodge, 
providing  both  Lodges  are  in  the  same  district? 

Answer. — Yes.  See  case  of  Gorman  vs.  Swan,  page  199,  1896  Grand 
Lodge  Journal. 
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No.  18.  Statement. — When  a  brother  is  dropped  for  non-payment  of 
dues  and  reinstates  within  one  year  by  payment  of  one  year’s  dues, 
where  does  it  pay  him  to. 

Question. — Does  the  amount  so  paid  cover  any  part  of  his  dues? 

Answer. — No.  The  amount  so  paid  is  simply  the  fee  for  reinstate¬ 
ment,  his  dues  to  begin  on  the  night  of  his  reinstatement. 

No.  19.  Question. — Can  the  Noble  Grand  excuse  a  brother  from  vot¬ 
ing? 

Ansiver. — No.  It  requires  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  member  present 
to  excuse. 

No.  20.  Question.— Is  it  necessary  that  applicant  be  a  naturalized 
citizen  ? 

Answer. — No.  See  Section  10  of  the  Subordinate  Constitution. 

No.  21.  Question. — Is  it  proper  to  receive  an  application,  refer  it  to 
a  committee,  committee  report,  Lodge  vote  on  the  same  and  initiate  the 
same  evening? 

Answer. — No.  See  Section  16,  Subordinate  Constitution. 

No.  22.  Question. — May  brothers  vote  upon  the  question  of  leasing 
our  hall  to  another  society  to  which  they  belong? 

Answer. — Yes.  See  Code  of  1915,  Section  815. 

No.  23.  Question. — Is  a  brother  who  is  in  the  government  service 
entitled  to  sick  benefits  for  the  period  of  his  illness? 

Answer. — Yes,  if  not  disqualified  by  the  constitution. 

No.  24.  Question. — Is  a  brother  who  is  not  a  Past  Grand  entitled 
to  act  as  Past  Grand  in  conferring  the  initiatory  degree? 

Answer. — No. 

No.  25.  Statement. — The  Noble  Grand  for  the  last  half  of  the  year 
1918,  after  being  installed,  went  to  the  army,  the  Lodge  then  elected 
another  Noble  Grand  and  he  filled  out  the  term.  At  the  installation  of 
officers  in  January,  1919,  our  soldier  Noble  Grand  returns. 

Question. — Who  should  take  the  chair  as  acting  Past  Grand,  the 
soldier  or  the  Noble  .Grand  we  elected  to  fill  out  the  term? 

Answer. — The  soldier  takes  the  chair  as  acting  Past  Grand.  Your 
Lodge  had  no  right  to  elect  another  Noble  Grand  when  the  brother  went 
into  the  service,  but  he  should  have  been  excused  for  failure  to  attend 
any  meeting  when  such  failure  is  due  to  service  in  the  military  or 
naval  power.  Your  Vice  Grand  should  have  acted  as  Noble  Grand.  See 
third  section  of  bill  to  provide  relief,  as  adopted  by  the  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge,  page  130,  Grand  Lodge  Journal,  1917. 

No.  26.  Statement. — A  brother  became  insane  in  the  spring  of  1918, 
was  taken  to  the  County  Hospital  and  was  removed  to  the  State  Hos- 
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pital,  and  last  fall  was  released  on  parole,  now  his  guardian  asks  the 
Lodge  to  pay  the  county  and  state  bill  of  expense  for  his  board  and 
care. 

Question. — Must  we  pay  this  bill,  the  brother  being  in  good  stand¬ 
ing? 

Answer. — No.  All  your  Lodge  is  required  to  pay  is  his  sick  bene¬ 
fits  as  called  for  by  your  By-Laws. 

No.  27.  Question. — Who  pays  the  Grand  Secretary’s  expenses  when 
attending  special  sessions  of  the  Grand  Lodge  for  the  admission  of 
Past  Grands  to  membership,  and  for  instruction  in  the  work  and  prin¬ 
ciples  of  the  Order? 

Answer. — The  Grand  Lodge.  See  Section  8  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Con¬ 
stitution. 

No.  28.  Question. — Are  the  minor  children  of  a  brother  who  is 
divorced  from  his  wife  (and  both  parents  living)  eligible  to  the  Home? 

Answer. — No.  Under  Section  43,  clause  6  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Con¬ 
stitution,  I  would  hold  that  they  must  be  orphans  or  half  orphans. 

No.  29.  Statement. — A  brother  living  in  another  jurisdiction  is 
taken  sick,  he  does  not  report  his  sickness  either  to  the  Lodge  nearest 
him  nor  to  his  home  Lodge;  the  disease  was  not  a  contagious  disease, 
and  his  wife  took  care  of  him. 

Question. — After  he  recovers  is  he  entitled  to  nurse  hire  for  the 
services  of  his  wife  in  caring  for  him? 

Answer. — No. 

No.  30.  Question. — In  case  of  a  brother  Odd  Fellow  going  into  the 
service  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  work  and  serves  during  the  period  of  the 
war,  should  the  Lodge  keep  up  his  dues  and  assessments  during  such 
service? 

Answer. — No.  Under  decision  No.  51  of  the  Grand  Sire  as  found 
on  page  134  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Journal,  1918,  it  does  not  so  class  the 
members  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  as  being  in  the  military  service. 

No.  31.  Statement. — Our  present  Representative-Elect  resides  in 
District  No.  25;  he  belongs  to  a  Lodge  in  District  No.  61,  and  his  place 
of  residence  is  nearer  to  the  Lodge  to  which  he  belongs  than  any  Lodge 
in  District  No.  25. 

Question. — Can  he  legally  represent  District  No.  61  (which  is  his 
own  district)  as  Representative  to  the  Grand  Lodge? 

Answer. — Yes.  See  decision  No.  22,  page  83,  Grand  Lodge  Journal, 
1916. 

No.  32.  Statement. — Our  By-Laws  provide  that  we  shall  pay  sick 
benefits  as  follows:  Nothing  for  the  first  week,  $2  per  week  for  the 
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next  four  weeks,  $4  per  week  for  the  next  eight  weeks,  $2  per  week 
for  the  next  forty  weeks,  after  which  all  sick  benefits  cease. 

We  now  have  two  brothers  who  have,  for  fully  fifty-two  weeks  as 
per  the  above  schedule,  received  sick  benefits;  these  brothers  are  still 
sick  and  probably  will  never  recover.  Now,  in  these  cases,  if  they 
cease  to  pay  dues  there  will  be  no  more  sick  benefits  out  of  which  they 
can  hold  the  dues,  with  which  to  keep  them  in  good  standing  on  our 
books. 

Question. — Will  they  be  legally  entitled  to  funeral  benefits  in  case 
of  death  from  this  sickness? 

Answer. — Yes.  I  would  hold  that  the  fact  that  the  brothers’  bene¬ 
fits  ceased  at  the  end  of  fifty-two  weeks  would  not  deprive  them  of  the 
right  to  funeral  benefits  when  death  had  been  the  result  of  the  sickness 
they  contracted  during  the  time  they  were  in  good  standing. 

No.  33.  Statement. — A  soldier  or  sailor  in  the  service  of  the  United 
States  government,  becoming  sick  or  being  wounded,  is  cared  for  in 
the  Government  Hospital  without  expense  to  him,  and  without  any 
deduction  from  his  regular  pay. 

Question.— Is  the  Lodge*  liable  for  sick  benefits  to  the  brother,  he 
being  in  good  standing? 

Answer. — Yes.  See  Grand  Lodge  Proceedings,  1900,  page  33,  deci¬ 
sion  No.  66;  1905,  page  37,  decision  No.  16;  1918,  page  29,  decision  No.  3. 

Question  No.  2. — Would  the  same  rule  apply  to  a  civil  officer  whose 
salary  continues  to  be  paid  in  full  during  the  sickness  or  disability? 

Answer. — Yes.  See  page  209  of  1905  Proceedings. 

No.  34.  Statement. — A  brother  was  elected  Noble  Grand,  but  before 
he  was  installed  he  was  called  into  the  military  service  of  the  U.  S.  A. 

Question. — Is  he  entitled  to  a  Past  Grand’s  certificate? 

Answer. — No.  He  having  not  been  installed  Noble  Grand. 

No.  35.  Statement. — A  brother  dropped  for  non-payment  of  dues  in 
the  Subordinate  Lodge,  belongs  to  the  Rebekah  Lodge, 

Question. — Must  the  Secretary  of  the  Subordinate  Lodge  notify  the 
Rebekah  Lodge  to  which  he  belongs  that  he  has  been  dropped  in  the 
Subordinate  Lodge? 

Answer. — Yes,  he  should. 

No.  36.  Question. — In  case  of  a  Lodge  desiring  to  build  an  addi¬ 
tion  to  their  hall,  how  should  the  vote  be  taken? 

Answer. — By  the  usual  voting  sign. 

Question  No.  2. — Does  it  require  two-thirds  or  a  majority  vote? 

Answer. — A  majority  vote  of  the  members  present,  and  entitled  to 
vote. 

No.  37.  Statement. — A  brother  who  has  been  a  contributing  mem- 
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ber  for  more  than  twenty-five  years,  and  has  become  60  years  of  age 
stops  paying  dues, 

Question. — Is  he  entitled  to  burial  by  the  Lodge? 

Answer. — Yes,  to  burial,  but  not  to  funeral  benefits  or  funeral  ex¬ 
pense. 

Question  No.  2. — Is  he  entitled  to  watchers  at  the  expense  of  the 
Lodge? 

Answer. — No.  See  Section  59,  Subordinate  Constitution. 

No.  38.  Statement. — We  have  two  brothers  from  our  Lodge  who 
were  wounded  in  battle  overseas, 

Question. — Are  they  entitled  to  benefits  from  the  Lodge? 

Answer. — Yes,  if  not  disqualified  by  the  Constitution. 

Question  No.  2. — One  of  them  will  be  home  soon,  but  will  be  disabled 
so  he  cannot  work,  will  he  be  entitled  to  benefits  after  he  is  discharged 
from  the  army? 

Answer. — Yes. 

No.  39.  Statement. — A  Noble  Grand  of  a  Subordinate  Lodge  directed 
the  Chaplain  to  use  the  prayer  laid  down  in  the  ritual,  which  he  refused 
to  do,  got  mad,  left  the  hall  and  now  refuses  to  come  to  Lodge  or  pay 
dues,  claiming  that  we  owe  him  an  apology. 

Question. — Does  the  Noble  Grand  or  Lodge  owe  him  an  apology? 

Answer. — No.  If  the  lodge  opens  and  closes  with  prayer  the  forms 
laid  down  in  the  ritual  must  be  used.  See  Subordinate  Ritual,  page  15. 

No.  40.  Statement. — On  August  8,  1918,  a  brother  was  dropped  for 
non-payment  of  dues;  on  December  26,  1918,  he  sent  the  Lodge  $1  and 
requested  that  we  grant  him  a  dismissal  certificate  that  he  may  regain 
membership  in  another  Lodge  in  this  jurisdiction. 

Question. — Must  the  Lodge  grant  him  a  dismissal  certificate? 

Answer. — Yes.  See  Article  3,  Section  60,  Subordinate  Constitution, 
and  Code,  Sections  165  and  166,  1915. 

No.  41.  Statement. — A  brother  was  elected  and  installed  Noble 
Grand  of  the  Lodge  and  was  then  called  to  the  service  of  his  country, 
and  the  Vice  Grand  filled  the  chair  of  the  Noble  Grand  the  rest  of  the 
term. 

Question. — Is  the  brother  who  was  installed  Noble  Grand  and  then 
went  into  the  service  entitled  to  the  honors  of  the  office,  or  is  the  Vice 
Grand  who  filled  his  chair  the  rest  of  the  term? 

Answer. — The  brother  who  was  elected  and  installed  Noble  Grand 
and  was  called  to  the  service  of  his  country  is  entitled  to  the  honors 
of  the  office  of  Noble  Grand,  and  the  Vice  Grand  is  not. 

No.  42.  Question. — Is  the  officer’s  bond  acknowledged  by  a  Justice 
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of  the  Peace  as  good  as  one  acknowledged  by  a  Notary  Public  using  his 
official  seal? 

Answer. — Yes. 

No.  43.  Question. — Can  the  brothers  wear  the  regalia  of  the  Encamp¬ 
ment  when  attending  the  funeral  of  a  brother  who  did  not  belong  to 
the  Encampment  branch  of  the  Order? 

Answer. — No.  The  Encampment  should  not  turn  out  as  an  Encamp¬ 
ment  where  the  deceased  brother  did  not  belong  to  that  branch  of  the 
Order,  therefore  they  should  not  wear  the  Encampment  regalia. 

No.  44.  Question. — Is  it  legal  for  the  investigation  committee  to 
report  at  the  same  meeting  they  are  appointed  on  an  application  for 
membership? 

Answer. — No. 

No.  45.  Statement. — A  brother  was  dropped  for  non-payment  of  dues 
in  June,  1918.  In  February,  1919,  he  applied  for  re-instatement.  The 
dues  at  the  time  he  was  dropped  were  $5.20  per  year;  in  January,  1919, 
we  amended  our  By-Laws  by  raising  our  dues  to  $7  per  year. 

Question. — What  does  it  cost  this  brother  to  be  re-instated? 

Answer. — The  fee  for  re-instatement  of  a  brother  within  one  year 
after  he  is  dropped  is  one  year’s  dues  at  the  time  he  is  re-instated, 
therefore  the  fee  for  the  re-instatement  of  this  brother  will  be  $7. 

No.  46.  Question. — Has  the  Noble  Grand  the  right  to  instruct  the 
Warden  to  take  up  the  pass  word  from  all  present  after  a  recess  during 
the  Lodge  session,  Lodge  being  opened  before  and  after  the  recess  in 
the  third  degree? 

Answer. — Yes,  and  all  brothers  must  give  the  pass  word  so  that  the 
Warden  may  be  satisfied  that  all  are  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Lodge. 

No.  47.  Question — Should  brothers  who  arrive  during  a  recess  of 
the  Lodge  advance  and  address  the  chairs  when  Lodge  is  again  called 
to  order,  or  is  the  communication  of  the  pass  word  to  the  Warden  suf¬ 
ficient? 

Ansiver. — The  communication  of  the  pass  word  is  all  that  is  re¬ 
quired. 

No.  48.  Question. — Should  Lodges  be  reimbursed  for  dues  and  bene¬ 
fits  paid  for  persons  who  have  been  initiated  into  the  Order  of  Odd 
Fellows  since  the  armistice  was  signed,  or  who  may  be  initiated  prior 
to  their  discharge  from  the  service? 

Answer. — Yes.  As  long  as  they  are  in  the  service  the  Lodges  should 
be  reimbursed  for  their  dues,  and  also  for  benefits  if  the  brother  is 
entitled  to  same  under  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  his  Lodge. 

No.  49.  Statement.  An  amendment  to  the  Grand  Lodge  Constitu- 
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tion  is  presented  as  required  by  the  constitution,  lies  over  until  the 
next  annual  session  and  is  brought  up  on  the  morning  of  the  second 
day  for  action.  On  motion  said  amendment  is  referred  to  a  committee. 
Said  committee  reports  back  and  recommends  the  adoption  of  the 
amendment. 

Question. — Does  the  adoption  of  the  report  of  the  committee  adopt 
said  proposed  amendment  to  the  constitution? 

Answer. — No. 

Question,  No.  2. — Are  the  amendments  to  the  Grand  Lodge  Consti¬ 
tution  adopted  as  stated  above  legal  and  in  force? 

Answer. — The  records  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  the 
years  past  fail  to  disclose  a  separate  and  distinct  vote  on  the  question 
of  adoption  of  amendments  to  the  constitution.  If  it  be  true  that  such 
vote  has  never  been  taken  it  is  equally  true  that  the  long  continued 
practice  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  adopting  the  report  of  the  committee 
as  an  adoption  of  the  proposed  amendments  to  the  Grand  Lodge  con¬ 
stitution,  and  the  approval  of  the  same  by  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
as  adopted  by  this  Grand  Lodge,  under  the  above  custom,  makes  the 
procedure  legal  and  the  adoption  in  force. 

No.  50.  Statement. — We  note  on  the  Official  Ballot  for  Grand  Offi¬ 
cers,  to  be  voted  for  June,  1919,  the  name  of  W.  S.  Kight  (No.  576) 
Cambridge;  he  claims  his  residence  as  Des  Moines.  This  we  think 
is  misleading. 

Question. — Is  this  legal? 

Answer. — Yes.  As  that  has  been  established  precedent  of  the  Grand 
Secretary’s  office  for  years  (of  running  the  name  and  the  number  of 
the  Lodge  to  which  the  candidate  belongs  in  parantheses  and  his  post 
office  address  as  found  on  the  ballots  this  year).  And  the  Grand  Lodge 
has  approved  the  custom. 

No.  2.  Question — By  what  law  or  authority  the  Grand  Secretary 
should  have  printed  W.  S.  Kight,  (No.  576,)  Cambridge,  when  it  should 
have  been  W.  S.  Kight,  576,  Des  Moines.  W.  S.  Kight  belongs  to  Sher¬ 
man  Lodge  576,  Des  Moines,  and  his  residence  is  1512  Nineteenth  St., 
Des  Moines. 

Answer. — As  all  the  names  of  the  Grand  Officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
appear  on  page  two  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Journal,  1918,  with  their  post 
office  address,  and  this  shows  this  brother’s  address  as  Cambridge, 
and  all  correspondence  coming  from  said  brother,  under  the  date  line 
of  Cambridge  and  signed  W.  S.  Kight,  Cambridge,  Iowa,  one  would 
naturally  believe  that  his  residence  was  Cambridge.  And  I  therefore 
hold  that  the  ballots  are  legal. 

No.  51.  Statement. — A  Brother  residing  in  Oklahoma  had  his  dues 
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paid  to  January  1st,  1919.  On  about  the  1st  of  .  April,  1919,  he  sent  his 
check  to  the  Financial  Secretary,  but  he  did  not  get  to  Lodge,  a,nd  did 
not  credit  the  Brother  with  his  dues  until  after  the  thirteen  weeks 
were  past.  On  April  14th  the  Brother  took  sick  and  died  on  April 
21st,  1919. 

Question. — Is  the  Lodge  liable  for  funeral  benefits? 

Answer. — If  the  Financial  Secretary  received  the  Brother’s  check 
before  the  thirteen  weeks  were  up,  then  your  Lodge  is  liable;  but  if 
he  did  not  receive  the  check  until  after  the  thirteen  weeks  then  th,e 
Lodge  is  not  liable. 

No.  52.  Question.— Has  a  lodge  the  right  to  make  a  distinction  be¬ 
tween  the  old  and  thq  young  members  regarding  weekly  dues? 

Answer. — No.  See  decision  No.  29,  page  45,  1898  Grand  Lodge 
Journal. 

No.  53.  Statement. — Article  4,  Section  4,  of  our  by-laws  reads  as 
follows:  A  member  of  this  lodge  shall  pay  the  following  dues,  towit: 
All  members  initiated  or  joining  by  card  or  transfer,  forty  years  of  age 
or  under,  shall  pay  four  dollars;  those  over  forty  and  under  forty-five, 
five  dollars;  those  over  forty -five  and  under  fifty,  six  dollars;  those  over 
fifty  years  of  age  shall  pay  eight  dollars;  payable  quarterly  in  advance 
in  January,  April,  July  and  October.  In  no  case  shall  a  member  be 
exempt  from  the  payment  of  dues.  Dues  to  begin  on  the  night  of 
initiation  or  becoming  a  member  by  joining  by  card  or  transfer. 

We  had  a  member  join  us  on  May  16th,  1918,  by  transfer;  this 
Brother  had  reached  his  fortieth  birthday  on  September  17,  1917, 
previous  to  the  date  he  signed  our  constitution. 

Question. — Shall  he  pay  four  or  five  dollars  per  year. 

,  Answer. — This  section  of  your  by-laws,  I  hold  is  unconstitutional 
for  the  reason  that  there  can  be  no  distinction  between  old  and  young 
members  as  to  the  amount  of  dues  they  shall  pay.  Therefore  I  hold 
that  all  the  dues  you  can  collect  from  any  of  your  members  under  your 
by-laws,  is  $4.00  per  year.  See  decision  No.  29,  page  45,  Grand  Lodge 
Journal,  1898.  This  is  the  latest  decision  found  in  our  journals  on 
this  point  and  I  hold  that  the  same  being  approved  by  the  Grand  Lodge, 
becomes  a  law  for  our  jurisdiction.  See  Section  393  of  the  1915  Code. 

No.  54.  Statement. — There  has  been  proposed  an  amendment  to  our 
By-Laws  which  reads  as  follows:  “The  dues  for  associate  members 
shall  be  $4.00  per  year,  the  same  to  receive  no  financial  benefits.” 

Question. — Would  a  By-Law  with  such  proposed  amendment  be  con¬ 
stitutional? 

Answer. — No.  Our  Constitution  does  not  provide  for  a  less  sum  for 
dues  than  the  regular  dues  for  members  joining  under  Section  15a. 
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The  only  provision  made  for  less  dues  than  the  regular  amount  comes 
under  Section  59,  which  covers  a  member  who  has  become  sixty  years 
of  age  and  has  been  a  contributing  member  for  twenty-five  consecutive 
years. 


Rebekah  Decisions 

No.  1.  Question. — If  a  member  joins  the  Rebekahs  before  her  mar¬ 
riage  and  withdraws  after  marriage,  can  she  be  reinstated  if  she  has 
no  relatives  belonging  to  the  Odd  Fellows? 

Answer. — Yes.  See  decision  39,  1901  Journal,  page  45. 

No.  2.  Question. — A  Sister  holds  an  official  receipt  from  her  Lodge 
in  date,  can  she  make  application  in  our  Lodge  before  she  takes  a 
withdrawal  card  from  her  Lodge? 

Ansiver. — Yes.  See  Section  13,  Rebekah  Constitution. 

No.  3.  Statement. — A  lady  was  elected  to  membership  in  our  Re¬ 
bekah  Lodge,  but  before  she  was  initiated  she  was  married.  Her  hus¬ 
band  is  not  an  Odd  Fellow,  neither  has  she  a  relative  belonging  to  the 
Order. 

Question. — Can  she  now  be  initiated  into  the  Rebekah  Lodge? 

Answer. — No. 

No.  4.  Question. — Can  we  pay  for  flowers  for  our  sick  members  and 
their  relatives  from  our  general  fund? 

Answer. — No. 

Question. — Can  we  use  the  contingent  fund  for  the  same? 

Ansiver. — Yes,  for  members  only. 

Question. — Can  we  use  the  flower  fund  for  the  same? 

Answer. — Yes,  for  members  only,  unless  otherwise  specified  by  your 
Lodge. 

No.  5.  Question.— Should  a  Brother  Odd  Fellow,  when  he  is  to  be 
initiated  into  a  Rebekah  Lodge,  have  on  the  regalia  that  he  is  entitled 
to  wear  in  a  Subordinate  Lodge,  when  he  enters  the  lodge  room  for 
initiation? 

Answer. — Yes.  See  page  37  Rebekah  Ritual. 

No.  6.  Question—  Is  it  legal  to  ballot  and  initiate  the  same  evening? 

Answer. — Yes.  But  it  is  not  legal  to  receive  a  petition,  ballot,  and 
initiate  the  same  evening. 

No.  7.  Question. — Must  the  Noble  Grand  of  the  staff  hold  a  com¬ 
mission  to  instruct  in  the  unwritten  work  in  conferring  the  degree? 
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Answer—  No.  But  it  would  be  better  if  she  held  one. 

No.  8.  Statement. — We  have  a  Brother  and  Sister  who  asked  for 
withdrawal  cards,  which  were  granted.  Now  she  is  taking  a  place  on 
the  degree  staff. 

Question. — Has  she  the  right  to  take  part  in  the  degree  work  or  any 
other  work  of  the  Order? 

Answer. — No,  not  lawfully.  She  may  visit  during  the  life,  of  her 
card. 

No.  9.  Statement.- — A  Brother  makes  application  to  join  a  Rebekah 
Lodge;  his  application  is  not  accompanied  with  his  official  receipt,  but 
the  certificate  on  the  back  of  the  petition  is  filled  out  by  the  Secretary 
of  his  Subordinate  Lodge,  signed  by  the  Secretary,  and  the  seal  of  the 
Lodge  thereon. 

Question. — Is  it  necessary  for  an  official  receipt  to  accompany  an 
application  to  join  a  Rebekah  Lodge  under  the  above  statement? 

Answer. — No. 

No.  10.  Question. — Can  a  Lodge  grant  a  transfer  card  to  a  member 
when  the  member  has  not  changed  his  or  her  residence  from  one  ter¬ 
ritorial  jurisdiction  to  another? 

Answer. — No.  They  can  only  change  their  membership  as  provided 
for  under  Section  13  Rebekah  Constitution,  after  the  Lodge  with  which 
they  wished  to  unite  obtained  waiver  from  the  Lodge  in  whose  juris¬ 
diction  they  reside. 

Question. — In  case  the  Lodge  to  which  the  member  belongs  should 
surrender  its  charter,  can  a  transfer  certificate  be  granted? 

Answer. — No.  They  would  first  surrender  and  then  ask  the  Grand 
Secretary  for  a  card. 

No.  11.  Question. — Are  the  Brothers  and  Sisters  who  are  residents 
of  the  Homes  at  Mason  City  exempt  from  paying  dues? 

Answer. — Yes. 

Question. — Is  the  Lodge  exempt  from  paying  per-capita  tax  on  mem¬ 
bers  who  are  residents  of  the  Home? 

Answer. — Yes. 

No.  12.  Statement. — At  our  meeting  June  12th  we  elected  officers, 
but  we  have  discovered  that  in  the  election  of  Vice  Grand  that  there 
was  not  a  majority  for  any  one  candidate.  A.  received  12  votes,  B.  re¬ 
ceived  8  votes  and  C.  received  6  votes.  A.  was  declared  elected. 

Questio?i. — Was  A.  legally  elected  Vice  Grand? 

Answer. — No.  The  law  provides  that  the  candidate  elected  must 
receive  a  majority  of  all  votes  cast;  therefore  it  would  take  14  votes 
to  elect  the  Vice  Grand. 

Notice. — Your  Lodge  is  hereby  directed  to  hold  an  election  on  the 
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first  regular  meeting  after  the  receipt  of  this  communication  on  the 
candidates  who  were  the  regular  nominees. 

No.  13.  Statement . — A  candidate  made  application  for  membership 
into  our  Lodge  by  initiation,  and  was  elected  to  membership;  then  he 
asks  to  have  his  initiation  fee  returned  as  he  does  not  wish  to  take 
the  degree. 

Question. — Shall  the  Lodge  return  his  fee?  And  what  shall  we  do 
with  it  if  it  is  not  returned? 

Answer. — No.  Your  Lodge  shall  not  return  the  fee;  your  Secretary 
will  turn  it  over  to  the  Treasurer,  and  show  in  her  report  this  amount 
received  for  initiations.  It  is  through  no  fault  of  the  Lodge  that  this 
applicant  did  not  receive  the  degree. 

No.  14.  Statement. — A  Sister  was  elected  Vice  Grand  who  has  not 
been  present  at  roll  call  to  answer  but  has  come  in  late  a  number  of 
meetings.  The  roll  book  does  not  show  her  eligible. 

Question. — Can  we  install  this  Sister  Vice  Grand? 

Answer. — You  must  give  this  Sister  credit  for  every  meeting  that 
she  was  present  at  roll  call,  and  for  every  meeting  when  she  came  late; 
also  for  every  meeting  night  when  your  Lodge  was  under  quarantine, 
and  after  giving  her  credit  for  these  meetings,  you  find  she  has  a 
majority  to  her  credit,  then  you  may  install  her  Vice  Grand. 

No.  15.  Question. — If  a  member  is  late  for  roll  call  would  it  be 
right  to  mark  her  present  on  the  roll  book  if  she  comes  in  late? 

Answer. — No.  If  the  member  comes  in  too  late  for  roll  call,  the  roll 
book  is  not  to  be  changed,  but  the  Secretary  should  show  in  the  minutes 
when  such  member  entered  the  Lodge  room. 

No.  16.  Question. — If  a  Sister  starts  to  Lodge  and  has  a  break  down, 
and  phones  to  the  hall  that  she  is  on  the  way  and  could  get  no  farther, 
should  we  mark  her  present? 

Answer. — No. 

No.  17.  Question. — Can  a  Rebekah  Lodge  purchase  wedding  pres¬ 
ents  for  a  member  of  their  Order  and  pay  for  the  same  from  the  gen¬ 
eral  fund? 

Answer. — No. 

No.  18.  Question. — In  a  degree  staff  of  a  Rebekah  Lodge  is  it  nec¬ 
essary  that  the  Vice  Grand’s  chair  be  filled  by  a  Past  Vice  Grand  or  a 
Past  Noble  Grand? 

Answer. — No.  The  Vice  Grand’s  chair  may  be  filled  by  the  Vice 
Grand,  or  by  a  Past  Vice  Grand,  or  a  Past  Noble  Grand. 

No.  19.  Question. — In  a  Rebekah  Lodge  degree  staff  is  it  necessary 
that  the  Past  Noble  Grand  chair  be  filled  by  a  Past  Noble  Grand? 

Answer. — Yes. 
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No.  20.  Statement. — A  member  belongs  to  Lodge  A,  and  transfers  to 
Lodge  B,  and  in  about  three  months  transfers  back  to  Lodge  A,  her 
original  Lodge  into  which  she  was  initiated  and  signed  the  Constitu¬ 
tion. 

Question. — Does  this  member  sign  the  Constitution  when  she  trans¬ 
fers  back  to  her  original  Lodge  where  she  was  initiated? 

Answer  ~ -Yes. 


Teutonia  Lodge  No.  156,  Manning,  Iowa 

On  or  about  the  5th  of  May,  1919,  I  received  a  communication  from 
this  Lodge  in  which  they  stated  that  they  would  not  comply  with  the 
law  in  regard  to  foreign  ritual.  Having  had  previous  correspondence 
regarding  this,  I  immediately  notified  my  deputy  to  proceed  to  take  up 
charter  and  rituals  and  all  property  belonging  to  the  Lodge.  After 
some  delay,  these  with  $24.25  were  turned  over  to  him  along  with  $35 
which  was  realized  from  the  sale  of  chairs,  carpet  and  desk.  When 
the  records  arrived  at  the  office  of  the  Grand  Secretary  we  found  that 
they  had  distributed  funds  for  benefits  to  various  members  as  per  rec¬ 
ord.  Their  ledger  shows  that  they  had  but  one  member  who  at  the 
time  these  benefits  were  paid  was  then  in  good  standing. 

I  have  endeavored  to  get  this  matter  settled,  having  had  it  in  the 
hands  of  an  attorney  at  Carroll,  but  so  far  have  been  unable  to  get 
settlement.  I  feel  that  this  is  a  gross  violation  of  the  laws,  and  that 
these  members  should  be  punished,  as  there  is  no  doubt  in  my  mind 
but  that  there  is  a  considerable  sum  due  the  Grand  Lodge  which  was 
illegally  distributed  as  benefits. 

I  herewith  submit  this  case,  together  with  all  records  of  the  Lodge, 
to  the  Grand  Lodge,  for  whatever  action  they  see  fit  to  take. 


Sunrise  Lodge  No.  370,  Seevers,  Iowa 

The  matter  of  moving  Sunrise  Lodge  No.  370  into  the  city  of  Colfax 
was  up  before  the  Grand  Lodge  last  year,  and  referred  to  a  special  com¬ 
mittee  whose  report  you  will  find  on  page  193  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Jour¬ 
nal  for  1918.  This  matter  was  referred  to  me.  After  notifying  the 
Sunrise  Lodge  of  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  there  was  some  agita¬ 
tion  on  the  part  of  this  Lodge  and  the  Colfax  Lodge  to  consolidate. 
After  some  time  I  advised  Sunrise  Lodge  to  move  into  Colfax  as  per 
resolution  of  the  committee  of  the  last  session.  Up  to  the  present  time 
Sunrise  Lodge  has  not  moved  into  Colfax,  but  I  have  in  my  office  at

the  present  time,  a  petition  from  Prairie  City  Lodge  No.  144  in  regard 
to  consolidating  with  Sunrise  Lodge  No.  370.  (This  consolidation  was 
effected  on  September  20,  1919.) 


Oto  Lodge  No.  343  vs.  C.  H.  Groom 

The  case  of  Oto  Lodge  No.  343  vs.  C.  H.  Groom  was  up  before  the 
Appeals  Committee  and  referred  to  me  for  the  purpose  of  getting  tran¬ 
scripts  completed.  I  am  glad  to  report  that  said  transcripts  were  placed 
in  the  hands  of  the  Appeals  Committee,  after  some  delay,  which  fin¬ 
ished  my  part  of  this  work. 


Salem  Lodge  No.  48 

The  matter  of  Salem  Lodge  No.  48  was  referred  to  me.  I  have  inves¬ 
tigated  this  matter  -through  my  District  Deputy  and  after  several  com¬ 
munications  with  the  former  secretary  of  this  Lodge  in  regard  to  the 
$20  advanced  by  P.  G.  M.  Alexander,  have  been  unable  to  obtain  set¬ 
tlement.  I  have  a  letter  dated  September  2d  which  states  that  they  will 
try  and  settle  the  matter.  The  amount  being  so  small,  I  thought  it 
inadvisable  to  take  the  matter  to  court,  as  an  attorney  advised  me  that 
the  costs  in  the  case  would  be  more  than  the  amount  involved,  so  I 
have  been  trying  to  settle  the  matter  without  taking  it  to  court. 

I  have  done  nothing  in  regard  to  issuing  a  proclamation  regarding 
cards  for  former  members.  I  believe  that  this  case  should  be  handled 
so  as  to  serve  as  an  example  of  what  may  be  expected  in  future  cases 
of  this  kind,  and  I  would  recommend  that  all  members  of  this  Lodge 
be  denied  the  right  to  cards  from  the  office  of  Grand  Secretary  unless 
the  member  is  able  to  show  that  he  had  no  part  in  the  distribution 
of  this  fund. 

There  is  one  member  of  this  Lodge  who  has  written  me  regarding 
a  card,  O.  N.  Knight  of  Mt.  Pleasant,  who  according  to  records  and  cor¬ 
respondence  between  himself  and  the  Lodge,  had  made  application  for 

a  card  previous  to  the  surrender  of  their  charter.  I  feel  that  0.  N. 
Knight  would  be  entitled  to  his  card. 

Will  make  further  report  in  my  supplemental  report  if  I  am  able 
to  settle  this  matter  completely.

of  the  Grand  Lodge  Constitution,  I  served  notice  on  the  members  of  said 
Lodge  and  received  their  answer  to  same.  After  taking  the  matter  up 
with  the  President  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly  we  decided  it  was  to  the 
best  interest  of  the  Order  that  this  charter  be  not  returned,  as  condi¬ 
tions  were  such  that  this  Lodge  would  not  be  a  credit  to  the  Order  if 
they  continued  as  they  had  in  the  past,  therefore  I  refused  to  return 
the  charter.  When  the  former  members  of  this  Lodge  who  were  inter¬ 
ested  in  instituting  a  new  Lodge  met  me  at  Council  Bluffs,  I  told  them 
that  their  petition  would  not  be  recognized  if  the  names  of  those  who 
were  at  the  bottom  of  the  original  trouble  were  thereon.  They  returned 
home  and  circulated  a  new  petition  and  on  August  11,  1919,  we  insti¬ 
tuted  what  is  known,  as  Hamburg  Rebekah  Lodge  No.  88,  of  Hamburg. 

I  recommend  that  the  charter  of  Jerusalem  Rebekah  Lodge  No.  159 
be  not  returned  by  this  Grand  Lodge.

office  of  Grand  Master  before  the  time  of  installation,  I  take  this  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  address  you. 

Your  Representative  to  the  Grand  Lodge  has  certified  to  me  that 
you  are  an  active  worker  in  your  Lodge,  and  that  you  stand  well  in

Every  indication  points  to  a  great  year  in  Odd  Fellowship,  with 
the  coming  of  Centennial  Celebration  on  April  the  26th,  1919,  every 
member  should  endeavor  to  do  his  best  to  make  it  so. 

Our  great  America  has  been  victorious  in  making  the  world  safe 
for  democracy,  and  Odd  Fellowship  has  done  her  part  and  we  must 
not  stop  until  our  principles  are  brought  home  to  every  human  heart. 

Try  and  get  a  class  to  take  up  the  unwritten  work,  then  notify  one  of 
the  members  of  the  board  of  instruction  and  I  am  sure  that  they  will 
be  glad  to  give  you  their  assistance  in  this  important  work,  for  I  feel 
that  we  should  have  Five  Hundred  commissions  in  the  great  state  of 
Iowa. 
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The  S.  A.  P.  W.  and  the  A.  T.  P.  W.  are  herewith  enclosed  with 
your  instructions  in  pamphlet  form,  also  blank  reports  for  each  Lodge 
in  your  District,  which  please  have  filled  out  and  mail  to  me  imme¬ 
diately  after  installation. 

Try  and  arrange  a  District  meeting  in  your  District  during  the  year 
and  I  will  be  with  you.  All  that  I  ask  is  to  let  me  arrange  the  dates. 
In  that  way  I  can  save  a  great  deal  of  mileage  for  the  Grand  Lodge 
and  get  in  touch  with  every  Lodge  in  the  state  during  the  year. 

Keep  after  the  delinquent  members;  get  them  to  pay  up,  if  possible. 

Have  this  letter  and  your  commission  read  on  the  night  of  the 
installation  in  each  Lodge  in  your  District.

Recommendations 

No.  1.  Orphans'  Home — 

As  time  passes  it  becomes  more  and  more  evident  that  the  Orphans’ 
Home  must  be  enlarged  in  order  to  accommodate  the  children  who 
will  come  to  us  for  care.  The  Home  was  originally  built  to  accommo¬ 
date  100  children.  The  building  of  the  Grace  Lewis  Nursery  added 
30  to  the  capacity  of  the  Home.  He  have  at  the  present  time  105  chil¬ 
dren  in  the  Home.  Due  to  the  quarantine,  no  children  have  been 
admitted  since  May.  As  soon  as  this  quarantine  is  lifted  and  appli¬ 
cants  admitted  for  whom  the  applications  have  been  signed  and  ac¬ 
cepted,  the  number  will  be  brought  up  to  120. 

Under  these  conditions,  I  feel  it  my  duty,  as  Grand  Master,  to 
bring  this  matter  before  the  Grand  Lodge  and  ask  that  steps  be  taken 
to  provide  for  the  building  of  a  Boys’  Dormitory,  size  and  sketches  of 
proposed  building,  with  the  estimated  cost  for  same,  will  be  presented 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees.  I  would  recommend  that  the  Grand  Lodge 
take  action  on  this  case,  for  the  condition  is  such  that  in  a  few  months 
we  will  be  compelled  to  deny  the  issuance  of  any  more  admittance 
cards  until  we  can  provide  more  room. 

I  believe  that  it  is  the  desire  of  the  members  of  this  jurisdiction 
to  see  this  work  carried  on.  When  we  stop  to  think  what  little  this 
costs  us,  as  individuals,  I  sometimes  wonder  where  else  we  could  place 
such  a  small  amount  and  get  such  great  returns  as  we  do  from  the 
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satisfaction  of  knowing  that  we  have  had  some  part  in  helping  raise 
and  educate  these  children. 

No.  2.  Codification — 

The  Codification  Committee,  page  264,  1915  Journal,  made  a  report 

to  the  effect  that  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 

• 

has  adopted  the  new  code  so  recently,  time  did  not  permit  them  to  act, 
and  asked  that  they  be  excused  from  making  further  or  any  report  at 
the  1915  session.  Since  that  time  no  action  has  been  taken  on  the 
Codification  report,  which  was  brought  down  to  1913.  The  new  code 
has  been  in  the  hands  of  the  different  jurisdictions  since  1915,  and  I 
would  recommend  that  this  Grand  Lodge  take  steps  to  have  this  work 
completed  so  that  it  may  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  membership  and 
different  Lodges  of  the  state.  As  a  greater  part  of  this  work  has  been 
done,  it  could  be  completed  with  little  additional  expense,  and  would 
be,  I  think,  of  great  benefit  to  the  Order  in  this  state. 

No.  3.  Subordinate  Constitution — 

In  visiting  the  different  Lodges  of  this  state  I  find  that  some  have 
not  the  latest  Grand  Lodge  and  Subordinate  Constitutions.  Some 
Lodges  have  not  received  any  for  years,  and  consequently  are  not 
versed  in  the  latest  legislation.  I  would  recommend  that  each  Sub¬ 
ordinate  Lodge  and  D.  D.  Grand  Master  be  sent,  along  with  the  annual 
report  blanks,  a  copy  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  Subordinate  Constitu¬ 
tions. 

No.  4.  Reports  of  Representatives — 

I  feel  that  the  Grand  Lodge  should  take  some  action  in  regard  to 
the  matter  of  Representatives  making  their  reports  to  the  different 
Lodges  in  their  Districts,  following  the  session  of  Grand  Lodge.  I 
find  that  there  are  a  great  many  who  have  never  made  reports  to  the 
different  Lodges,  and  I  would  ask  that  the  Grand  Lodge  take  some 
action  along  this  line. 

No.  5.  Rule  Ten,  of  the  Orphans'  Home— 

I  find  in  Rule  10  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Home  reads, 
$2,500.  As  per  the  last  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  this  should  be 
$3,500.  I  would  recommend  that  these  figures  be  changed  so  that  Rule 
10-  amended,  would  read  as  follows: 

“When  the  annual  statement  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Trus¬ 
tees  shall  show  a  balance  on  the  1st  day  of  September  of  any  year  in 
the  designated  bank  at  Mason  City  of  less  than  $3,500,  the  Grand 
Master  and  Grand  Secretary  shall  draw  a  warrant  for  such  amount  as 
shall  supply  the  deficiency  below  said  sum  of  $3,500  and  shall  send 
said  warrant  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  deposit  to 
his  credit  as  Treasurer,  in  such  designated  bank. 
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“The  first  of  each  month  the  Chairman  and  Secretary  shall  check 
up  the  bills  paid  during  the  previous  month  and  report  the  amount 
to  the  Grand  Secretary.  On  receipt  of  this  report  the  Grand  Master 
and  Grand  Secretary  shall  draw  a  warrant  for  said  amount,  payable 
to  the  order  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  shall  for¬ 
ward  the  same  to  him  for  deposit  to  his  credit  as  Treasurer  in  the  des¬ 
ignated  bank  at  Mason  City.” 

No.  6.  Rule  28  of  the  Orphans'  Home — 

This  rule  of  the  Home  has  placed  the  employment  of  teachers  with 
the  Board  of  Trustees.  They  have  turned  this  over  to  the  Advisory 
Board.  I  would  recommend  that  this  rule  be  amended  to  permit  the 
Advisory  Board,  with  the  Matron,  to  employ  the  teachers,  since  the 
Advisory  Board  has  for  some  time  past  paid  the  salaries  of  the  teach¬ 
ers.  I  would  recommend  that  this  rule  be  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

“The  Matron,  together  with  the  Advisory  Board,  shall  employ  com¬ 
petent  teachers  at  the  Home  for  all  wards  up  to  and  including  the 
eighth  grade. 

“The  object  will  be  to  teach  every  child  to  be  industrious  and  self- 
reliant,  and  to  place  within  his  or  her  reach  some  tangible  means  of 
support,  and  from  the  beginning  and  during  the  entire  period  of  resi¬ 
dence  at  the  Home  each  child  will  be  expected  and  required  to  per¬ 
form  his  or  her  share  of  the  work  of  the  Home,  the  part  or  share  to 
be  determined  by  the  age,  sex  and  ability  of  the  child.” 


Special  Mention 


It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  I  acknowledge  the  services  of  the 
Secretarial  force.  Grand  Secretary  L.  W.  Smith  has  proven  himself 
capable  of  filling  the  office  to  which  he  was  elected.  His  knowledge 
of  the  laws  and  experience  in  the  practical  workings  of  this  Order 
have  been  a  great  help  to  me  in  carrying  on  this  work.  He  is  ever 
ready  to  assist  and  accommodate  one  who  goes  to  his  office  for  infor¬ 
mation.  Brother  Merriam  and  Sister  Davis  are  entitled  to  the  grat- 
titude  of  every,  member  of  the  Order  in  this  state.  They  have  proven 
themselves  always  prompt  and  efficient  when  the  Grand  Master  in 
his  rush  of  business  asks  for  information  in  their  office.

me  the  kind  word  and  the  one  to  whom  I  might  go  when  in  need  of 
encouragement,  and  I  know  that  she  appreciates  the  honor  which  this 
brings,  and  I  also  know  that  she  will  be  glad  when  we  can  once  more 
gather  around  the  home  fires  which  she  has  kept  burning,  the  one  who 
is  near  and  dear  to  me.

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Grand  Secretary’s  Report 


To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  I.  0.  0.  F.  of  Iowa: 

Brothers:  As  required  by  the  constitution,  herewith  find  statement 
of  the  transactions  of  the  Grand  Secretary’s  office  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  August  31,  1919. 

The  first  half  of  the  year  was  not  a  prosperous  period  for  the  Order. 
The  conditions  brought  about  by  the  war,  and  later,  the  epidemic  of 
Spanish  influenza  which  swept  over  the  entire  jurisdiction,  prevented 
Lodges  from  holding  meetings,  which  resulted  in  a  loss  of  members 
during  that  period.  The  latter  half  of  the  year  has  shown  marked 
improvement  and  general  activity  throughout  the  state.  Quite  a  num¬ 
ber  of  the  Lodges  have  reported  an  exceptional  increase  of  members, 
notably  among  them  is  the  Lodge  at  Red  Oak,  which  takes  the  lead 
with  114  net  increase  over  the  December  report. 


Journal  of  Proceedings 

It  is  recommended  that  of  the  journal  of  the  coming  session  there 
be  printed  3,700  copies,  1,100  bound  in  cloth  and  2,600  in  paper. 


Election  of  Representatives

As  by  law  required,  on  April  19,  1919,  notices  for  the  election  of 
Representatives  were  sent  to  all  the  Lodges  in  the  odd  numbered  Dis¬ 
tricts,  and  on  the  same  date,  as  by  instruction  from  Grand  Master 
Hazlett,  notice  was  sent  to  the  Lodges  in  District  No.  76,  Pocahontas 
county,  to  elect  a  Representative  for  one  year,  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused 
by  the  resignation  of  Representative  C.  W.  Dusing,  and  with  all  of 
said  notices,  blanks  for  return  to  be  made  to  Deputy  Grand  Master 
F.  F.  Rodgers,  Ames,  Iowa. 


Election  of  Grand  Officers 

The  tickets  for  the  election  of  Grand  Lodge  officers  were  sent  to 
the  Lodges,  as  by  law  provided,  on  May  15th. 
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To  compose  the  committee  on  election  returns,  the  Grand  Secretary 
called  to  his  assistance  Brother  H.  W.  Peairs,  Past  Grand,  of  Center 
Star  Lodge  No.  588,  and  Brother  Chas.  C.  Cook,  Past  Grand,  of  Sher¬ 
man  Lodge  No.  576,  who  met,  as  by  law  provided,  and  canvassed  the 
vote  as  presented  by  the  Grand  Secretary,  tabulating  those  found  to  be 
correct.  The  defective  returns  were  sent  back  to  the  respective  Lodges 
from  which  they  were  received.  At  an  adjourned  meeting,  as  by  law 
provided,  the  committee  completed  the  canvass.  A  detailed  report  of 
the  committee  will  be  submitted  to  the  Grand  Lodge. 

As  provided  in  standing  resolution  No.  49  all  candidates  were  noti¬ 
fied,  by  registered  letter,  of  the  date  for  canvassing  said  vote.

The  Stiner  Property  at  Eldon. 

This  property  was  bought  a  number  of  years  ago  for  the  purpose 
of  making  a  home  for  the  Stiner  family,  Brother  Stiner  at  that  time 
being  disabled,  through  accident,  to  such  an  extent  that  he  was  unable 
to  perform  labor.  Since  then,  Brother  Stiner  has  died,  the  children 
have  grown  up  and  are  employed  in  the  city.  Mrs.  Stiner  has  been 
living  on  the  property  during  the  summer  months  and  moving  into 
town  through  the  winter. 

In  my  opinion  this  property  has  fulfilled  its  mission,  the  children 
being  now  able  to  make  a  living  for  themselves  and  should  at  least 
provide  for  the  mother. 

I  would  therefore  recommend  that  the  Grand  Lodge  assume  control 
of  the  property,  sell  same  if  possible  to  good  advantage,  or  hold  to  be 
used  for  a  similar  purpose  in  some  other  case. 

Quasqueton  Property. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  the  Grand  Secretary  reported 
receiving  the  charter  and  property  of  Franklin  Lodge,  No,  59  of  Quas- 
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queton,  Iowa;  that  said  Lodge  owned  some  real  estate  upon  which 
there  was  a  mortgage  and  some  personal  property  remaining  in  the 
building  on  said  real  estate.  This  report  was  referred  to  the  finance 
committee  and  by  them,  in  their  report,  to  the  incoming  Grand  Sec¬ 
retary. 

I  wrote  to  Brother  M.  O.  Fonts  of  Independence,  Iowa,  in  regard 
to  this  matter,  Independence  being  the  county  seat  of  Buchanan  county, 
in  which  county  said  property  was  located.  He  replied  that  we  could 
get  the  mortgage  assigned  to  the  Grand  Lodge  by  the  payment  of  prin¬ 
cipal  and  costs  amounting  to  $263.33.  After  consulting  with  some  of 
the  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  I  consented  to  this  arrangement  and 
sent  to  Brother  Fouts  a  warrant  for  said  amount.  A  little  later  it  was 
reported  there  appeared  to  be  a  flaw  in  the  title  which  could  only  be 
corrected  by  going  through  the  courts  and  it  was  deemed  to  be  cheaper 
to  do  so  now  than  later,  owing  to  the  fact  that  foreclosure  proceedings 
had  already  been  started.  To  this  I  assented  with  the  understanding 
that  the  Sheriff’s  certificate  of  purchase  should  be  assigned  to  the 
Grand  Lodge.  Additional  expense  consisting  of  court  costs,  abstract 
and  taxes,  amounting  to  $71.07  were  paid  by  Brother  Fouts  for  which 
I  later  reimbursed  him  by  warrant,  making  the  total  amount  paid  out 
on  account  of  said  property,  $334.40. 

The  Sheriff’s  certificate  of  purchase  was  assigned  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  and  is  in  possession  of  the  Grand  Secretary.  A  deed  for  said 
property  can  be  secured  April  8,  1920,  by  presenting  said  certificate  and 
sheriff’s  fee  for  making  deed. 

The  Grand  Master  sold  the  chairs  in  the  building  at  Quasqueton 
for  $25.00. 

I  feel  under  deep  obligations  to  Brother  M.  O.  Fouts  for  the  time 
he  spent  and  assistance  given,  also  to  the  Grand  Master  for  twice  going 
out  of  his  way  to  aid  in  getting  this  matter  adjudicated.  The  Sheriff’s 
certificate,  abstract  and  other  papers  are  herewith  submitted  subject  to 
the  orders  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Cantonment  Fund. 

On  December  31,  1918,  I  issued  warrants  to  all  lodges  and  individ¬ 
uals  that  had  made  contributions  to  said  fund.  One  brother  returned 
his  warrant  requesting  me  to  place  it  in  some  fund  where  it  would  do 
the  most  good,  and  the  same  was  placed  in  the  Whitenack  Penny  Fund. 

Army  And  Navy  Fund. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  there  was  levied  a  ten  cent 
per  capita  tax  to  be  used,  if  needed,  in  caring  for  members  in  the  army 
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or  navy.  The  amount  received  through  said  assessment  was  $6,069.50. 

This  fund  remains  intact,  no  calls  having  been  made  upon  it.  As 
this  money  was  raised  by  a  pro  rata  assessment  I  would  recommend 
it  be  transferred  to  the  general  fund  and  the  per  capita  tax  for  the 
general  fund  be  reduced  for  the  incoming  year. 


Soldiers  and  Sailors  Fund. 

The  war  legislation  enacted  by  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  in  1917 
did  not  appear  to  be  properly  understood.  This  office  sent  out  circulars 
and  quoted  decisions  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  yet  in  a  large 
majority  of  cases  each  one  had  to  be  explained  separately.  In  numer¬ 
ous  cases  claims  were  made  for  dues  for  twelve  to  eighteen  months 
prior  to  the  enactment  of  the  war  legislation.  We  have  paid  all  claims 
where  cards  have  been  properly  filed  and  the  certificates  did  not  show 
on  their  face  that  they  were  not  valid  claims.  In  all  cases  of  doubt 
the  subordinate  lodge  has  been  given  the  benefit. 

There  has  been  filed  in  the  Grand  Secretary’s  office  2,673  war  record 
cards.  Notice  of  discharge  has  been  received  and  recorded  on  675 
cards.  There  has  been  received  to  date  from  per  capita  tax  for  the 
Soldiers  and  Sailors  Fund  $18,351.70.  Believing  that  said  amount 
would  be  sufficient  to  meet  all  demands  I  did  not  make  another  levy 
with  the  June  report.  - 

There  has  been  paid  out  for  dues  $8,273.46;  for  benefits,  $2,113.00, 
or  a  total  of  $10,406.46  from  said  fund.  There  is  on  file  in  the  Grand 
Secretary’s  office  certificates  amounting  to  $179.78  which  have  not  been 
paid  because  cards  have  not  been  filed,  and  certificates  amounting  to 
$61.60  which  are  awaiting  some  corrections  by  lodges. 

On  September  1,  1919,  there  was  a  balance  of  $8,028.12  remaining 
in  said  fund  which  I  believe  will  be  sufficient  to  pay  all  legitimate 
claims  against  it  while  said  legislation  remains  in  effect.

Two  of  the  above  items  show  an  excess  of  expenditures  over  appro¬ 
priations.  I  found  we  were  short  on  quite  a  number  of  supplies,  and 
these  could  only  be  purchased  in  quantities  in  order  to  get  a  price,  and 
then  at  an  increased  price  over  former  years.  This  is  more  fully  set 
out  in  the  inventory  of  supplies,  which  shows  amount  of  supplies  pur¬ 
chased  and  increased  receipts. 

On  taking  charge  of  the  office  I  found  an  accumulation  of  three 
years’  reports.  In  former  years  these  had  been  bound,  but  on  inquiry 
I  found  the  price  had  advanced  to  such  a  figure  that  it  was  cheaper  to 
buy  filing  cases,  which  I  did.  It  was  also  necessary  to  purchase  a  letter 
file  and  a  book  to  keep  a  record  of  Lodge  reports.  These  three  items 
totaled  $81.95,  more  than  half  of  the  appropriation  for  office  expenses, 
which  accounts  for  the  excess  of  that  appropriation.

Wallace  Johnson  Bequest 

Wallace  Johnson,  formerly  a  member  of  Mingo  Lodge  No.  174,  left  a 
will  in  which  it  was  provided  that  a  certain  portion  of  his  estate  should 
go  to  the  Iowa  Old  Folks  and  Orphans’  Home.  By  virtue  of  a  contract 
entered  into  by  and  between  the  Trustees  of  the  Iowa  Odd  Fellows  and 
Orphans’  Home  and  Z.  A.  Church,  for  the  purpose  of  collecting  this 
bequest,  there  was  turned  over  to  me  the  sum  of  $6,868.73,  the  amount 
due  the  Iowa  Odd  Fellows  and  Orphans’  Home  by  virtue  of  the  bequest 
of  the  said  Wallace  Johnson.  This  money  was  remitted  to  Grand  Treas¬ 
urer  Hindorff  and  is  held  subject  to  the  orders  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

The  Gustave  Ostrom  Bequest 

The  money  in  this  fund  has  for  a  number  of  years  Deen  loaned  to 
the  Orphans’  Home  Fund,  a  note  for  same  being  on  file  in  the  office  of 
the  Grand  Secretary.  As  directed  by  the  Grand  Lodge  at  the  last  ses¬ 
sion,  I  drew  a  warrant  on  the  Home  Fund  for  the  amount  of  $1,551.40 
($1,429.90  principal  and  $121.50  interest).  The  above  amount  was  paid 
to  the  Grand  Treasurer  and  the  note  cancelled. 

Will  of  Emanuel  Hess 

Emanuel  Hess  of  Iowa  City,  Iowa,  who  was  a  long  time  resident  of 
the  Home  at  Mason  City,  at  his  death  left  a  will  which  provided  in  part, 
after  his  just  debts  and  funeral  expenses  were  paid,  as  follows: 

“I  further  devise  and  bequeath  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Odd  Fellows’ 
Home  of  Mason  City,  Iowa,  one-half  of  all  the  property  of  every  kind 
and  description  remaining  at  the  death  of  my  beloved  wife,  and  direct 
that  the  Trustees,  or  their  successors  in  office,  shall  use  said  bequest  in 
the  betterment  of  said  Odd  Fellows’  Home  of  Mason  City,  Iowa.” 

After  said  estate  had  been  settled,  S.  A.  Koch,  member  of  the  board 
of  Trustees,  remitted  the  sum  of  $479.67,  being,  as  I  understand  it,  the 
amount  due  to  the  Odd  Fellows’  Home  under  the  provisions  of  said  will, 
and  this  money  was  remitted  to  Grand  Treasurer  A.  E.  Hindorff. 

A  copy  of  said  will  is  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Grand  Secretary. 
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Will  of  Leroy  Prindle 

On  February  4,  1919,  I  received  through  S.  A.  Koch  of  the  Home 
Trustees,  a  check  for  $353.32  in  full  for  the  amount  due  under  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  above  will,  said  amount  being  remitted  to  the  Grand 
Treasurer. 

A  statement  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  was  received  and  is  on 
file  in  the  office  of  the  Grand  Secretary. 

The  Phebe  Nieukirk  Bequest 

In  accordance  with  the  order  of  the  Grand  Lodge  made  at  the  last 
session,  the  money  in  this  fund,  amounting  to  $455.26  (principal  $437.75, 
interest  $17.51),  was  paid  to  the  Grand  Treasurer. 

Special  Sessions  of  the  Grand  Lodge 

During  the  past  year  twenty  special  sessions  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
have  been  held.  I  believe  these  sessions  have  been  productive  of  much 
good  to  the  Order.

Price  List 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  the  Grand  Lodge 
at  its  last  session  increased  the  prices  on  some  of  the  supplies  fur¬ 
nished  by  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  When  prices  were  obtained 
on  other  supplies  I  found  all  of  them  had  been  increased,  and  in  order 
to  break  even  I  increased  the  price  on  petitions  and  delinquent  notices 
five  cents  each,  and  on  report  books  ten  cents  each.  Since  then  prices 
on  other  supplies  have  increased  so  that  they  cannot  be  bought  at 
the  prices  for  which  we  have  been  selling  them.  I  would  recommend 
that  the  finance  committee  be  authorized  to  revise  the  entire  price 
list;  said  revision  to  take  effect  January  1,  1920.

Circular  Letter  Received  from  Grand  Secretary  John  B.  Goodwin 

“Baltimore,  Md.,  May  15,  1919. 

“To  Grand  Secretaries,  Grand  Scribes,  Secretaries  of  Rebekah  Assem¬ 
blies  and  Department  Commanders: 

WAR  TAX  ON  JEWELS 

“Dear  Brothers  and  Sisters:  Attention  is  called  to  Section  905  of 
the  Internal  Revenue  Act,  1919,  which  reads  as  follows: 

“  ‘Section  905.  That  on  and  after  April  1,  1919,  there  shall  be  levied, 
assessed,  collected,  and  paid  (in  lieu  of  the  tax  imposed  by  subdivi¬ 
sion  (e)  of  Section  900  of  the  Revenue  Act  of  1917)  upon  all  articles 
commonly  or  commercially  known  as  jewelry,  whether  real  or  imita¬ 
tions  thereof;  articles  made  of,  or  ornamented,  mounted,  or  fitted  with, 
precious  metals  or  imitations  thereof,  or  ivory  (not  including  surgical 
instruments),  watches,  clocks,  opera  glasses,  lorgnettes,  marine  glasses, 
field  glasses,  and  binoculars;  upon  any  of  the  above  when  sold  by  or 
for  a  dealer  or  his  estate  for  consumption  or  use,  a  tax  equivalent  to 
five  per  centum  of  the  price  for  which  sold.’ 

“On  May  2d  the  United  States  commissioner  of  internal  revenue 
made  rulings  to  the  effect  that  the  jewelry  tax  is  to  be  collected  from 
the  ultimate  consumer  or  user;  in  other  words,  the  last  vendor  who 
sells  said  jewel  at  a  profit  is  required  to  collect  this  tax  and  make 
returns  to  the  internal  revenue  collector  of  his  district.  In  the  case 
of  jewels  which  are  purchased  from  this  office,  the  Grand  Lodges, 
Grand  Encampments,  Rebekah  Assemblies  and  Department  Councils 
are  the  last  vendors  of  jewels  purchased  from  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge,  and  consequently  will  be  required  to  make  the  report  and  pay 
the  tax,  collecting  it  from  the  subordinate  body  or  individual  who  pur¬ 
chases  the  jewel. 

“This  tax  must  be  paid  on  or  before  the  30th  day  of  the  month 
succeeding  such  sale. 

“This  law  went  into  effect  April  1,  1919,  but  the  ruling  was  not  made 
until  May  2,  1919.  You  will  therefore  be  required  to  make  returns  and 
pay  tax  on  all  jewels  purchased  since  April  1,  1919.  If  you  have  pur¬ 
chased  jewels  from  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  since  April  1,  1919,  you 
will  find  a  list  of  the  same  enclosed. 

“For  your  information  and  instruction  I  would  suggest  that  you  get 
from  your  collector  of  internal  revenue  a  copy  of  Regulations  48  cover¬ 
ing  this  act  and  rulings  thereon  up  to  date.  Yours  fraternally,

The  above  circular  letter  was  received  from  Grand  Secretary  Good¬ 
win  about  May  17tli.  It  was  the  first  knowledge  I  had  of  a  war  tax 
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being  placed  on  the  jewels  sold  by  the  Grand  Lodge.  We  had  already 
sold  a  few  in  April  and  the  early  part  of  May  for  which  the  regular 
price  of  $9.00  had  been  collected.  After  receiving  said  circular  I  added 
to  the  price  of  the  jewel  the  war  tax  as  prescribed  in  the  circular  and 
collected  the  same,  but  was  compelled  to  pay  the  war  tax  on  the  jewels 
ordered  between  April  1st  and  May  15th,  without  having  collected  the 
tax  from  the  Lodges  ordering  the  jewels,  as  they  had  already  been 
ordered  and  paid  for. 

Letter  Received  from  Grand  Sire  Henry  V.  Borst 

“To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  Grand  and  Subordinate  Lodges: 

“The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  by  enactment  at  its  annual  session  in 
1917,  made  it  the  duty  of  each  Subordinate  Lodge  to  make  a  record  of 
its  members  who  might  be  in  the  military  or  naval  service  and  to  for¬ 
ward  a  copy  of  such  record  to  the  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
and  by  the  latter  to  forward  a  copy  of  the  same  to  the  Grand  Secretary 
of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  Following  this  legislation,  the  Grand 
Sire,  in  February,  1919,  urged  upon  each  Subordinate  Lodge  by  a  proc¬ 
lamation,  duly  made,  to  furnish  to  the  Grand  Masters  of  each  jurisdic¬ 
tion  a  list  of  our  brethren  who  entered  or  served  in  the  army  or  navy, 
with  the  names  of  those  who  died  in  service,  with  certain  other  data, 
and  it  was  requested  that  this  information  be  tabulated  and  forwarded 
to  the  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  I  am  advised 
that  up  to  the  present  time  but  few  reports  have  been  made  in  com¬ 
pliance  with  this  proclamation.  The  reports  from  a  few  jurisdictions 
give  this  information  in  brief  tabulated  form,  and  it  in  each  case 
reflects  great  credit  not  only  upon  the  officials  who  make  the  report, 
but  also  shows  the  loyalty  and  devotion  of  the  members  of  the  Order  to 
our  country  in  those  jurisdictions.  I  respectfully  urge  upon  the  dif¬ 
ferent  Subordinate  Lodges  and  Grand  Lodges  to  procure  and  forward 
to  the  Grand  Secretary  the  data  suggested,  that  the  same  may  be  pre¬ 
served  for  future  reference  and  to  show  for  all  time  the  loyalty  and 
devotion  of  our  Order  and  the  sacrifices  it  has  made  for  humanity  in 
the  great  war  through  which  the  world  has  just  passed.

There  has  been  sold  during  the  past  year  three  Rebekah  and  twenty- 
three  Subordinate  second-hand  rituals,  these  books  being  sold  for  $1.25 
or  $1.50,  according  to  grade. 

We  have  still  quite  a  number  of  second-hand  rituals  that  are  as 
good  as  new  with  the  exception  of  a  few  finger  marks  on  the  pages 
most  used.  These  books  can  be  furnished  to  Lodges  at  half  price. 

Amendments  to  the  Grand  Lodge  Constitution 

(To  be  considered  at  this  session) 

No.  1.  Amend  Section  28  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Constitution  by  strik¬ 
ing  out  the  words  “Grand  Secretary,”  wherever  they  occur  in  said  sec¬ 
tion  and  substitute  therefor  the  words  “Grand  Master,”  and  also  by 
striking  out  the  words  “and  report  to  the  Grand  Master,”  in  lines  33 
and  34  of  said  section,  so  that  when  said  section  is  amended  it  will 
read  as  follows: 

“Sec.  28.  ELECTION  OF  GRAND  OFFICERS.  On  the  first  meet¬ 
ing  night  in  June  in  each  year  the  Past  Grands  of  each  Lodge  in  good 
standing  shall  meet  in  their  Lodge  room  and  hold  an  election  by  ballot 
for  the  different  elective  officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge;  after  which  the 
Noble  Grand  and  Secretary  shall  proceed  to  canvass  the  votes  cast, 
throwing  out  all  votes  for  anyone  not  regularly  nominated  and  shall 
send  to  the  Grand  Master  a  certified  copy  of  said  vote,  enclosed  in  an 
envelope  properly  sealed,  and  endorse  thereon  election  returns  from 

. .Lodge,  No . .  located  at . . 

Iowa,  and  no  returns  received  by  the  Grand  Master  after  the  Monday 
preceding  the  fourth  Tuesday  in  June  shall  be  counted  or  be  of  any 
validity,  and  he  shall  endorse  on  each  of  said  envelopes  the  date  of 
the  receipt  thereof. 

“1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Master  to  call  to  his  assist¬ 
ance  two  Past  Grands  residing  in  the  town  or  city  wherein  he  lives. 
He  and  said  Past  Grands  shall  constitute  the  committee  on  election 
returns.  Said  committee  shall  meet  on  the  FOURTH  Tuesday  of  June 
following;  open  and  canvass  the  election  returns.  The  Grand  Master 
shall  make  a  record  showing  the  names  and  residence  of  the  candi¬ 
dates  voted  for  and  the  number  of  votes  cast  for  each  by  the  respective 
lodges,  as  shown  by  said  returns,  and  determine  which  of  the  nominees 
has  received  the  highest  number  of  votes  cast,  who  shall  notify  the 
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candidates  having  received  the  largest  number  of  votes  of  their  elec¬ 
tion.  The  Grand  Master  shall  file  a  copy  of  the  record  made  by  the 
committee  with  the  Grand  Lodge,  duly  certified  to  by  each  member  of 
said  committee;  provided,  however,  that  if  it  shall  appear  on  opening 
the  returns  that  any  of  them  are  irregular  in  form,  that  the  committee 
may  adjourn  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  twenty  days,  and  the 
Grand  Master  shall  immediately  return  said  defective  returns  to  the 
Lodge  for  correction,  and  on  the  day  fixed  for  said  adjourned  meeting 
they  shall  complete  the  canvass  and  make  said  report  as  heretofore 
provided.” 

2.  Amend  Clause  XIX  of  Section  21  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Consti¬ 
tution  by  striking  out  the  word,  “Secretary,”  and  inserting  in  lieu 
thereof  the  word,  “Master,”  so  that  saide  Clause  XIX  of  Section  21, 
when  so  amended,  will  read  as  follows: 

“XIX.  To  send  to  each  Lodge  in  this  state  not  later  than  May  15th 
of  each  year  a  sufficient  number  of  printed  tickets  with  the  names 
and  residence  of  the  nominees  for  Grand  Officers,  together  with  dupli¬ 
cate  blank  returns  for  said  election,  enclosing  printed  envelopes  to 
contain  said  returns  directed  to  the  Grand  Master,  marked  ‘Election 
Returns  for  Grand  Officers.’  ” 

Amendments  to  the  Grand  Lodge  Constitution 

(To  be  acted  upon  in  1920) 

Submitted  by  J.  M.  Hazlett: 

No.  1.  Amend  Section  43,  Clause  V,  Grand  Lodge  Constitution,  by 
striking  out  the  word  “three”  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  word 
“eight”  so  that  said  section  when  amended  will  read  as  follows: 

“V.  Odd  Fellows  or  Rebekahs  who  are  members  in  good  standing 
of  a  Subordinate  or  Rebekah  Lodge  in  good  standing,  and  the  widows 
of  Odd  Fellows  who  at  the  time  of  their  decease  were  members  in  good 
standing,  working  under  a  charter  regularly  granted  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Iowa,  shall  be  entitled  to  admission  to  said  Home,  provided 
said  Odd  Fellows  or  Rebekahs  have  been  contributing  members  for  at 
least  eight  years.”

Amend  Section  32  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Constitution  by  add¬ 
ing  “14.  Committee  on  Iowa  Odd  Fellows  and  Orphans  Homes  so  that 
said  section  when  amended  will  read  as  follows: 

“Sec.  32.  Standing  Committees.  The  Grand  Master  shall,  at  each 
annual  session,  immediately  after  the  adoption  of  the  report  of  the 
committee  on  credentials  (except  as  provided  for  in  the  next  clause), 
appoint  the  following  standing  committees,  to  consist  of  five  or  more 
members :

The  elective  officers  of  this  Lodge  shall 
consist  of  a  Noble  Grand  and  Vice  Grand,  who  shall  be  elected  at  the 
first  meeting  night  in  June  and  December  of  each  year,  and  a  Captain 
of  the  degree  staff,  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  and  Financial  Secretary 
when  deemed  necessary  by  the  Lodge,  who  shall  be  elected  annually, 
ai  the  first  meeting  night  in  December.” 

Submitted  by  L.  W.  Smith: 

No.  2.  Amend  Section  29  of  the  Subordinate  Constitution  by  strik¬ 
ing  out  said  section  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  following: 

“Sec.  29.  Fees,  Admission.  Every  application  for  membership 
must  be  accompanied  by  the  proposition  fee  prescribed  by  the  By-Laws 
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of  this  Lodge,  and  the  fee  for  initiation  of  applicants  under  thirty-five 
years  shall  not  be  less  than  five  dollars,  and  it  shall  not  be  less  than 
eight  dollars  where  the  applicant  is  thirty-five  and  under  forty-five 
years  of  age,  nor  less  than  ten  dollars  where  the  applicant  is  over 
forty-five  years  of  age;  the  fee  for  joining  by  card  shall  not  be  less 
than  three  dollars,  and  this  applies  to  charter  members;  the  fee  for 
joining  on  a  dismissal  certificate  shall  be  the  same  as  the  fee  for  the 
initiation  of  an  applicant  of  the  same  age,  and  no  credit  shall  be  given 
for  these  fees,  which  must  be  paid  in  cash.” 

No.  3.  Amend  Subordinate  Constitution  by  striking  out  Clause  XII 
of  Section  45  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  following: 

“XII.  Whenever  a  member  shall  have  become  a  Past  Grand  by 
reason  of  services  as  required  by  law  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Sec¬ 
retary  of  his  Lodge  immediately  to  issue  a  certificate  to  said  member. 
Said  certificate  to  be  in  the  following  form:

“You  are  hereby  respectfully  informed  that  our  worthy  Brother 
. has  performed  the  duties  required  to  consti¬ 
tute  him  a  Past  Grand  in .

No.  4.  Amend  Subordinate  Constitution  by  striking  out  Section  57 
and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  following: 

“Sec.  57.  Dues  and  Fees.  Each  member  shall  pay  to  the  Lodge  as 
dues  such  sum,  not  less  than  five  cents  per  week,  as  the  By-Laws  of 
the  Lodge  may  provide;  all  dues  shall  accrue  weekly,  but  may  be  paid 
as  provided  in  By-Laws.  A  member  may  pay  his  dues  at  any  time, 
but  if  payment  of  dues  shall  be  made  outside  of  the  Lodge  then  the 
dues  so  paid  shall  be  credited  to  the  Brother  on  the  date  of  the  next 
meeting  of  the  Lodge  subsequent  to  said  payment.  Provided  the 
members  joining  under  Section  15a  shall  pay  as  dues  one-half  of 
the  amount  paid  by  beneficial  members.  The  By-Laws  shall  also  fix 
the  fees  for  the  application  for  membership,  subject  to  the  limitation 
provided  in  Section  29  hereof.” 

No.  5.  Amend  Section  60  of  the  Subordinate  Constitution  by  strik¬ 
ing  out  Clauses  III  and  IV  of  said  section  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof 
the  following: 


“III.  A  member  dropped  for  non-payment  of  dues  wishing  to  regain 
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membership  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  and  the  Lodge  shall  grant  a 
dismissal  certificate  upon^application  and  the  receipt  of  $1.00.” 

No.  6.  Amend  Section  140  of  the  Subordinate  Constitution  by  strik¬ 
ing  out  said  section  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  following: 

“Sec.  140.  Pees  for  Degrees.  The  fee  for  degrees  shall  not  be  less 
than  $5.00  each,  to  be  paid  to  the  Secretary  previous  to  the  application 
therefor.” 

No.  7.  Amend  the  Subordinate  Constitution  by  striking  out  Sec¬ 
tion  157.

To  the  Recording  Secretaries,  the  medium  through  which  this  office 
transacts  business  with  the  Odd  Fellows  of  the  state,  and  on  whom  so 
much  depends  in  making  this  office  efficient,  I  extend  my  sincere 
thanks  for  their  earnest  co-operation.  It  is  true  there  are  some  who 
are  not  as  prompt  in  answering  official  communications  as  they  should 
be,  but  we  do  not  know  the  difficulties  with  which  they  may  have  to 
contend;  we  believe  they  will  improve  in  the  future. 

Capable,  willing  and  efficient  applies  to  my  office  force.  My  assist- 
tant,  W.  A.  Merriam,  as  well  as  myself,  was  new  in  the  office,  and  both 
had  to  depend  to  a  great  extent  on  the  stenographer,  Catherine  Davis.

The  war  legislation,  Lodges  unable  to  meet  on  account  of  quaran¬ 
tine  and  inability  to  get  supplies  promptly,  were  causes  that  required 
a  great  deal  of  extra  correspondence,  but  the  war  is  over,  business 
should  soon  resume  normal  conditions  and  we  hope  the  Spanish  influ¬ 
enza  will  be  conspicuous  by  its  absence.  The  time  seems  ripe  for  a 
great  revival  in  the  Order;  with  the  splendid  work  done  by  many  of 
the  Lodges  during  the  last  term  before  us  as  an  example,  we  can,  with 
a  little  effort  on  the  part  of  each  one  make  the  coming  year  a  memor¬ 
able  one  in  Odd  Fellowship.

Report 

To  the  Grand  Lodge,  I.  O.  O.  F.  of  Iowa: 

Dear  Brothers: — On  or  about  the  7th  of  March  this  year  I  received 
a  communication  from  Brother  Koch,  Resident  Trustee  of  the  Orphans’ 
Homes  at  Mason  City,  informing  me  it  was  the  intention  to  pave  the 
street  in  front  of  the  Homes. 

Mr.  Koch  addressed  a  joint  letter  to  each  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of¬ 
ficers  and  to  me  as  a  member  of  the  Finance  Committee,  relative  to 
the  proposed  paving  and  informed  us  it  would  have  to  be  on  a  sub¬ 
scription  basis  and  the  amount  we,  as  a  Grand  Lodge,  should  subscribe 
would  be  about  $5,000. 

Personally,  I  was  not  acquainted  with  the  conditions  governing  the 
proposed  paving  and  I  would  not  give  my  approval  of  same  without 
further  investigation.  Therefore,  I  made  a  special  trip  to  Mason  City 
on  the  17th  of  March  to  meet  with  the  City  Council  on  the  18th,  as 
they  had  advertised  for  bids  when  the  paving  would  be  opened  on  the 
18th.  All  the  bids  were  thrown  out  by  the  Council,  they  claiming  the 
bids  were  excessive.  They  re-advertised  for  bids  on  April  2nd,  and 
letting  of  the  contract  was  postponed  till  that  time. 

While  I  was  there  the  road  past  the  Homes  was  almost  impassable 
for  a  conveyance  of  any  kind.  For  the  convenience  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  we  had  some  photographs  taken  of  the  roads  on  the  18th  of 
March.  These  photographs  will  be  present  at  the  Grand  Lodge  session 
at  Ames. 

After  my  arrival  at  Mason  City,  I  found  the  reason  the  paving  had 
to  be  paid  for,  by  popular  subscriptions  was  because  the  Mason  City  and 
•  Clear  Lake  Railway  Company  owned  the  right  of  way  along  the  north 
side  of  the  street  in  front  of  the  Homes,  and  several  years  ago  the  City 
Council  tried  to  force  this  paving  in  according  to  law,  and  the  Rail¬ 
way  Company  enjoined  the  city  from  putting  in  the  paving  at  that  time. 
The  city  appealed  the  case  to  the  Supreme  Court  and  the  Supreme 
Court  sustained  the  City  Railway  Company,  because  the  proposed  pav¬ 
ing  would  not  be  a  benefit  to  the  Railway  Company  and  under  the  law, 
it  must  be  shown  that  proposed  public  improvements  such  as  paving, 
is  a  benefit  to  the  abutting  property  in  order  to  make  a  legal  assess¬ 
ment  of  the  cost  thereof. 

Then  again  at  the  semi-annual  meeting  of  the  Trustees  and  Ad- 
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visory  Board  which  was  on  April  2nd,  the  matter  of  paving  was  taken 
lip  again,  and  Brother  S.  A.  Koch  was  authorized  by  your  Grand  Lodge 
officers  and  chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  to  enter  into  a  con¬ 
tract  with  the  City  of  Mason  City  and  other  people  interested  in  the 
proposed  paving,  who  owned  property  abutting  on  the  street  to  be 
paved,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  to  pay  not  to  exceed  $5,000  for  the  paving 
in  front  of  the  Homes,  which  consists  of  about  twelve  hundred  eighty 
lineal  feet.  The  contract  was  not  let  until  the  early  part  of  August, 
and  same  probably  will  not  be  completed  before  the  middle  of  next 
year.  \ 

In  reporting  on  the  third  meeting  at  the  Homes  which  was  the 
second  semi-annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  Advisory 
Board,  being  the  first  week  in  September,  the  preparation  for  the 
paving  had  just  begun  and  it  seemed  to  be  the  sense  of  the  Commis¬ 
sioners  of  Mason  City  that  the  preliminary  work  would  be  done  this 
year  and  the  actual  paving  done  in  the  spring-  of  1920. 

Generally  speaking,  the  farm  is  in  good  condition.  There  is  an 
excellent  corn  crop  and  good  hay  crop,  but  the  oats  crop  was  poor.  I 
am  of  the  opinion  that  the  farm  should  be  a  lot  cleaner  and  more  free 
from  weeds  if  proper  energy  had  been  directed  in  keeping  the  weeds 
out  of  the  corn.  A  greater  portion  of  the  two  acres  that  was  recom¬ 
mended  by  the  Finance  Committee  to  be  planted  in  fruit  at  the  last 
session  of  Grand  Lodge,  which  recommendation  was  passed,  has  been 
planted  and  is  in  excellent  condition,  and  I  believe  more  small  fruit 
should  be  planted,  because  if  properly  taken  care  of,  will  produce 
abundantly  and  will  assist  materially  in  taking  care  of  the  Homes. 
The  contract  was  let  for  the  new  silo  on  September  3rd,  to  be  com¬ 
pleted  by  the  15tli  and  ready  for  use.  The  new  barn  was  not  built 
because  the  Trustees  of  the  Homes  thought  the  price  of  material  and 
work  was  excessive,  but  I  believe  the  barn  should  be  built  at  once,  for 
the  reason  that  the  barn  is  absolutely  necessary,  so  that  the  dairy  herd 
can  be  enlarged  to  produce  enough  milk  for  the  Homes. 

Because  of  the  epidemic  of  Influenza  the  last  part  of  last  year  and 
the  first  part  of  this  year,  the  population  of  the  Homes  has  been  ab¬ 
normally  increased  and  it  will  soon  be  necessary  to  have  more  room 
to  care  for  the  orphans.  I  sincerely  hope  the  Trustees  or  Grand  Lodge 
officers  will  come  before  the  session  of  Grand  Lodge  at  Ames  with  a 
proposition  outlining  a  plan  for  building  a  dormitory,  which  will  be 
necessary  before  the  same  can  be  completed,  is  my  humble  opinion. 

This  Grand  Lodge  and  the  Orphans’  Home  Trustees  should  be  in  a 
ppsition  to  accept  every  child  eligible  to  the  Homes  under  the  consti¬ 
tution. 
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The  management  of  the  Homes  has  been  good.  Our  beloved  Matron, 
Sister  Alta  Striker,  has  been  continuously  on  the  job,  caring  for  the 
aged  and  infirm  and  the  little  folks.  She  has  been  sorely  tried  the 
past  four  months  because  of  the  scarlet  fever  among  the  children  and 
she  should  be  commended  for  her  splendid  work  and  effort  in  equip¬ 
ping  these  young  people  for  their  lives’  work  when  they  are  ready  to 
leave  the  Homes.  The  Trustees  of  the  Homes  should  be  highly  com¬ 
mended  for  the  kindly  interest  they  display  and  their  keen  sense  of 
honesty  and  integrity  in  their  management  of  the  farm  and  Homes. 
They  are  worthy  of  every  confidence. 

The  Advisory  Board  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly  are  doing  a  wonder¬ 
ful  work  in  furnishing  the  Homes  and  making  the  old  folks  and  chil¬ 
dren  comfortable.  The  Odd  Fellows  of  Iowa  owe  them  a  deep  debt  of 
gratitude  for  taking  upon  themselves  the  burden  of  furnishing  the 
Homes  complete.

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Iowa  Odd  Fellows  and  Orphans’  Homes 
beg  leave  to  sumit  the  following  report  for  the  year  beginning  Sep¬ 
tember  1,  1918,  and  ending  August  31,  1919. 

Farm  Report 

The  farm  of  240  acres  is  in  splendid  condition.  We  have  50  acres 
of  corn  which  is  in  good  condition  and  which,  it  is  estimated,  will  make 
60  bushels  to  the  acre;  eight  acres  in  potatoes  which  will  yield  about 
60  bushels  per  acre;  50  acres  in  meadow;  70  acres  in  pasture;  10  acres 
in  oats;  10  acres  in  wheat,  yielding  seven  bushels  to  the  acre;  ly2 
acres  of  rye  yielding  23  bushels  to  the  acre;  several  acres  in  garden 
truck  from  which  we  will  receive  an  abundance  of  tomatoes,  beans  and 
cabbage  for  canning  and  making  kraut,  and  storing  for  winter  con¬ 
sumption,  besides  the  following  produce  which  has  been  used  in  the 
Homes  during  the  past  year,  the  price  figured  at  the  market  price 
when  used,  to-wit:

The  appropriation  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Homes  and  improve¬ 
ments  for  the  past  year  was  $35,000,  and  such  additional  sums  as  may 
be  received  for  the  care  of  residents,  sale  of  stock,  grain  and  other  prod¬ 
ucts  from  the  farm,  receipts  for  meals  and  from  the  Rebekah  Assembly, 
but  owing  to  the  fact  that  our  Home  family  has  been  very  much  larger 
this  past  year  and  with  the  increased  price  of  everything  used  in  the 
Homes  the  amount  has  been  insufficient,  and  the  Trustees  feel  com¬ 
pelled  to  ask  for  an  appropriation  of  $50,000  for  the  maintenance  and 
improvements  the  coming  year,  including  the  paving  of  the  road  in 
front  of  the  Homes  and  the  barn  which  was  not  built  last  year  owing  to 
the  high  price  of  materials. 

The  Wallace  Johnson  Estate 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  of  1918  Bro.  Wallace  Johnson  of 
Mingo  died  in  Des  Moines.  He  had  written  his  own  will,  in  which  there 
was  some  reference  made  to  Orphans  and  Old  Folks  Home. 

Bro.  Z.  A.  Church  presented  the  matter  to  us.  He  had  no  evidence 
which  he  could  submit  to  us,  but  said  that  the  Grand  Lodge  might  have 
some  interest,  but  same  would  require  a  showing  in  the  courts  of  Jasper 
county;  that  the  matter  as  stated  in  the  purported  will  was  uncertain; 
that  there  was  no  direct  claim  that  the  Grand  Lodge  had  any  interest 
in  the  estate;  that  the  clauses  in  the  will  were  uncertain,  doubtful,  and 
questionable,  but  he  felt  that  it  was  wise  to  take  the  matter  up  in  some 
way  and  find  out  what  the  rights  of  the  Grand  Lodge  were. 

After  consideration  of  the  entire  matter  between  us  and  after  con¬ 
sulting  with  the  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secretary,  it  was  decided 
that  because  of  the  doubtfulness  of  the  claim  that  it  was  not  wise  or 
prudent  to  chance  any  of  the  funds  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  but  that  Bro. 
Church  was  in  a  position  to  take  the  matter  up  on  a  contingent  fee. 
A  contract  was  entered  into  between  the  Board  of  Trustees,  the  Grand 
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Master  and  Grand  Secretary  in  behalf  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  Bro.  Z. 
A.  Church,  that  the  said  Z.  A.  Church  would  attend  to  the  matter,  with 
full  power  to  act,  and  if  anything  was  secured  for  the  Grand  Lodge  the 
same  was  to  be  divided,  and  if  nothing  was  secured  then  there  was  to 
be  no  expense  or  cost  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  nothing  was  to  be  paid 
to  the  said  Z.  A.  Church.  That  under  this  contract  Bro.  Church  took 
the  matter  into  court  and  after  full  presentation  of  the  case  he  paid 
over  to  the  Grand  Secretary  the  sum  of  $6,868.73,  there  being  some 
more  to  be  collected,  but  of  what  amount  cannot  at  this  time  be  ascer¬ 
tained  until  the  estate  is  fully  closed  by  the  executor  under  the  will.

Improvements  Made  During  the  Year 

There  have  been  no  improvements  made  on  the  farm  this  year,  but 
it  has  been  necessary  to  have  some  work  done  on  the  inside  of  both 
the  old  peoples’  and  children’s  buildings.  Partitions  have  been  placed 
in  the  old  nursery  rooms  in  the  children’s  building,  making  five  nice 
bedrooms.  The  front  room  and  work  room  have  been  changed  to  the 
west  end  of  the  basement  in  this  building  and  the  rooms  formerly  used 
for  same  have  been  made  into  bedrooms.  The  walls  and  floors  of  the 
basement  bedrooms  and  private  dining  room,  in  the  old  folks’  building, 
have  been  refinished  and  redecorated.  The  hospital  rooms  have  been 
repainted  and  a  diet  kitchen  has  been  added  and  cupboards  built  in. 
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Conclusion 

As  is  the  custom,  the  Advisory  Board  has  met  with  the  Trustees  in 
joint  session  at  each  meeting  of  the  Board  during  the  year.  These 
meetings  have  been  very  beneficial,  as  the  opinions  and  suggestions  of 
our  co-workers  are  highly  regarded  by  the  Trustees. 

The  Rebekah  Assembly  has,  through  its  Advisory  Board,  carried  on 
its  work  replenishing  the  furnishings  of  the  Homes  this  past  year,  as 
usual;  have  paid  the  salaries  of  the  three  school  teachers,  and  fur¬ 
nished  school  supplies  and  musical  instruction.  The  co-operation  and 
generosity  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly  in  assisting  us  in  this  grand  work 
is  deeply  appreciated. 

At  the  joint  session  of  the  boards  Brother  Koch,  on  behalf  of  the 
Trustees,  spoke  very  feelingly  of  the  good  work  of  Sister  Cutting,  who 
retires  from  the  Advisory  Board  this  year,  in  the  following  words: 
“Sister  Cutting: 

“As  your  duties  on  the  Advisory  Board  have  about  ended,  the 
Board  of  Trustees  desire  at  this  time  to  express  to  your  our  apprecia¬ 
tion  of  your  excellent  work  on  said  Board. 

“We  are  grateful  for  the  assistance  you  have  given  us  during  the 
past  three  years,  and  we  wish  to  assure  you  that  it  is  with  deep  regret 
we  feel  that  this  is  the  last  meeting  of  this  Board  that  we  will  have 
the  pleasure  of  seeing  your  smiling  countenance  as  a  member  of  the 
Board. 

“We  trust  you  will  not  forget  us  in  the  future,  and  we  assure  you 
that  we  will  be  only  too  glad,  at  any  time,  to  receive  any  suggestions 
you  may  have  that  will  in  any  way  add  to  the  grand  work  in  which 
we  are  engaged. 

“Again  we  thank  you  for  your  kind  assistance,  and  our  best  wishes 
go  with  you.” 

When  our  Homes  escaped  the  epidemic  of  the  Spanish  influenza 
last  fall  and  winter  we  felt  that  we  were  very  fortunate  indeed,  but 
this  spring  an  epidemic  of  scarlet  fever  struck  us  and  we  had  forty 
cases,  but  again  we  were  fortunate,  as  we  did  not  lose  a  single  patient, 
and  all  are  doing  well,  so  while  we  were  compelled  to  have  extra 
nurses  all  during  the  summer,  incurring  a  great  deal  of  expense,  we  are 
very  grateful  that  all  of  our  little  ones  recovered  and  are  none  the 
worse  for  having  had  the  dreaded  disease.

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The  year  just  passed  has  been  one  of  responsibility  in  connection 
with  the  delayed  Grand  Lodge  program,  as  well  as  the  Centennial  cele¬ 
bration,  and  anxiety  because  of  illness  among  the  old  people  and  chil¬ 
dren;  months  of  scarlet  fever  to  combat  and  then  the  misfortune  of 
having  a  broken  arm  just  at  the  busiest  time  of  the  year.  Yet,  after 
all,  there  have  been  many  bright  spots.  Among  them  the  many  cards 
and  flowers  sent  by  friends  on  Mothers’  Day.  I  wish  to  give  thanks  to 
those  who  so  kindly  gave  of  their  supply  of  love  and  good  cheer. 

The  Home  Family 

We  have  seventy-seven  old  people,  all  of  whom  are  in  excellent 
health,  considering  their  advanced  age,  and  all  seem  contented  and 
happy. 

We  were  fortunate  in  securing  the  services  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  J.  A. 
Walthall,  practical  nurses,  who  through  their  unfailing  kindness  and 
sympathy  have  made  many  warm  friends  among  the  old  people. 

Having  numerous  hospital  patients,  we  felt  the  need  of  having  a 
diet  kitchen  and  plans  were  made  to  equip  same.  A  medicine  cabinet 
and  cupboards  have  been  built  in,  an  electric  plate  installed  and  refrig¬ 
erator,  linoleum  and  dishes  have  been  added  to  make  a  most  conven¬ 
ient  and  sanitary  kitchen.  In  the  hospital  rooms  the  walls  and  furni¬ 
ture  have  been  freshly  painted,  making  these  rooms  both  pleasant  and 
attractive. 

As  the  new  farm  superintendent  was  to  occupy  the  farm  house,  it 
was  found  necessary  to  put  some  one  in  charge  of  the  old  people’s  build¬ 
ing  and  Mrs.  Anna  Helm,  who  had  been  in  charge  of  the  boys,  is  serv¬ 
ing  us  in  a  very  capable  manner  as  housekeeper.  She,  too,  has  made 
many  friends  who  are  grateful  for  the  excellent  care  she  has  given 
them. 

In  the  basement  of  this  building  the  rooms  have  been  redecorated 
and  are  in  good  condition. 

There  are,  at  the  present  time,  one  hundred  and  three  children  in 
the  Home;  thirty-three  having  been  admitted  within  the  past  year. 
This  rapid  increase  has  been  due,  largely,  to  the  death  of  one  or  both 
parents  in  the  influenza  epidemic. 

The  Grace  Lewis  Nursery  has  been  a  blessing  to  us,  this  year  in 
particular,  as  a  hospital  where  the  scarlet  fever  patients  were  cared 
for.  Since  the  1st  of  May  thirty-one  cases  have  been  isolated  here  in 
charge  of  practical  nurses.  None  of  the  cases  have  proven  fatal  and 
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we  are  hoping  no  more  may  develop.  Everything  possible  has  been 
done  to  keep  the  disease  from  spreading,  and  extraordinary  precaution 
only  has  kept  the  precentage  of  cases  at  this  low  rate. 

Having  had  to  move  the  nursery  children  into  the  main  building, 
we  find  ourselves  in  a  very  crowded  condition  and  will  be  happy  when 
they  can  be  moved  to  their  own  quarters. 

In  re-arranging  the  old  nursery  rooms  a  permanent  sewing  room 
was  made,  with  lockers  built  in  for  materials  and  supplies.  The 
remaining  rooms  were  conveniently  arranged  for  teachers  and  seam¬ 
stress. 

Schools 

School  will  open  on  September  8  with  Miss  Vera  Durrell,  Grammar 
department;  Miss  Clara  Wooldridge,  Intermediate,  and  Miss  Achsa 
Kingdon,  Primary,  as  teachers. 

We  feel  we  are  fortunate  in  securing  the  services  of  Miss  Durrell 
for  another  year.  The  other  teachers  are  new  this  year,  Miss  Kingdon 
coming  from  Grinnell  and  being  highly  recommended  by  her  Lodge 
members.  Miss  Wooldridge  is  a  Mason  City  girl  and  though  not  a 
Rebekah,  may  soon  join  the  ranks. 

New  text  books  and  various  other  school  equipment  have  been 
added  and  the  more  practical  branches  of  first  and  second  year  high 
school  work  are  being  carried  by  our  older  and  more  advanced  pupils 
in  connection  with  the  grammar  school  work. 

Our  prospects  for  a  splendid  year’s  work  seem  very  good  and  I  am 
sure  we  will  not  be  disappointed.

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Visits  Made 

During  the  year  I  have  had  the  pleasure  cf  being  the  guest  of  Shef¬ 
field,  Cherokee  and  Rockford  in  conventions;  McGregor  and  Gutten- 
berg  in  joint  meetings;  Chariton,  Des  Moines  and  Grinnell  in  anni¬ 
versary  celebrations,  and  of  District  No.  77  in  joint  installation. 

These  meetings  were  both  interesting  and  helpful.  Those  who  were 
unable  to  witness  the  joint  installation  of  the  officers  of  the  77th  Dis¬ 
trict  missed  a  rare  treat.  Much  credit  was  due  the  installing  officers, 
who  spent  so  much  time  to  perfect  this  work  and  exemplify  it  in  such 
a  splendid  manner. 

Celebrations 

Early  in  January  we  received  invitations  from  various  places  for 
the  children  to  take  part  in  centennial  celebration  of  I.  O.  O.  F.,  and 
we  found  we  could  make  Chariton  on  April  25th  and  Des  Moines  and 
Grinnell  on  April  26th,  returning  the  morning  of  April  27th. 

The  trip  was  begun  the  evening  of  April  24th  and  it  was  a  tired, 
though  happy,  group  of  eighteen  children  who  were  met  by  the  com¬ 
mittee  at  Chariton  in  the  small  hours  of  Friday  morning.  Everything 
had  been  planned  to  add  to  the  comfort  of  our  party  and  we  especially 
appreciated  the  arrangements  liLide  for  housing  all  the  children  so 
comfortably  in  one  building. 

Two  programs  were  given  here,  one  in  the  afternoon  and  one  in  the 
evening.  The  large  audiences  and  their  evident  appreciation  of  the 
performances  were  ample  reward  for  all  the  efforts  and  time  expended 
in  preparation. 

At  4  o’clock  Saturday  morning,  after  only  a  few  hours  of  sleep,  the 
journey  to  Des  Moines  was  begun,  and  it  was  made  less  tedious  to  the 
children  by  their  being  allowed  to  explore  a  sleeping  car.  This  was 
a  new  experience  to  most  of  them  and  such  small  items  live  long  in 
their  minds.  Arriving  in  Des  Moines  we  were  met  by  a  committee  who 
escorted  us  to  breakfast,  and  later  automobiles  were  provided  to  carry 
our  boys  and  girls  over  the  city  to  view  different  points  of  interest. 
This  was  a  treat  long  looked  forward  to  and  never  to  be  forgotten. 
The  party  collected  later  at  the  Auditorium  and  two  or  three  numbers 
of  the  program  were  put  on  before  we  were  obliged  to  leave  to  make 
our  train  to  Grinnell  at  11. 

Our  stay  in  the  capital  city  was  necessarily  short,  but  has  left  us 
many  pleasant  recollections  and  our  only  regret  is  that  we  had  so 
few  hours  to  spend  there. 

At  Grinnell  all  kinds  of  gala  day  preparations  had  been  made.  A 
committee,  accompanied  by  a  band,  met  and  escorted  us  through  streets 
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in  festive  attire  to  the  church  where  dinner  had  been  prepared.  This 
was  followed  by  a  parade  in  which  the  children  were  assigned  a  place 
and  the  Rebekahs  of  Grinnell  showed  their  thoughtfulness  by  having  a 
committee  to  take  charge  of  the  children  after  this  parade,  thus  releas¬ 
ing  those  in  attendance  upon  the  boys  and  girls  so  that  they  might  bet¬ 
ter  enjoy  the  festivities  of  the  day.  This  committee  gave  the  children 
a  delightful  afternoon,  which  included  shows,  treats  and  a  general  good 
time.  By  evening,  after  several  days  and  nights  of  unaccustomed 
strenuousness,  the  boys  and  girls  were  very  tired,  but  the  royal  enter¬ 
tainment  extended  by  Grinnell  put  them  on  their  mettle  to  do  their 
best  in  return,  and  the  evening  program  did  not  falter.  The  splendid 
audience,  their  reception  of  the  numbers  rendered  and  the  fine  contri¬ 
bution  here,  as  in  Chariton  and  Des  Moines,  showed  that  the  work  of 
the  children  was  appreciated,  and  we  in  return  appreciate  our  welcome 
and  entertainment  at  these  places.  At  midnight  a  weary  troupe 
boarded  the  train,  carrying  boxes  of  candy  which  were  the  gifts  of 
the  Ladies’  Auxiliary  of  Canton  John  R.  Lewis,  and  sacks  of  peanuts 
and  popcorn  from  other  sources. 

The  one  hundredth  celebration  of  Oddfellowship  will  long  be  remem¬ 
bered  by  these,  your  children,  who  were  privileged  to  do  their  part  in 
commemorating  this  day. 

Board  Meetings 

The  Board  meetings  have  always  been  a  source  of  pleasure  and 
helpfulness,  and  those  held  in  April  and  September  were  no  exception. 
We  look  forward  with  pleasure  to  these  meetings  when  plans  for  im¬ 
provement  are  discussed  and  the  comfort  and  well-being  of  the  Home 
family  are  considered. 

After  a  number  of  years’  work  on  this  Board,  the  Homes’  interests 
are  very  near  and  dear  to  the  heart  of  each  member,  and  I  wish  to 
thank  each  member  of  the  Boards  for  their  kindness  and  advice  in 
solving  almost  daily  problems;  also  the  President,  Grand  Master  and 
other  officers  who  have  made  lighter  the  burden  by  their  words  of 
encouragement  and  good  will. 

The  assistants  in  all  departments  have  done  their  share  in  making 
the  year’s  work  what  it  has  been. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  thank  each  one  who  contributed  in  any  way  to 
the  success  of  the  year’s  work. 

I  trust  my  work  has  been  satisfactory,  and  in  the  coming  year  my 
very  best  efforts  will  be  given  to  advancement  in  all  lines.

As  your  Representatives  to  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Inde¬ 
pendent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  we  sumbit  the  following  report: 

Baltimore,  the  cradle  of  American  Odd  Fellowship  was  the  appro¬ 
priate  scene  of  its  first  centennial  celebration,  and  we  your  represen¬ 
tatives  appreciate  the  special  privilege  of  being  permitted  to  share  in 
this  most  extraordinary  occasion. 

Beginning  with  the  Sunday  afternoon  session  the  outstanding  fea¬ 
ture  of  which  was  a  masterful  address  by  Bishop  W.  F.  McDowell, 
which  was  of  such  unusual  merit  that  we  recommend  its  incorporation 
into  this  report  as  it  is  reproduced  in  the  Grand  Lodge  journal;  and 
with  the  formal  opening  the  same  evening  with  the  customary  com¬ 
plimentary  felicitations  by  the  Mayor  and  other  dignitaries,  up  to  the 
final  sound  of  the  gavel  Friday  afternoon  the  week  was  one  of  remark¬ 
able  interest  to  those  who  are  familiar  with  the  history  of  the  Order 
and  who  valued  the  opportunity  of  seeing  relics  and  treasures  of  its 
earliest  activities. 

The  Iowa  delegation  was  assigned  to  seats  five,  six,  seven,  and 
eight  facing  the  oil  painting  of  E.  J.  Leech  who  was  Grand  Sire  in 
1882,  and  the  only  Grand  Sire  from  Iowa. 

In  the  committee  assignments  Iowa  received  the  following: 

Past  Grand  Patriarch  G.  L.  Arrasmith,  on  Finance. 

Past  Grand  Patriarch  G.  R.  Ahrens,  on  Mileage  and  Per  Diem. 

Past  Grand  Master  W.  S.  Right,  on  Unfinished  Business. 

Past  Grand  Master  Stymest  Stevenson,  on  Petitions. 

The  centennial  features  of  the  week’s  program  were  emphasized 
and  while  there  were  many  important  matters  considered  and  disposed 
of  the  1919  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  did  not  establish  any  new  record 
as  a  business  session,  in  so  far  as  changing  the  present  laws  or  adopt¬ 
ing  new  ones. 

Foreign  Languages. 

Perhaps  the  most  important  was  that  concerning  the  work  in  for¬ 
eign  languages.  The  report  of  the  committee  as  adopted  by  the  Sov¬ 
ereign  Grand  Lodge  is  given  in  full  and  should  be  read  by  every 
member. 
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To  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd 
Fellows: 

The  Special  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  various  bills,  peti¬ 
tions  and  communications  relative  to  the  use  and  exchange  of  the 
rituals  printed  in  other  than  the  English  language,  and  the  proposed 
changes  in  the  law  relative  to  the  exchange  of  such  rituals,  has  given 
very  careful  consideration  to  the  subject  matter.  1  as  heard  the  repre¬ 
sentatives  of  a  number  of  the  lodges  who  have  heretofore  used  such 
rituals,  and  who  have  conducted  their  business  and  conferred  their 
degrees  in  other  than  the  English  language,  and  from  the  testimony 
presented  to  the  committee  it  finds  that  there  are  two  conditions  and 
classes  of  lodges  with  which  we  have  now  to  deal. 

First:  Those  lodges  that  have  in  good  faith  complied  or  endeavored 
to  comply  with  the  existing  law  and  have  made  or  sought  to  make  the 
exchange  of  rituals  required  by  the  law  last  year  ena  te  ... 

Second:  The  lodges  that  have  made  very  little  if  any,  attempt  to 
comply  and  who  have  persistently  endeavored  to  avoid  the  exchange 
of  the  rituals  and  refused  to  comply  with  the  law  of  last  year  and  the 
mandates  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

The  law  of  last  year  was  based  upon  the  broad  principle  that  after 
December  31st  of  the  present  year  the  work  and  business  of  Odd  Fel¬ 
lowship  on  this  continent  should  be  conducted  ent.  iy  in  the  English 
language,  and  the  committee  is  emphatically  o:  t  :i  opinion  that  toe 
fundamental  principle  involved  in  that  legislation 
way  abandoned. 

Much  of  the  present  economic  and  soda3 
traced  to  the  tendency  to  segregation,  evrryw 
born  on  foreign  soil,  but  who  have  come  t 
homes.  Naturally  and  inevitably  they  seek  t'  c 
own  race  and  nationality,  but  the  tenden 
apart  and  *hot  to  mingle  with  those  of  diffcren 
whether  the  cause  be  due  to  themselves  or  4 
Order,  pledged  to  loyalty  and  the  upholding  o 
faith  upon  which  the  civilization  of  America 
that  civilization  and  development  by  teaching 
of  Odd  Fellowship,  but  love  of  America.  T’ 
that  one  of  the  great  agencies  by  which  that  mn  be  accomplished  is 
the  use  of  the  English  language,  and  the  Eng3  ’crguage  only,  in 
every  lodge  and  encampment  upon  the  North  Ameri  an  continent. 

In  adopting  such  legislation  and  in  submittne  F  s  report  t1  e  com¬ 
mittee  appreciates  the  splendid  work,  the  devot  on  to  and  t’’e  exempli- 
fication  of  fraternal  life  and  faith  by  the  vast  ma.'ority  of  the  so-called 
foreign-speaking  lodges.  This  Order  has  been  ben  tod  and  strength -

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ened  by  tlieir  devotion  to  the  great  faith  which  this  Order  professes, 
and  the  legislation  is  no  reflection  upon  these  splendid  lodges  that  have 
ever  obeyed  the  laws  of  our  fellowship  and  that  by  deed,  example  and 
precept  have  confirmed  and  complied  with  the  great  principles  that 
underlie  our  faith.  To  such  lodges  we  confidently  appeal  to  aid  us  in 
carrying  out  the  great  work  of  Americanization,  and  we  know  that  this 
confidence  will  not  be  misplaced. 

To  all  those  foreign-speaking  lodges  that  have  surrendered  the  rit¬ 
uals  they  were  asked  to  surrender,  and  especially  to  the  older  members 
thereof,  to  whom  the  interpretation  of  the  English  ritual  is  somewhat 
difficult,  but  who  have  placed  and  are  willing  to  place  the  good  of  the 
Order  above  their  personal  inconvenience,  all  honor  and  credit  is  due, 
and  we  were  gratified  to  learn  that  so  many  of  them  had  voluntarily 
and  gladly  taken  up  the  grand  work  that  we  last  year  asked  them  to 
do.  It  is  not  an  easy  thing  for  men  past  middle  life,  whose  years  in 
this  country  have  been  passed  in  labor  and  who  have  not  had  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  of  being  educated  here  in  our  schools  or  in  other  ways  to  the 
niceties  of  the  English  tongue,  to  adopt  it  as  their  only  language  to 
be  used  within  the  lodge  room  now,  and  we  appreciate  the  self-sacrifice 
involved  in  that  loyal  membership  who  have  sought  to.  co-operate  in 
the  new  movement  which  this  Body  has  inaugurated. 

It  was  with  satisfaction  that  the  Committee  learned  of  that  Lodge 
which,  in  surrendering  their  ritual,  said,  “It  is  a  little  hard  on  the 
old  members,  but  it  is  for  the  good  of  the  Order.”  And  that  other 
Lodge  which,  in  refusing  to  join  the  request  for  an  abrogation  of  the 
law,  stated  that  it  was  a  movement  in  the  right  direction;  that  it 
approved  of  the  legislation,  and  that  it  reprobated  any  attempt  by 
Lodges  speaking  the  same  language  to  avoid  compliance  with  the  man¬ 
dates  of  this  body. 

To  all  such  loyal  Lodges  we  send  our  salutations  and  our  greetings, 
but  to  those  Lodges  that  have  not  exchanged  or  sought  to  exchange 
their  rituals,  that  have  sought  to  quibble  and  evade,  that  have  listened 
to  bad  advice,  that  have  preferred  to  follow  the  counsel  of  irrespon¬ 
sible  members,  that  have  put  their  own  selfish  interests  above  the  good 
of  the  Order,  and  that  have  neglected  and  refused  to  comply  with  the 
orders  of  this  body  and  of  their  Grand  Masters,  these  words  of  com¬ 
mendation  cannot  apply.  The  action  of  such  Lodges  we  unequivocably 
censure  and  condemn. 

It  appears  in  evidence  that  in  one  or  two  localities  certain  Lodges 
have  by  concerted  action  and  following  unauthorized  leadership  refused 
to  comply  with  existing  law,  have  by  circular  and  otherwise  sought  to 
enlist  individuals  and  Lodges  to  practically  defy  the  legislation  of 
this  body,  and  the  direction  of  the  Grand  Officers  of  their  Jurisdiction, 
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and  have  more  or  less  instituted  a  propaganda  based  upon  their  own 
desires  and  in  defiance  of  the  constituted  authorities  of  the  Order. 
Such  action  cannot  for  a  moment  be  tolerated.  It  is  time  that  every 
man  within  this  Order  understood  that  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  is 
supreme.  That  this  legislation  is  enacted  by  representatives  from 
every  portion  of  Odd  Fellowship’s  domain.  That  such  legislation 
reflects  the  opinion  of  the  general  membership.  That  it  is  enacted  by 
representatives  of  all  the  various  Grand  Bodies,  and  that  when  so 
enacted  it  is  the  law  of  the  Order  and  that  obedience  to  law  is  the 
first  and  primal  duty,  not  only  of  every  Odd  Fellow,  but  of  every  man 
who  believes  in  the  principles  of  self-government  and  the  doctrines 
upon  which  American  civilization  rests.  It  is  not  within  the  power  of 
the  Sovereign  Lodge  to  discipline  these  particular  offending  Lodges; 
such  discipline  is  vested  in  the  Grand  Lodges  and  in  the  Grand  Mas¬ 
ters  of  the  various  Jurisdictions  in  which  the  offending  Lodges  are 
located;  but  the  Committee  desires  to  say,  in  brotherly  love  and  kind¬ 
ness,  to  the  executives  of  such  Jurisdictions  that  it  is  their  duty  to 
enforce  the  law,  and  to  the  brothers  who  have  refused  to  comply  with 
the  law  and  who  now  seek  to  avoid  the  consequences  thereof  that  in 
the  court  of  equity  and  conscience  no  man  can  seek  relief  who  does 
not  come  into  that  court  with  clean  hands. 

Lodges  that  have  defied  the  law,  that  have  sought  by  solicitation  and 
propaganda  to  have  others  break  the  law,  and  who  have  not  complied 
with  the  requirements  of  this  Grand  Body  and  of  the  executives  of  their 
own  Jurisdiction  are  not  entitled  to  consideration  nor  favor,  and  to 
such  Lodges  we  are  not  disposed  to  extend  any  measure  of  relief  what¬ 
ever.  The  man  who  refuses  to  abide  by  the  law  cannot  seek  the  len¬ 
iency  thereof. 

To  these  defiant  and  recalcitrant  Lodges,  we  say,  “Obey  the  law 
before  you  ask  the  charity  of  this  Order.”  To  the  executives  of  the 
Jurisdiction  in  which  such  Lodges  are  located  we  say,  “If  these  Lodges 
refuse  to  obey  the  law  compel  them  to  do  so,  and  if  you  fail  in  such 
compulsion  you  do  not  measure  up  to  the  full  responsibilities  of  your 
duties  and  are  responsible  for  any  reproach  that  will  come  to  the 
Jurisdiction  over  which  you  preside.” 

Appreciating  the  difficulties  confronting  a  great  many  of  the  sol- 

called  foreign-speaking  Lodges,  and  realizing  that  the  legislation  of 

♦ 

last  year,  while  sound  in  principle,  and  which  should  not  in  any  degree 
be  abrogated  or  annulled,  did  not  permit,  perhaps,  of  sufficient  time 
for  the  loyal  Lodges  and  for  the  older  members  not  well  versed  in 
the  English  tongue,  the  Committee  are  disposed  to  extend  the  hand  of 
brotherly  friendship  to  such  Lodges,  but  in  so  doing  the  Committee 
desire  to  exclude  from  such  charitable  consideration  the  Lodges  until 
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at  least  they  purge  themselves  of  contempt  that  have  placed  their  own 
desires  above  the  general  welfare.  The  Committee,  therefore,  recom¬ 
mends  that  the  time  for  the  exchange  of  rituals  he  extended  until  Jan¬ 
uary  1,  1920,  and  that  the  Lodges  heretofore  working  in  other  than 
the  English  tongue  who  have  complied  with  existing  law  and  who 
have  already  surrendered  and  exchanged  their  rituals,  or  who  are  now 
proceeding  to  do  so  or  who,  without  fault  of  their  own,  have  not  so 
exchanged,  be  allowed  to  confer  their  degrees  in  the  tongue  heretofore 
used  until  the  first  day  of  January,  1921. 

But  this  privilege  of  so  conferring  the  degree  is  not  given  nor 
extended  to  those  Lodges  that  have  not  complied  with  existing  law 
and  that  have  neglected  to  exchange  in  whole  or  in  part  their  rituals 
unless  the  Grand  Sire  shall,  upon  evidence  satisfactory  to  himself, 
find  that  the  failure  to  exchange  such  ritual  was  not  due  to  intentional 
neglect,  and  if  the  Grand  Sire  should  in  any  particular  case  so  find, 
he  is  authorized  to  extend  to  that  particular  Lodge  the  privilege  of 
conferring  the  degrees  in  such  foreign  tongue  for  a  period  of  six  months 
from  the  date  of  the  time  of  the  filing  of  the  petition  of  said  Lodge 
with  the  Grand  Sire,  but  no  such  petition  shall  be  presented  or  acted 
i  pen  until  the  same  shall  have  been  approved  in  writing  by  the  Grand 
Master  and  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Jurisdiction  under  the  seal  of  the 
Grand  Lodge.  In  no  event  and  under  no  conditions  shall  such  privi- 
:.egs  be  extended  beyond  the  first  day  of  January,  1921,  and  the  Grand 
Lie  shall  report  to  this  body  all  such  dispensations  granted  by  him 
ogjther  with  the  name  of  the  Lodge  and  the  circumstances  under 
which  such  privilege  was  granted  and  the  reasons  therefor.  All  pen¬ 
alties,  if  any  exist,  imposed  upon  Grand  Secretaries  and  Grand  Scribes 
by  reason  of  failure  to  have  rituals  exchanged  under  the  provisions  of 
the  law  of  last  year  are  abrogated  and  the  privileges  granted  under 
the  legislation  of  last  year  to  Grand  Secretaries  and  Grand  Scribes  is 
extended  to  January  1,  1920. 

The  term  Lodges  shall  include  Rebekah  Lodges  and  all  legislation 
herein  relative  to  Lodges,  shall  apply  to  Encampments  and  to  Execu¬ 
tive  Officers  of  Grand  Encampments.

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Age  of  Admission. 

The  eighteen  year  old  qualification  for  membership  was  again 
defeated,  after  a  great  deal  of  debate  upon  the  question.  There  was  a 
disposition  upon  the  part  of  some  to  leave  the  question  of  age  at 
entrance  to  each  Grand  Jurisdiction  and  to  some  it  appeared  this 
would  not  be  advisable,  as  it  is  readily  seen  that  should  a  Jurisdic¬ 
tion  take  in  a  member  of  eighteen,  and  he  should  move  to  a  Juris¬ 
diction  where  the  age  limit  was  twenty-one,  twenty  or  nineteen  it  might 
cause  great  confusion.  With  others  the  thought  was  in  so  far  as  the 
United  States  was  concerned  that  unless  the  constitution  provided 
that  a  man  was  of  age  and  could  vote  we  should  not  disturb  the  age 
limit  as  it  now  stands.  Much  stress  was  put  upon  the  fact  that  so 
many  of  our  boys  in  the  late  war  were  under  twenty-one,  but  as  above 
stated  after  due  deliberation  no  change  was  made  in  our  age  limit  at 
entrance. 

Biennial  Sessions  S.  G.  L. 

Action  was  indefinitely  postponed  on  the  motion  of  Representative 
Christansen  of  Utah  that  the  subject  of  biennial  sessions  of  the  Sov¬ 
ereign  Grand  Lodge  and  the  election  of  representatives  thereto  for 
four  year  terms  be  referred  to  the  Grand  Lodges  and  Grand  Encamp¬ 
ments  for  their  consideration  and  such  expression  of  their  opinions 
as  they  may  see  fit  to  make. 

Opinions  expressed  by  some  of  the  representatives  who  have  at¬ 
tended  many  sessions  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  concerning  finan¬ 
cial  conditions  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  make  a  retrenchment 
seem  necessary  and  we,  your  representatives,  recommend  that  future 
Iowa  representatives  inform  themselves  on  the  merits  and  objections  to 
the  biennial  plan. 

District  Associations. 

A  bill  for  a  law  permitting  Grand  Lodges  and  Rebekali  assemblies 
to  enact  legislation  for  the  formation  of  District  Associations  and  pro¬ 
viding  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  thereof,  was  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Legislation  who  reported  as  follows:  “Your 
Committee  on  Legislation,  to  whom  was  referred  Bill  12,  ‘A  Bill  for  a 
Law  Permitting  Grand  Lodges  and  Rebekah  Assemblies  to  Enact  Leg¬ 
islation  for  the  Formation  of  District  Associations  and  Providing 
Rules  and  Regulations  for  the  Government  Thereof,’  have  given  the 
same  most  careful  consideration,  and  would  respectfully  recommend 
that  said  bill  be  not  passed.”  The  report  of  the  Committee  was 
adopted. 

Benefits. 

The  question  of  benefits  is  one  which  arises  continually  in  each  and 
every  Lodge  and  we  cannot  refrain  from  presenting  in  detail  the 
report  of  the  special  committee  appointed  at  the  1918  session  and  upon

motion  of  Representative  Eastin  of  Missouri  the  special  committee  on 
benefits  will  be  continued. 

To  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fel- 

lows: 

Your  Special  Committee  on  Benefits  appointed  at  the  1918  session 
of  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  for  the  purpose  of  considering  certain 
bills  referred  to  it,  as  well  as  for  study,  consideration  and  report  upon 
the  benefit  system  of  our  Order,  beg  leave  to  state  that  we  have  given 
these  matters  most  serious  attention  and  to  make  return  of  those 
findings  as  follows: 

The  bills  sent  to  this  Committee  have  received  the  most  considerate 
attention  and  report  has  been  duly  made  in  accordance  with  the  con- 

r 

elusions  thereby  reached. 

As  to  the  abstract  subject  of  benefits,  your  Committee  desires  to  lay 
before  this  body  some  of  its  findings  and  some  conclusions  reached  as 
the  result  of  a  more  or  less  extended  inquiry  into  the  workings  of  our 
whole  benefit  system. 

At  the  very  outset  it  may  safely  be  said  that  the  benefit  system  has 
been  thoroughly  woven  into  the  warp  and  woof  of  the  fabric  of  Amer¬ 
ican  Odd  Fellowship  until  it  has  wrought  a  design  in  the  tapestry  of 
our  splendid  fraternity  with  which  there  has  been  none  other  to  com¬ 
pare.  In  this  tapestry  the  skillful  fingers  of  our  altruistic  doctrines 
have  deftly  woven  that  which  portrays  the  story  of  our  fraternity  in 
its  truest  sense,  personified  and  glorified  by  acts  typifying  the  true 
meanings  of  our  cardinal  principles,  in  visiting  the  sick,  in  relieving 
the  distressed  and  in  burying  the  dead.  This  design,  so  splendidly 
conceived,  so  nobly  born,  so  devotedly  worked  out  in  the  fabric  which 
constitutes  a  resume  of  our  utilitarian  purposes,  hangs  today  in  the 
halls  of  memory  as  well  as  upon  the  walls  of  our  present  arena  of 
activity. 

As  one  beholds  the  fabric  of  American  Odd  Fellowship  he  is  im¬ 
pressed  with  a  convicition  that  this  splendid  picture,  with  its  back¬ 
ground  a  cold  and  calculating  world,  has  come  to  be  the  shibboleth  by 
which  this  Order  has  been  inspired  to  plant  in  the  beautiful  fields  of 
fraternalistic  endeavor  a  system  through  which  we  have  come  to  occupy 
the  most  unique  position  of  any  institution  organized  for  the  purposes 
of  fraternity  and  relief.  With  this  coalition  of  God-given  principles, 
Odd  Fellowship  has  been  enabled  to  strike  the  note  of  victory  over  dis¬ 
tress,  and  woe,  and  want,  and  the  unspeakable  depths  into  which  the 
human  heart  will  sink  when  the  cold  hand  of  death  enters  the  home 
and  takes  that  which  can  never  be  replaced. 

In  every  human  heart  there  throbs  a  string  which  beats  in  harmony 
with  the  finer  feelings  of  human  brotherhood,  and  Odd  Fellowship  has 
been  the  vehicle  which  has  set  in  vibration  those  strings  in  millions  of 
hearts  and  tuned  them  to  the  pitch  of  Friendship,  Love  and  Truth. 
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For  a  hundred  years  these  gentle  cadences  have  poured  forth  a  fraternal 
symphony  in  a  never-ending  song  of  triumph  over  the  baser  elements 
of  our  natures,  leaving  in  their  stead  the  wholesome  conceptions  of  our 
duties  toward  our  fellowmen,  made  possible  through  the  instrumental¬ 
ity  of  our  benefit  system. 

However,  in  offering  this  testimonial  to  the  worth  of  the  system 
which  has  grown  up  in  and  made  itself  an  integral  part  of  our  frater¬ 
nity,  we  must  not  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  it  has  indeed  been  an  out¬ 
ward  expression  of  the  evolution  of  human  kindness  which  has  come 
down  to  us  in  varying  moods  of  fervency  for  a  hundred  years.  The 
changing  conditions  have  all  made  their  impress  upon  the  laws  govern¬ 
ing  our  benefit  system  until  in  this  day  and  generation  we  behold  tn«= 
anomaly  of  a  fraternal  society  giving  practical  relief  for  temporal  needs 
and  alleviating  distress  in  millions  of  human  hearts  and  minds  through 
a  stipulated,  and  at  times  compulsory,  system  of  financial  assistance. 

Laying  no  claim  in  these  times  to  an  insurance  feature  in  Odd  FeL 
lowship,  yet  we  witness  the  surprising  spectacle  of  a  purely  fraternal 
Order  dispensing  stipulated  benefits  and  collecting  stipulated  dues. 

A  review  of  the  question  at  issue  indicates  that  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  has  always  maintained  its  right  to  legislate  on  this  important 
subject  of  dues  and  benefits,  and  your  committee  takes  the  liberty  of 
entering  into  a  discussion  of  the  matter  of  dues,  for  it  is  so  closely 
interwoven  with  that  of  benefits  that  the  two  cannot  well  be  separated 
in  an  intelligent  resume  of  our  beneficial  system. 

This  position,  almost  invariably  taken  by  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge,  is  consistent  with  the  general  policy  of  allowing  very  large  indi¬ 
vidual  liberties  to  Grand  Lodges  and  the  Subordinates  under  them. 

In  the  more  recent  years,  however,  there  seems  to  have  been  a  ten¬ 
dency  on  the  part  of  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  to  curtail  to  a  greater 
degree  the  initiative  formerly  permitted  Grand  and  Subordinate  Lodges, 
in  the  matter  of  relief  as  well  as  in  other  directions. 

In  the  consideration  of  this  question  it  is  but  natural  that  we 
should  find,  not  only  in  this  Grand  Body,  but  also  among  the  member¬ 
ship  generally,  two  classes  of  extremists — the  one  who  would  preserve 
locked  within  the  confines  of  the  legislative  functions  of  this  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge,  practically  all  the  powers  to  govern  the  affairs  incident 
to  Subordinate  and  Grand  Lodges;  the  other  who  would  open  the  door 
of  all  our  Lodges  to  the  caprices  of  sentiment  stimulated  by  purely  local 
coloring  and  local  sentiment,  and  possible  of  only  local  adaptation. 

It  must  be  plain  then,  that  the  only  sound  principle  on  which  this 
body  can  safely  anchor  its  hope  for  the  wisest  solution  and  successful 
fruition  of  attainment  on  its  onward  march  toward  ultimate  destiny, 
is  that  we  shall  take  a  middle  ground  as  our  place  of  anchorage.  While 
it  is  true,  we  shall  always  have  with  us  the  ultra-conservative  and  the 
ultra-radical,  yet  we  believe  that  the  “balance”  will  thus  be  maintained, 
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and  we  shall  be  saved  the  humiliation  of  either  falling  into  the  rut  of 
complacency  and  self-sufficiency  and  a  belief  that  what  answered  most 
admirably  the  needs  of  our  fraternity  a  hundred  years  ago,  fifty  years 
ago,  yes,  a  score  of  years  ago,  or,  on  the  other  hand,  of  rushing  head- 
long  over  the  precipice  of  new  and  uhtried  theories. 

And  so,  in  this  discussion  of  the  benefit  question,  your  Committee 
believes  that  it  should  state  its  conviction,  formed  after  mature  con¬ 
sideration  from  every  accessible  angle  of  the  law,  and  the  facts  as  dis¬ 
closed  to  us  by  the  history  of  the  days  that  have  come  and  gone. 

It  should  be  noted  in  passing,  that  the  serious  study  of  the  matter 
and  attempts  to  point  out  the  defects  in  our  system,  if  any  there  be, 
is  no  new  problem,  but  that  more  than  thirty  years  ago  it  was  appar¬ 
ent  to  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  that  the  streams  of  our  benevolences 
might  dry  up  and  the  fountain  head  fail  to  furnish  that  without  which 
a  system  of  practical  relief  could  not  be  maintained. 

For  many  years  a  Committee  was  maintained  by  this  Grand  Body, 
which  entered  into  an  exhaustive  study  of  our  dues'  and  benefit  system. 
These  Committees,  which  were  made  up  of  many  of  the  distinguished 
members  of  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  that  day  and  generation, 
gave  much  time  and  thought  to  this  important  matter,  but  confined 

themselves  largely  to  collecting  statistical  information  and  drawing 

. 

erudite  deductions  therefrom.  The  purpose  at  that  time  seems  to  have 
been  that  of  furnishing  an  educational  department  from  which,  if  there 
seemed  to  be  need  for  definite  action  along  lines  that  would  insure  a 
stability  of  our  financial  system  that  would  stand  the  strain  of  a  hetero¬ 
geneous  benefit  system  that  had  gradually,  and,  probably  with  much  of 
practical  fraternal  relief  to  its  credit,  grown  about  the  very  life  of  our 
institution. 

In  fact,  brethren,  for  more  than  sixty  years,  there  have  been  at¬ 
tempts  to  formulate  a  definite,  practical,  workable  system  by  which  the 
Order,  if  it  saw  fit  to  continue  its  ministrations  by  the  aid  of  practical, 
and  at  times,  compulsory  and  stipulated  benefits,  it  could  do  so  in  accord 
with  the  most  complete  statistical  data  from  which  an  experience  table, 
based  on  conditions  as  they  existed  in  those  days,  could  be  devised. 

This  data  furnished  the  means  by  which  an  elaborate  tabulation  was 
made  covering  in  a  very  thorough  manner  the  liability  which  had  been 
built  up  through  the  continual  elaboration  of  the  benefit  stytem. 

In  order  to  ascertain  as  nearly  as  possible  the  range  over  which  a 
discussion  of  the  present  day  benefit  system  would  lead  us,  your  Com¬ 
mittee  had  prepared  and  sent  out  a  “Questionaire”  covering  in  brief 
the  subjects  which  have  been  most  frequently  emphasized  in  bills 
brought  before  this  body  in  the  more  recent  years. 

These  questionaires  were  mailed  to  each  Grand  Representative 
whose  name  was  furnished  to  your  Committee  by  the  Grand  Secretary 
of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  A  copy  was  also  mailed  to  each  Grand 
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Master,  Grand  Patriarch,  Grand  Secretary,  Grand  Scribe,  Editors  of 
I.  O.  O.  F.  publications,  and  about  200  to  other  prominent  members 
of  the  Order. 

The  questionaire  was  as  follows: 

QUESTIONAIRE. 

First — Do  you  believe  there  exists  a  necessity  for  a  change  in  the 
basic  laws  governing  the  question  of  benefits?  If  answer  is  “yes,” 
state  why. 

Second — If  answer  to  first  question  is  “yes,”  what  are  your  sugges¬ 
tions  as  to  said  changes? 

Third — Should  a  larger  authority  be  given  Grand  Jurisdictions  in 
dealing  with  the  whole  question  of  benefits? 

Fourth — Should  Grand  Lodges  be  given  authority  to  so  legislate  as 
to  relieve  their  Subordinate  Lodges,  either  temporarily  or  perma- 
ently,  from  the  compulsory  payment  of  weekly  benefits? 

Fifth — Should  Grand  Lodges  be  given  authority  to  so  legislate  as 
to  permit  their  Subordinate  Lodges  to  provide  for  both  beneficial  and 
non-beneficial  membership,  (a)  at  option  of  applicant,  (b)  at  option 
of  Lodge? 

Sixth — Should  the  present  law  designating  beneficiaries  of  funeral 
benefits  be  modified  in  the  direction  of  either  restricting  or  enlarging 
eligibility  to  such  benefits? 

Seventh — Should  there  be  any  modification  or  amplification  of  the 
law  as  to  funeral  expense? 

The  results  indicated  most  forcibly  the  complexity  of  the  question. 
Each  item  in  the  series  brought  forth  so  great  a  variety  of  expressions 
that  a  systematic  tabulation  is  well-nigh  impossible.  But  your  Com¬ 
mittee  is  impressed  with  the  fact  that  so  hearty  a  response  to  the 
request  for  suggestions  indicates  that  there  is  a  very  considerable  num¬ 
ber  of  our  members  of  wide  experience  in  the  Order  who  believe  that  we 
are  confronted  with  a  question  which  at  this  or  some  future  time  will 
demand  the  most  serious  attention  of  the  supreme  legislative  body  of 
this  Order. 

Your  Committee  believe  that  the  time  may  not,  probably  is  not  now, 
but  that  it  will  surely  come,  that  come  it  must,  if  we  are  to  continue 
a  compulsory  benefit  system  not  based  on  correct  actuarial  premises 
as  deduced  from  an  experience  table  built  on  our  experience  of  a  hun¬ 
dred  years,  and  particularly  on  an  experience  table  made  from  deduc¬ 
tions  drawn  from  the  statistical  history  of  our  Order  since  the  adop¬ 
tion  of  the  minimum  benefit  law. 

The  Committee  then  respectfully  offers  this  report  and  desires  to 
emphasize  the  belief  that  this  Grand  Body  ought  to  take  such  action 
as  would  lead  to  the  collection  of  reliable  data  against  the  day  when 
we  may  be  forced  to  the  necessity  of  knowing,  either  through  the 
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straits  of  circumstance  or  of  statute,  the  actual  condition  as  to  the 
solvency  of  our  Lodges  and  Encampments. 

With  this  in  view,  we,  your  Committee,  respectfully  offer  this  report 
for  your  consideration.

Contingent  Fund. 

Section  319  of  the  code  of  general  laws  was  amended  to  read  as 
follows: 

Grand  Bodies  May  Authorize. — Grand  Lodges  and  Grand  Encamp¬ 
ments  shall  have  power  to  authorize  their  Subordinates,  and  Grand 
Lodges  haye  power  to  authorize  Rebekali  assemblies  and  Rebekah 
Lodges  to  set  aside  not  exceeding  10  per  cent  of  their  income  from 
all  sources  as  a  contingent  fund  to  be  used  in  defraying  such  incidental 
expenses  as  will  tend  to  carry  out  and  exemplify  the  spirit  of  Odd 
Fellowship  and  advance  its  interests,  though  not  within  the  purposes 
for  which  such  funds  are  otherwise  required  or  permitted  to  be  ex¬ 
pended.  Such  special  fund  shall  not  be  used  for  the  pleasure  or  grat¬ 
ification  of  the  individual  members,  but  may  be  used  in  such  ways  as 
are  calculated  to  advance  interest  in  the  Order  and  its  work. 


Spurious  Work  of  Our  Order. 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  matter  of  spurious  work 
of  our  Order  submitted  the  following  report,  which  was  considered  and  • 
adopted : 

“That  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  most  emphatically  condemns  the 
reprehensible  and  contemptible  practice  on  the  part  of  any  firm  or 
person  who  offers  for  sale  any  work  purporting  to  be  the  work  of  this 
Order. 

“We  recommend  that  the  proper  officers,  upon  reliable  informa¬ 
tion,  use  every  means  possible  to  combat  the  influence  of  these  circu¬ 
lars  by  immediately  acquainting  the  membership  of  all  branches  of 
the  Order  of  the  prohibitory  legislation  against  them  and  particularly 
by  emphasizing  that  provision  of  our  law  which  makes  compulsory 
the  expulsion  of  any  member  who  is  found  with  such  spurious  work 
in  his  possession.  We,  your  representatives,  recommend  that  the  in¬ 
coming  Grand  Officers  take  3uch  steps  as  in  their  judgment  seems 
best  to  find  to  what  extent,  if  any,  such  spurious  work  prevails  in  Iowa 
and  deal  with  any  cases  found  as  the  law  provides.” 

Under  the  rule  the  following  proposed  amendments  to  the  Constitu¬ 
tion  were  laid  on  the  table: 
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Inquiry  as  to  Laws  of  the  Order. 

The  following  rule  of  order  was  adopted: 

“48.  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  will  neither  entertain  nor  con¬ 
sider  any  inquiry  as  to  what  are  the  laws  or  usages  of  the  Order  unless 
the  same  be  brought  before  the  body  by  an  appeal  from  the  decision  of 
a  Lodge  or  Encampment,  or  unless  the  same  be  presented  by  a  Grand 
Lodge  or  Grand  Encampment.” 


Decisions. 

There  being  but  few  decisions  by  the  Grand  Sire  we  present  them  as 
per  his  report  and  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  report  of  the 
Judiciary  Committee  recommended  the  approval  of  decisions  3,  4,  and 
5,  also  the  Grand  Sire’s  answers  to  the  resolutions  referred  to  him 
from  Journal  of  1918,  page  573,  which  they  also  recommended  to  be 
approved.  The  report  of  the  committee  was  adopted.  The  report  of 
the  same  committee  on  decisions  1  and  2  was  also  adopted.  In  as 
much  as  there  are  but  two  of  them  we  give  their  report  in  full  that 
you  may  be  able  to  note  just  wherein  the  difference  lies  in  adopting 
the  report  of  the  committee  rather  than  that  of  the  Grand  Sire.  Please 
note  the  decisions  of  the  Grand  Sire  are  given  as  he  made  them  to  the 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  and  in  the  matter  of  decisions  1  and  2  the 
report  of  the  committee  prevails. 

Decision  No.  1. — An  Orphanage  Association  being  a  separate  and 
distinct  corporation,  transfers  its  real  property  to  the  Grand  Lodge 
and  to  the  Rebekah  State  Assembly  as  joint  owners.  Prior  to  such 
transfer  it  had  issued  script  in  the  shape  of  building  bonds,  which  are 
now  due  and  unpaid.  A  Subordinate  Lodge  owning  some  of  the  script 
applies  to  the  Grand  Lodge  for  the  payment  thereof.  The  Grand  Lodge 
decides  that  the  script  issued  is  not  a  legal  obligation  upon  the  part  of 
such  Grand  Body,  and  declines  payment  thereof. 

Query  1. — Where  the  State  Constitution  provides  that  members  must 
exhaust  the  tribunals  of  the  Order,  which  are  declared  therein  to  be 
the  Subordinate  Lodge,  the  Grand  Lodge  and  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  before  applying  to  the  civil  courts,  is  it  not  incumbent  upon  the 
Subordinate  Lodge  likewise  to  exhaust  the  tribunals  of  the  Order 
before  it  can  appeal  to  the  civil  courts? 

Query  2. — Can  a  Subordinate  Lodge  assign  script  of  a  corporation 
as  above  described  to  a  member  of  the  Order,  and  can  such  member  of 
the  Order  institute  proceedings  in  a  court  of  law  without  being  subject 
to  charges  for  violating  the  laws  of  the  Order? 

Query  3. — Where  such  Lodge  has  assigned  such  script  to  a  member 
of  the  Order,  who  in  turn  has  instituted  suit  against  such  Orphanage 
Association,  obtained  judgment  by  default  and  has  had  an  officer  of 
the  court  made  receiver  for  such  judgment  who  is  proceeding  against 
the  Grand  Lodge  and  the  Rebekah  State  Assembly  by  an  action  at  law, 
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is  such  member,  who  recovered  such  judgment,  guilty  of  conduct  unbe¬ 
coming  an  Odd  Fellow? 

Query  Jh — A  member  instituting  a  suit  as  mentioned  in  Query  3  and 
being  also  a  member  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  what  is  the  proper  mode  of 
proceeding  against  him  in  the  event  of  a  negative  answer  to  Query  2? 

Answer  to  Query  1. — Yes. 

Answer  to  Query  2. — Yes.  The  Lodge  may  assign  the  script.  A 
member  may  not  institute  proceedings  in  a  court  of  law  without  violat¬ 
ing  the  laws  of  the  Order,  except  he  first  exhaust  his  remedy  in  the 
Order. 

Answer  to  Query  3. — Yes,  if  he  has  not  exhausted  his  remedy  in  the 
Order. 

Ansioer  to  Query  — By  preferring  charges  against  him  in  his  Sub¬ 
ordinate  Lodge. 

Decision  No.  2. — A  Lodge  is  desirous  of  having  a  rank  of  Past 
Grand  conferred  on  one  of  its  members,  who  duly  elected  and  serving 
as  Noble  Grand  was  called  to  the  colors  and  entered  into  the  service 
of  his  country. 

Query. — May  the  Lodge  confer  the  honor  upon  him  of  Past  Grand 
and  accord  him  that  title? 

Answer. — Yes,  under  the  War  Legislation  of  1917.  (S.  G.  L.,  Jour¬ 

nal.  page  247  ) 

Decision  No.  3. — The  following  amendment  was  adopted  at  a  ses¬ 
sion  of  the  Grand  Lodge: 

“Section  6i£.  How  Certain  Members  of  Defunct  Lodges  May  Retain 
Membership  in  Order.  Whenever  a  charter  of  a  Subordinate  Lodge 
of  this  Jurisdiction  shall  be  revoked  by  the  Grand  Lodge  or  the  Grand 
Master,  any  members  thereof,  who  are  in  good  standing  at  the  time 
in  which  the  charter  is  revoked,  may  at  their  request  be  by  the  Grand 
Master  transferred  to  some  other  Lodge:  Provided,  that  such  trans¬ 
ferred  members  shall  be  subject  to  the  by-laws  of  the  Lodge  to  which 
they  have  been  transferred;  And  provided  further,  that  the  Grand 
T  odge  shall  reimburse  such  Lodges  for  the  amount  of  sick,  funeral  or 
death  benefits  paid  to  such  members  in  excess  of  the  amount  of  dues 
collected  from  them  by  such  Lodge;  And  provided  further,  that  the 
Grand  Lodge  receive  the  dues  and  assessments  according  to  the  by-laws 
of  defunct  Lodge,  and  pay  benefits  according  to  the  by-laws  of  defunct 
Lodge,  during  the  interim  of  the  taking  up  of  the  charter  until  the 
transfer  of  member  to  another  Subordinate  Lodge.” 

Query. — Is  the  amendment  constitutional? 

Answer.— No.  It  contravenes  the  General  Laws  of  the  Order  and 
is  in  conflict  with  Section  384  of  the  General  Code. 

Decision  No.  4. — Statement.— Section  475,  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
Code  provides  that 
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“No  person  who  shall  be  totally  deaf,  dumb  or  blind  or  otherwise  so 
physically  infirm  as  to  prevent  him  from  complying  with  the  require¬ 
ments  of  the  Order  shall  be  admitted  to  membership  in  the  Order;  pro¬ 
vided,  the  provisions  of  this  section  respecting  the  totally  deaf,  dumb 
or  blind  shall  not  apply  to  the  blind  wife,  daughter,  mother  or  sister  of 
an  Odd  Fellow  who  shall  apply  for  admission  in  a  Rebekah  Lodge.” 

Query. — Can  an  Odd  Fellow  who  becomes  totally  blind  after  he  has 
completed  his  membership  in  a  Subordinate  Lodge  be  admitted  to 
membership  by  initiation  in  a  Rebekah  Lodge? 

Answer. — Yes,  if  in  good  standing  in  his  Subordinate  Lodge. 

Decision  No.  5. — The  Constitution  of  a  Grand  Lodge  reads  as  fol¬ 
lows: 

“Election  of  Grand  Lodge  Officers.  The  election  for  Grand  Lodge 
Officers  shall  be  held  at  the  first  prescribed  regular  meeting  of  each 
Lodge  in  the  month  of  December,  in  each  year.” 

Many  of  the  Subordinate  Lodges  in  that  Jurisdiction  were  prohib¬ 
ited  from  holding  meetings  on  the  “first  meeting  night  in  the  month  of 
December”  owing  to  the  influenza  ban,  and  consequently  did  not  vote 
for  Grand  Lodge  officers. 

Query. — Has  the  Grand  Master  any  authority  to  issue  dispensations 
to  Lodges,  so  being  deprived  of  their  vote,  to  vote  upon  other  nights 
than  the  one  provided  by  law  for  holding  such  election,  there  being 
no  such  power  granted  by  the  Constitution? 

Answer.— No.

Resolution  13,  Page  508. 

Question. — Is  it  legal  for  a  Subordinate  Lodge  to  invest  its  widows’ 
and  orphans’  fund  in  war  bonds  or  other  gilt-edged  securities? 

Answer. — Yes,  provided  it  does  not  impair  the  meeting  of  its  proper 
obligations. 

Resolution  14,  Page  508. 

Question. — An  Austrian  by  birth  who  came  to  Canada  when  a  boy 
wishes  to  become  a  member  of  our  Lodge.  Owing  to  the  fact  that  he  is 
an  alien  by  birth,  do  you  think  it  advisable  for  the  Lodge  to  take 
action  on  this  application,  or  would  you  deem  it  advisable  not  to  pre¬ 
sent  the  application  to  the  Lodge? 

Grand  Master's  Answer. — The  fact  that  the  applicant  was  an  alien 
by  birth  does  not  bar  him  from  admission.  If  he  is  faithful  to  the 
government  under  which  he  lives  he  is  eligible  for  admission. 

Question. — Is  this  answer  correct? 

Answer. — Yes. 
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Resolution  21,  Page  545. 

Question. — Where  a  Subordinate  Lodge  has  become  defunct  and  its 
charter  taken  up,  what  is  the  standing  in  the  Order  of  its  soldier  and 
sailor  members? 

Ansioer.— Under  the  War  Legislation  of  1917,  such  soldier  and  sail¬ 
ors  have  lost  none  of  their  rights  and  privileges,  presuming  that  the 
charter  was  taken  up  while  they  were  in  the  service. 

Resolution  22,  Page  546. 

Article  XXXV  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Manitoba 
after  enumerating  several  of  the  usual  purposes  for  which  the  Grand 
Master  may  grant  dispensations,  contains  the  following: 

“He  shall  have  power  to  issue  dispensations,  countersigned  by  the 
Grand  Secretary,  to  any  Lodge  under  the  Jurisdiction,  to  exempt  it, 
in  any  particular  case,  from  the  operation  of  any  of  the  various  regu¬ 
lations,  other  than  financial,  by  which  it  is  governed,  or  to  enable  it  to 
proceed  in  any  matter  with  other  than  the  usual  and  prescribed'  formal¬ 
ities  whenever  the  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Master  may  deem  it  for  the 
interest  and  welfare  of  the  Order  so  to  do.” 

Question. — First,  does  this  conflict  with  Section  423  of  Article  X, 
Chapter  10,  page  203,  of  the  Code? 

Second,  can  a  Grand  Lodge  authorize  its  Grand  Master  to  grant  a 
dispensation  to  a  Subordinate  Lodge  allowing  it  to  suspend  any  law 
found  in  the  Subordinate  Lodge  Constitution? 

Ansioer  to  First. — Yes. 

Answer  to  Second. — No. 

Resolution  24,  Page  546. 

Question. — Where  a  Subordinate  Lodge,  through  the  failure  of  its 
members  to  meet  becomes  liable  to  suspension,  has  the  Grand  Master 
or  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Jurisdiction  authority  to  lift  the  charter, 
when  on  investigation  it  is  found  that  there  is  a  quorum  of  members 
in  good  standing  now  serving  in  France? 

Answer. — No. 

Baltimore  Odd  Fellows  Efficient  Hosts. 

Too  much  cannot  be  said  in  praise  of  the  committee  in  charge  for 
their  untiring  efforts  to  make  something  special  in  the  way  of  enter¬ 
tainment  during  the  hours  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  was  not  in  ses¬ 
sion.  Work  in  all  the  degrees,  competitive  drills,  excursions  up  the 
Susquehanna  and  to  Annapolis  on  boats  that  carried  about  three  thou¬ 
sand  persons,  lectures,  luncheons  and  teas,  banquets,  besides  special 
committees  to  take  one  to  the  Seven  Stars  Tavern  and  to  the  Wildey 
monument,  were  all  complimentary  to  the  representatives. 

The  Grand  decoration  of  chivalry  and  ball  given  in  the  Fifth  Regi¬ 
ment  Armory  was  also  complimentary  to  the  Grand  Representatives, 
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and  one  can  never  forget  the  splendor  of  this  gathering  and  will  long 
remember  that  he  was  but  one  of  the  fifteen  thousand  that  made  up 
the  audience.

The  thoughtfulness  of  the  Odd  Fellows  of  Baltimore  was  again  evi¬ 
dent  in  their  arrangement  bf  the  parade,  which  permitted  the  officers 
and  representatives  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  an  opportunity  to 
lead  in  the  procession  until  a  reviewing  stand  was  reached,  when  they 
were  escorted  to  their  seats  and  permitted  to  view  it. 

For  two  hours  and  a  half  we  sat  there  while  division  after  division 
passed  before  us.  It  would  be  impossible  to  give  a  detailed  description 
of  this  wonderful  procession  of  thirty-two  thousand  Odd  Fellows  with 
forty-two  bands  in  line. 

The  most  interesting  feature  of  the  parade  to  Iowans  was  the  float 
by  Paradise  Rebekah  Lodge  of  Sioux  City.  Much  credit  is  due  the 
members  of  this  Lodge  for  their  enterprise  in  raising  the  funds  neces¬ 
sary  for  such  a  large  undertaking  and  for  their  interest  in  advancing 
Iowa  Odd  Fellowship  on  sueh  an  occasion. 


Conclusion. 

No  preceding  session  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  has  been 
fraught  with  the  significance  to  the  Order  that  this  one  hundredth 
anniversary  has  impressed  upon  the  minds  of  those  in  attendance.  To 
actually  see  the  Seven  Stars  Tavern,  to  actually  sit  in  the  chair  occu¬ 
pied  by  Wildey,  the  father  of  Odd  Fellowship,  when  he  instituted  the 
first  lodge,  one  hundred  years  ago,  to  reconsecrate  yourself  to  the  serv¬ 
ice  of  the  Order  by  inscribing  your  own  name  on  the  same  register 
where  he  wrote  his  a  century  before,  and  then  to  visit  and  pay  your 
respects  to  the  grave  of  this  Grand  Patriarch;  these  are  the  things 
which  made  the  centennial  at  Baltimore  more  realistic  than  it  could 
have  been  in  any  other  city  in  the  world,  and  these  are  the  things 
which  have  made  this  year’s  session  a  milestone  in  the  life  of  every 
man  who  was  permitted  to  share  in  it.  Again  we  wish  to  thank  you 
for  the  great  honor  which  has  been  ours.

The  Stiner  Property  at  Eldon 

On  March  14th  I  received  a  letter  from  the  Secretary  of  Eldon  Lodge, 
No.  28,  of  Eldon,  in  regard  to  my  letter  of  a  former  date,  asking  for  in¬ 
formation  regarding  the  Stiner  property.  He  informs  me  that  one  of 
the  boys  is  earning  eighty  dollars  per  month  and  another  sixty  dollars 
per  month.  That  the  mother  lives  on  the  property  during  the  summer 
months  and  goes  to  the  city  during  the  winter.  It  seems  to  me  that 
this  property  has  fulfilled  the  mission  for  which  it  was  originally  pur¬ 
chased  and  the  boys  become  of  the  age  where  they  are  able  to  support 
themselves  and  help  materially  in  the  support  of  the  mother.  I  would 
recommend  that  the  Grand  Lodge  authorize  the  Grand  Secretary  to 
dispose  of  this  property. 

War  Legislation 

By  virtue  of  the  war  legislation  enacted  by  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  in  1917  this  Grand  Lodge  adopted  a  resolution  which  provided 
for  the  reimbursement  of  the  Lodges  of  dues  and  benefits  paid  to  mem¬ 
bers  who  were  in  military  or  naval  service  during  the  period  of  the 
war.  The  war  has  been  practically  over  for  nearly  a  year.  The  sol¬ 
diers  and  sailors  have  been  discharged  with  the  exception  of  those  who 
are  in  the  regular  army  or  enlisted  for  a  term  of  years  in  the  navy. 
The  money  for  this  purpose  was  raised  by  a  pro  rata  assessment  on 
the  members  of  the  Order  in  this  jurisdiction,  three  assessments  hav¬ 
ing  been  made.  Sufficient  funds  were  raised  to  pay  all  claims  up  to 
date  and  there  still  remains  in  the  treasury  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay 
what  we  believe  will  be  necessary.  In  my  opinion  the  emergency  pro¬ 
viding  for  the  adoption  of  this  resolution  has  ceased  and  I  would  there¬ 
fore  recommend  that  the  Grand  Lodge  fix  a  date  when  the  payment  of 
these  dues  and  benefits  will  cease,  not  later  than  January  1,  1920. 
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The  Matter  of  J.  L.  McGlothlen 

This  matter  has  been  referred  to  me  and  I  would  ask  that  it  be 
assigned  to  a  special  committee  of  three  for  investigation.

There  has  been  referred  to  me  a  letter  sent  out  by  a  certain  candi¬ 
date  for  Grand  Warden  asking  for  the  support  of  the  Brothers  for  that 
office,  and  I  would  ask  that  this  matter  be  referred  to  a  special  com¬ 
mittee  of  three  for  investigation.

The  bond  of  the  Grand  Secretary  was  presented  and  re¬ 
ferred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance. 

The  Grand  Secretary  presented  a  bill  for  printing  iden¬ 
tification  certificates  which  were  issued  for  the  purpose  of 
securing  reduced  rates  and  same  was  referred  to  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Finance. 

A  request  from  a  company  publishing  the  Blue  Book  at 
Des  Moines  that  the  name  of  the  Grand  Lodge  be  incorpor¬ 
ated  in  the  same  with  other  fraternal  organizations,  also  a 
request  in  regard  to  furnishing  medals  for  soldier  members 
were  presented  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance. 

The  Grand  Secretary  read  the  following  communication, 
which,  on  motion,  was  referred  to  a  special  committee  con- 
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sisting  of  Past  Grand  Masters  H.  F.  Wagner,  0.  H.  Sweeney 
and  L.  W.  White: 

Baltimore,  Md.,  September  20,  1919. 

To  the  Grand  Lodges  and  Grand  Encampments,  I.  0.  0.  F.,  on  the 
American  Continent: 

RE  BIENNIAL  SESSIONS  OF  THE  SOVEREIGN  GRAND  LODGE 
Dear  Sirs  and  Brothers: 

On  two  occasions  we  forced  this  question  to  a  vote  in  the  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge,  with  the  result  that  about  half  the  Representatives  sup¬ 
ported  it.  One  vote  was  105  for,  97  against.  This  is  as  good  as  we  can 
expect  until  we  hear  from  the  “Folks  at  Home.” 

We  accordingly  decided  to  ask  to  have  the  “subject  matter”  referred 
to  you  for  “consideration  and  advice,”  but  here’s  what  happened: 

“The  hour  for  the  Special  Order,  being  the  consideration 
of  Constitutional  Amendments,  the  amendment  to  Section  1, 
Article  IX,  page  595,  was  considered,  when  Representative 
Christensen  of  Utah  moved  that  the  subject  of  biennial  ses¬ 
sions  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  and  the  election  of  Grand 
Representatives  thereto  for  four-year  terms  be  referred  to 
the  Grand  Lodges  and  Grand  Encampments  for  their  consid¬ 
eration  and  such  expression  of  their  opinions  as  they  may  see 
fit  to  make. 

“Representative  Rinehart  of  Florida  raised  a  point  which 
was  sustained  by  the  Chair. 

“Representative  Mohr  of  Pennsylvania  moved  the  amend¬ 
ment  be  indefinitely  postponed,  which  was  agreed  to.” 

Does  not  that  sound  familiar  to  you,  Past  rand  Representatives? 
“Let’s  get  it  out  of  the  w~ay  and  get  out  to  play.” 

We  sincerely  believe  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  should  meet  less 
frequently,  and  we  are  advised  that  you  view  it  as  we  do.  Accord¬ 
ingly  we  wish  the  question  fully  and  fairly  discussed  in  the  local 
Grand  and  Subordinate  bodies. 

It’s  no  “fad  of  ours,”  we’ve  nothing  to  gain,  personally,  either  way 
it  goes;  but  it’s  a  big  question  and  deeply  concerns  you  who  pay  the 
bills.  Let  your  views  be  known.  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  will 
harken.  If  a  majority  of  our  membership  favor  the  change,  the  change 
will  be  made. 

We  are  perfectly  willing  to  continue  fighting  for  what  we  think 
right,  but  unless  you  are  with  us,  we  may  as  well  quit.  Accordingly 
we  are  presenting  the  matter  briefly  to  you,  and  upon  your  verdict 
will  depend  our  future  action  in  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 
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As  we  view  the  subject,  every  sound  reason  favors  it,  with  only 
custom  (established  usage)  and  sentiment  against  it. 

Must  we  meet  each  year?  Does  our  “business”  demand  it?  As  to 
the  amount  of  legislation  enacted,  certainly  not.  As  to  elections,  our 
officers  are  now  chosen  for  a  term  of  two  years.  As  to  decisions,  ap¬ 
peals  and  finance,  the  decisions  of  the  Grand  Sire  stand  until  reversed, 
so  with  appeals,  and  the  budget  which  we  now  pass  for  one  year  could 
as  well  be  drawn  for  two  years.  As  to  constitutional  amendments  and 
proposed  legislation,  they  usually  have  to  wait  anyway. 

What  about  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  as  a  “propaganda”?  Is  it 
worth  $30,000  to  $60,000  as  such?  Of  course  not!  (See  mileage  and 
per  diem,  Appendix  XXXI).  Our  philosophy  counts  nothing  expensive 
that  is  “worth  what  it  costs.”  Money  wisely  spent  is  often  “crumbs 
on  the  waters.”  And  so  we  would  spend  money,  and  lavishly  too.  but 
not  simply  that  four  brothers  from  Texas  may  annually  meet  and 
renew  felicitations  with  four  brothers  from  Maine. 

The  cost,  in  dollars  and  cents,  of  a  session  of  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  is  hard  to  estimate.  The  mileage  and  per  diem  alone  has  run 
as  high  as  $58,137.30  in  1915,  and  as  low  as  $28,541.40  in  1918.  But 
consider  the  thousand  and  one  other  items  of  expense.  That  of  the 
entertaining  jurisdiction,  the  expense  of  transporting  and  maintaining 
degree  teams  and  cantons,  etc.,  etc.  It  will  probably  equal  the  mileage 
and  per  diem.  And  we  know  it  to  be  a  fact  that  the  subordinate  lodges 
and  the  membership  generally  do  not  know  where  the  average  session 
of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  is  being  held.  As  a  propaganda  it 
amounts  to  but  little. 

Give  the  Grand  Sire  and  the  Deputy  Grand  Sire  a  liberal  expense 
account  and  send  one  of  them  into  each  Grand  Jurisdiction  on  the 
American  Continent,  at  least  once  each  year  and  you’ll  get  results. 

A  study  of  the  Grand  Jurisdictions  that  have  entertained  the  Sov¬ 
ereign  Grand  Lodge  shows  very  interesting  results.  Space  here  for¬ 
bids  publishing  the  tables  (see  statistical  table  386,  Journal  1918,  and 
table  appendix  XXVI,  and  so  in  each  preceding  Journal).  Suffice  to 
say,  however,  that  this  investigation  teaches  us  that  in  practically 
every  jurisdiction  that  has  had  the  honor  of  entertaining  the  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  for  the  next  year  or  two  following,  a  falling  off  in  mem¬ 
bership  appears. 

The  writer  is  no  prude.  We  have  as  much  fun  as  the  next  one  at 
the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  Reunions.  And  we  would  not  underesti¬ 
mate  its  value.  The  208  members  enjoy  themselves  and  perhaps  carry 
home  with  them  renewed  enthusiasm,  but  not  proportionate  to  the  cost. 
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The  personal  equation — this  is  a  very  delicate  question  for  us  to 
discuss.  We  don’t  want  to  be  mean,  but  honestly  now,  are  not  we  Grand 
Representatives  often  obsessed  with  our  own  importance?  We  too 
often  forget  that  where  the  “Order”  functions,  is  not  here  in  the  Sov¬ 
ereign  Grand  Lodge,  but  down  in  the  “trenches”  in  the  Grand  and 
Subordinate  Lodges.  The  local  Grand  Bodies  is  where  the  work  is 
done;  and  “visiting  the  sick,  relieving  the  distressed,  burying  the  dead 
and  educating  the  orphans”  furnishes  the  real  propaganda. 

Some  representatives  have  voted  no,  for  the  sole  reason  that  their 
jurisdictions  elect  each  retiring  Grand  Master  as  Grand  Representa¬ 
tive  to  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  That,  of  course,  is  none  of  our 
business,  but  we  make  this  observation  which  we  believe  cannot  be 
successfully  contraverted;  that  a  Brother  who  comes  to  the  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  for  one  year  only  rarely  renders  that  body  any  substan¬ 
tial  service,  and  himself  gets  but  little  benefit  in  return.

To  the  Grand  Lodge,  I.  O.  0.  F.  of  Iowa: 

No.  1.  Your  Committee  on  the  J.  L.  McGlothlen  Matter  beg  leave 
to  report,  this  correspondence  and  claim  grows  out  of  misunderstand¬ 
ings  between  the  then  Grand  Master,  W.  S.  Right,  and  the  said  J.  L. 
McGlothlen,  then  a  member  of  Day  Lodge  No.  26  of  Eddyville.  By 
some  oversight  clauses  2  and  3  of  section  15  of  standing  resolutions 
were  overlooked.  Section  2  authorizes  the  Grand  Secretary  to  deliver 
original  papers  in  an  appeal  case  to  the  proper  parties  upon  written 
order  of  the  Grand  Master.  Clause  3  provides  that  the  Grand  Secre¬ 
tary  may  make  copies  of  all  papers  upon  payment  of  costs. 

J.  L.  McGlothlen  is  not  now  a  member  of  the  Order.  He  is,  however, 
an  aged  man  and  is  insisting  in  his  letter  that  the  original  papers  be 
returned  to  him.  Your  committee  sees  no  reason  why  this  cannot  be 
done  following  the  proper  rules.  Not  that  it  is  an  exact  right  of  this 
expelled  brother,  but  because  the  return  of  the  papers  can  work  no 
harm  to  the  Order.  We  therefore  recommend  that  the  incoming  Grand 
Master  give  a  written  order  to  the  Grand  Secretary  for  the  return  of 
the  papers. 

No.  2.  We  further  recommend  a  standing  resolution  to  be  known 
as  15a  that  whenever  the  statute  of  limitations  has  expired  for  appeal 
to  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  that  the  Grand  Secretary  be  authorized 
to  destroy  such  papers. 

Your  committee  makes  the  suggestion  and  recommendation  regard¬ 
ing  15a  because  the  accumulation  of  these  papers  in  the  Grand  Secre¬ 
tary’s  office  becomes  a  great  nuisance  and  trouble  and  is  of  no  value 
to  the  Order.

We,  your  Special  Committee,  appointed  at  the  1918  session  of  this 
Grand  Body  to  propose  amendments  to  the  Articles  of  Incorporation 

v 

relative  to  the  time  of  meeting  of  this  Grand  Body,  beg  leave  to  report 
that  we  have  examined  the  original  Articles  of  Incorporation,  bearing 
date  of  October  22.  1868,  and  recorded  on  the  28th  day  of  October,  1868, 
in  book  of  Articles  of  Incorporation,  page  170,  Polk  County  records, 
and  the  amended  Articles  of  Incorporation  adopted  October  22,  1896, 
and  recorded  in  book  12,  page  464,  in  the  office  of  the  County  Recorder 
of  Polk  County,  Iowa,  and  we  find  from  a  careful  examination  of  the 
original  and  amended  Articles  of  Incorporation  that  no  provision  is 
made  as  to  time  of  meeting  of  this  Grand  Body. 

It  is  therefore  the  judgment  of  this  committee  that  there  is  nothing 
to  prevent  this  Grand  Body  from  so  amending  its  Constitution  as  to 
make  such  provision  as  it  desires  relative  to  the  time  of  holding  the 
annual  sessions  thereof. 
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We  therefore  ask  that  this  committee  be  relieved  from  further  con¬ 
sideration  of  this  subject,  that  this  report  be  approved  and  this  com¬ 
mittee  be  discharged.

Report  of  Committee 

Past  Grand  Master  H.  F.  Wagner  presented  the  follow¬ 
ing  report  of  the  Appeals  Committee,  which,  on  motion,  was 
adopted : 

Oto  Lodge  No.  343,  I.  0.  O.  F., 
vs. 

C.  H.  Groom 

To  the  Grand  Lodge ,  I.  O.  0.  F.  of  Ioioa: 

It  appears  from  the  transcript  of  the  proceedings  in  this  case  that 
Brother  Groom  was  charged  with  an  offense  against  the  laws  of  the 
Order  and  conduct  unbecoming  a  Brother  in  that  he  left  the  Lodge 
room  without  addressing  the  Chair  and  used  profane  language  against 
Brother  Odd  Fellows  during  a  recess  while  the  Lodge  was  open  in  the 
third  degree.  It  appears  that  Brother  Groom  was  cited  to  appear 
before  the  Lodge  and  answer  the  charges  on  August  21,  1918. 

It  appears  that  Brother  Groom  filed  the  following  answer: 

“Oto,  Iowa,  August  21,  1918. 

“To  the  Members  and  Officers  of  the  Odd  Fellows  Lodge  No.  343,  of 
Oto,  Iowa: 

“Dear  Brothers: 

“In  resi  onse  to  the  charges  made  against  'me,  and  the  notice  of  same 
served  on  me  August  14,  1918,  I  will  say  that  I  do  not  deny  the 
charge,  but  as  you  well  remember  that  on  or  about  the  20th  day  of 
February,  1918,  the  evening  that  my  son  was  to  be  initiated  in  this 
roble  Order  and  soon  to  leave  Oto  and  his  home  to  serve  his  country 
as  a  soldier,  that  alone  would  ordinarily  create  a  feeling  in  a  father 
that  no  one  could  express  except  he  be  a  father  himself,  that  I  was 
very  much  elated  over  the  solicitation  of  him  for  membership  to  this 
Order  and  felt  that  upon  leaving  the  hall  that  night  that  the  right 
hand  of  fellowship  would  be  extended  to  him,  but  instead  of  that  he 
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was  blackballed.  I  was  instantly  overcome  with  grief  and  will  say 
that  no  man  with  red  blood  in  his  veins  and  feeling  for  his  country 
and  his  son  at  the  same  time  could  have  stood  without  being  overcome; 
perhaps  some  would  have  controlled  themselves  better  than  I  did  at 
that  moment. 

“You  will  please  remember  again  that  for  this  mistake  I  made  an 
oral  apology  to  the  Lodge  and  supposed  that  it  was  accepted.  At  the 
time  I  made  this  apology  absolute  silence  prevailed,  and  not  a  word  of 
reprimand  was  given  to  me  by  any  of  the  members  of  the  Lodge.  I 
here  again  tender  my  written  apology  for  the  mistake  I  made  under 
those  trying  circumstances  and  it  seems  to  me  that  if  the  spirit  of 
Odd  Fellowship  prevails  in  this  Lodge  that  this  apology  will  be  accepted 
and  a  pardon  granted. 

“I  hope  there  can  be  no  personal  matters  throughout  this  noble 
Order  prevailing  against  any  member  of  the  Order. 

“In  conclusion  will  say,  this  is  my  argument  and  this  is  my  defense. 
I  may  not  appear  in  person,  but  hope  this  will  be  considered  as  my 
appearance  and  would  ask  that  the  same  be  so  considered,  and  not  be 
held  in  contempt  on  account  of  my  not  appearing  in  person. 

“As  to  my  honest  intentions  in  regard  to  this  whole  matter  as  be¬ 
tween  God  and  man  I  am  willing  to  trust  it  with  the  Higher  Ruler, 
but  as  between  this  Subordinate  Lodge  and  Grand  Lodge  I  stand  or 
fall  with  this  statement,  which  is  the  only  defense  I  have  to  the  charge. 

“Hoping  that  you  will  be  guided  by  the  principles  of  our  Order  in 
the  discharge  of  your  duties  in  handling  this  matter  and  give  me  due 
notice  of  your  doings  that  I  may  act  accordingly, 

“Fraternally  yours, 

(Signed)  “C.  H.  GROOM.” 

It  appears  that  the  Recording  Secretary  of  the  Lodge  on  August 
21,  1918,  wrote  Brother  Groom  stating,  “The  Lodge  accepted  your  let¬ 
ter  for  your  appearance  in  answer  to  the  citation  sent  you,  and  set 
the  date  of  your  trial  for  August  28,  1918,  and  that  Brother  Groom 
received  this  letter.  » 

Brother  Groom  failed  to  appear  for  trial  on  August  28,  1918,  either 
in  person  or  by  counsel,  and  having  so  failed  to  appear  for  trial,  was 
legally  held  to  be  in  contempt  and  was  expelled. 

Clause  1  of  section  122  of  the  Subordinate  Constitution  reads  as  fol¬ 
lows: 

“The  member  under  charges  may  appear  in  person  or  by  counsel; 
if  he  fails  to  so  appear  without  excuse  satisfactory  to  the  Lodge  he 
shall  be  expelled  for  contempt.” 

No  excuse  for  his  not  appearing  for  trial  was  offered  by  Brother 
Groom. 
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It  is  claimed  by  Brother  Groom  that  he  took  an  appeal  from  the 
action  of  the  Lodge,  but  we  fail  to  find  from  the  transcript  that  an 
appeal  was  taken  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  our  Constitution. 

We  therefore  hold  on  the  merits  of  the  case  that  the  said  Brother 
was  in  contempt,  and  that  the  action  of  the  Lodge  should  be  affirmed 
and  that  the  so-called  appeal  should  be  dismissed.

While  the  writing  of  this  and  similar  letters  is  a  serious  offense 
against  the  laws  of  our  Order,  no  one  by  reason  thereof  has  in  this 
instance  been  injured  except  the  Brother  himself. 

Brother  Rummer  stated  to  your  committee  that  he  is  willing  to 
appear  before  this  Grand  Lodge  and  make  suitable  apology.  We  there¬ 
fore  recommend  that  his  apology  be  accepted  and  that  the  matter  be 
considered  as  closed.

Salem  Lodge  No.  48 

Report  of  Special  Committee 

The  special  committee  on  the  Salem  Lodge  matter  pre¬ 
sented  the  following  report,  which  was  adopted: 

To  the  Grand  Lodge,  I.  O.  0.  F.  of  Iowa: 

We,  your  special  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  matter  of 
Salem  Lodge,  No.  48,  as  found  on  page  41  of  the  Grand  Master’s  report, 
respectfully  report  that  we  have  had  the  matter  under  consideration 
and  we  find  that  this  case  was  quite  fully  examined  into  by  a  special 
committee  of  the  Grand  Lodge  at  the  last  annual  session  (see  pp.  225, 
226,  Journal  of  1918) ;  that  in  accordance  with  the  report  of  said 
committee  it  was  referred  to  the  Grand  Master  who  reports  that  in 
consideration  of  the  small  amount  involved  and  the  probable  cost  of  a 
legal  prosecution  he  has  deemed  it  inadvisable  to  bring  suit  against 
the  members  of  the  defunct  Salem  Lodge,  charter  of  which  has  been 
surrendered,  and  that  no  settlement  has  been  effected. 
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It  is  the  opinion  of  this  committee  that  such  action  should  be  taken 
as  will  serve  a  warning  to  any  Lodge  which  may  hereafter  be  tempted 
to  follow  the  example  of  Salem  Lodge,  and  that  such  illegal  acts  will 
not  be  tolerated  by  this  Grand  Lodge.  We  therefore  recommend  that 
all  brothers  who  engaged  in  the  illegal  disposition  of  the  funds  dt 
Salem  Lodge  be  barred  from  reinstatement  in  the  Order  until  such 
time  as  they  shall  make  full  restitution  to  this  Grand  Lodge  of  all  funds 
illegally  disposed  of  by  them,  and  shall  also  repay  the  $20  taken  from 
the  general  relief  fund  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  paid  out  for  relief  of 
the  widow  of  a  deceased  brother  of  said  Lodge;  and  that  no  cards  be 
granted  to  any  of  the  brothers  joining  in  such  illegal  acts  until  such 
refund  has  been  made  and  the  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secretary  are 

r 

satisfied  that  the  brothers  of  said  Salem  Lodge  have  fully  complied 
with  the  law  which  governs  such  cases. 

From  this  prohibition  we  would  except  Brother  O.  N.  Knight,  of 
Mt.  Pleasant,  who  has  been  shown  to  be  clear  of  participation  in  such 
illegal  acts,  and  who  made  application  for  a  card  prior  to  the  surrender 
of  the  charter  of  said  lodge;  and  we  further  recommend  that  a  card  be 
granted  to  said  Brother  O.  N.  Knight,  as  prayed  for  in  his  petition  to 
the  Grand  Master.

The  following  letter  in  regard  to  Past  Grand  Master  M. 
W.  White  was  read:  ; 

Sioux  City,  Iowa,  October  21,  1919. 

Mr.  J.  M.  Hazlett,  Grand  Master. 

Dear  Mr.  Hazlett: 

At  doctor’s  request  I  am  writing  you  to  express  his  very  deep 
regret  at  our  inability  to  attend  Grand  Lodge.  For  the  last  twenty-five 
years  doctor  has  been  with  you  at  these  sessions  and  has  always  en¬ 
joyed  and  been  benefitted  by  them,  and  even  until  a  few  days  ago,  did 
not  despair  of  going  to  Ames. 

Doctor  has  been  confined  to  the  house  since  May  25,  showing  at 
times  a  slight  improvement,  but  for  his  complete  recovery  will  still 
take  some  time.

The  compensation  of  the  members  of  the 
Advisory  Board  shall  be  $3.00  per  diem  for  the  days  actually  engaged 
as  such,  and  seven  cents  per  mile  one  way  for  the  distance  actually 
traveled,  except  during  the  session  of  the  Assembly,  when  they  shall 
be  allowed  the  same  mileage  and  per  diem  as  delegates,  such  mileage 
and  per  diem  to  be  paid  in  the  regular  way  upon  the  presentation, 
of  properly  approved  bills,  signed  by  the  members  of  the  Board  and 
the  President  of  the  Assembly.

Any  person  here¬ 
tofore  dropped  for  non-payment  of  dues,  may  be  reinstated  in  the 
lodge  from  which  he  or  she  has  been  dropped  by  making  application 
in  writing  and  paying  the  prescribed  fee.  All  applications  for  ad¬ 
mission  by  reinstatement  shall  be  referred  to  a  committee,  who  shall 
investigate  the  character  of  the  applicant,  and  report  at  the  next 
regular  meeting  when  a  ballot  shall  be  had  and  all  votes  taken  under 
this  section  shall  be  by  ball  ballot. 

I.  Within  one  year  after  he  or  she  is  dropped,  a  member  may 
be  reinstated  upon  payment  of  one  year’s  dues  or  fines,  by  a  vote 
of  a  majority  of  the  members  present. 

II.  If  a  dropped  member  shall  not  apply  for  reinstatement  until 
after  one  year  from  the  time  he  or  she  has  been  dropped,  the  appli¬ 
cation  for  reinstatement  must  be  accompanied  with  the  amount  of  fee 
charged  for  an  initiate  or  such  greater  sum  as  may  be  prescribed  by 
the  by-laws  of  the  lodge,  and  if  two-thirds  of  the  members  present 
vote  in  favor  thereof,  the  member  shall  be  reinstated. 

III.  A  member  dropped  from  membership  for  non-payment  of  dues 

and  who  makes  application  for  reinstatement  and  for  withdrawal  card, 

for  the  purpose  of  uniting  with  another  lodge  in  the  jurisdiction  of 

this  state,  may  be  reinstated  and  granted  a  final  card  at  any  time 

within  five  years  from  the  date  of  suspension  upon  the  payment  of 

one  year’s  dues  and  the  usual  price  of  a  card. 

• 

Section  63.  Withdrawal  Cards.  A  member  desiring  a  withdrawal 
card  shall  make  application  therefor  in  writing  at  a  regular  meet¬ 
ing.  If  such  member  is  in  good  standing,  the  Noble  Grand  shall  order 
a  ballot  to  be  had,  and  if  a  majority  of  the  members  vote  in  favor  of 
granting  the  same  his  or  her  membership  is  severed.  In  such  case 
he  or  she  is  entitled  to  a  withdrawal  card  upon  payment  of  fee  for 
the  card. 

Section  63a.  Resignation  of  Membership  and  Certificate  of  Resigna¬ 
tion. 

I.  A  member  free  from  all  indebtedness  from  the  lodge  shall  have 
the  right  to  sever  his  or  her  membership  with  the  lodge  by  tender¬ 
ing  thereto  a  resignation  of  membership  in  writing. 

II.  When  one  who  shall  have  severed  his  or  her  connection  with 
the  Order  by  written  resignation  shall  apply  to  the  lodge  in  which 
he  or  she  formerly  held  membership  such  person  shall  be  entitled  to 
receive  upon  payment  for  the  same  a  certificate  of  resignation  in  the 
following  form  as  prescribed  by  section  195  of  the  code: 
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Hall  of . . .....Rebekah  Lodge,  No.  .  I.  O.  O.  F.

III.  If  a  lodge  refuses  to  grant  a  withdrawal  card,  the  applicant 
may  tender  a  resignation  of  his  membership,  whereupon,  if  not 
otherwise  disqualified,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  demand  and  receive  a 
certificate  of  resignation  upon  payment  of  fee  for  the  same. 

Section  71.  When  Lodge  Shall  Grant  Dismissal  Certificate.  This 
lodge  shall,  upon  proper  application  without  vote,  grant  a  dismissal 
certificate  to  a  member  who  has  been  dropped  for  the  non-payment 
of  dues,  upon  the  payment  of  one  dollar,  provided  no  charges  are 
pending. 

I.  A  member  dropped  for  non-payment  of  dues,  wishing  to  regain 
membership  in  another  lodge,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive,  and  the 
lodge  to  which  he  or  she  belongs  shall  grant,  upon  application,  a  dis- 
missal  certificate,  upon  the  receipt  of  one  dollar. 

Section  72.  When  Lodge  Has  Refused  to  Reinstate.  Where  this 
lodge,  upon  proper  application,  has  refused  to  reinstate  a  member  who 
has  been  dropped  for  non-payment  of  dues,  he  or  she  shall  be  entitled 
to  receive,  and  the  lodge  shall  grant,  a  dismissal  certificate  upon  the 
payment  of  one  dollar. 

Section  73.  Deposit  of  Dismissal  Certificate.  Dismissal  certificates 
do  not  entitle  the  recipients  to  .  the  annual  pass  word,  or  the  right  to 
visit,  but  may  be  received  on  deposit  in  the  same  manner  as  expired 
withdrawal  cards,  and  upon  the  terms  expressed  in  this  constitution 
under  application  for  membership. 

Section  80.  Contingent  Fund.  This  lodge  may,  at  its  discretion, 
set  aside  ten  per  cent  of  its  receipts  from  dues  as  a  contingent  fund, 
from  which  may  be  paid  any  legitimate  and  necessary  expenses,  but 
which  cannot  be  paid  out  of  the  general  fund  under  the  provisions 
of  section  89  hereof. 

Section  101.  Election  of  Assembly  Officers.  The  Secretary  of  the 
Assembly  shall  send  each  Rebekah  Lodge  in  the  jurisdiction  not  later 
than  May  25th  of  each  year  a  sufficient  number  of  printed  tickets 
with  the  names  and  residences  of  the  nominees  for  Assembly  officers 
together  with  duplicate  blank  returns  for  said  election,  enclosing 
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printed  envelopes  to  contain  election  returns  directed  to  the  Secre¬ 
tary  of  the  Assembly  marked  “Election  Returns  for  Assembly  Officers.” 
On  the  first  regular  meeting  night  in  June  of  each  year  the  Past 
Noble  Grands  in  good  standing  in  each  Rebekah  Lodge  in  the  juris¬ 
diction,  shall  meet  in  their  lodge  room  and  hold  an  election  by  ballot 
for  the  different  elective  officers  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly.  Imme¬ 
diately  after  the  opening  of  the  lodge  the  Noble  Grand  shall  declare 
the  ballot  open  for  the  receiving  of  votes  for  Assembly  officers  and 
shall  appoint  two  tellers  to  receive  the  votes  and  immediately  before 
closing  the  lodge,  the  Noble  Grand  shall  declare  the  ballot  closed; 
after  which  the  Noble  Grand  and  Secretary  shall  proceed  to  canvass 
the  votes  cast,  throwing  out  all  votes  for  any  one  not  regularly  nom¬ 
inated  and  cause  the  result  of  the  vote  and  the  names  of  the  Past 
Noble  Grands  voting  to  be  entered  on  the  minutes,  and  send  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Assembly  a  certified  copy  of  said  vote,  enclosed  in 
an  envelope  properly  sealed  and  endorsed  thereon:  “Election  returns 

from  . .  Rebekah  Lodge,  No.  . ,  Located 

at  . ,  Iowa”,  not  later  than  the  15th  day  of 

June  following  said  election,  and  no  returns  received  by  the  Secre¬ 
tary  of  the  Assembly  after  the  Monday  preceding  the  fourth  Tuesday 
of  June  shall  be  counted  or  be  of  any  validity;  and  she  shall  endorse 
on  each  of  said  envelopes  the  date  of  the  receipt  as  well  as  that 
of  the  first  regular  meeting  night  in  June  of  the  Rebekah  Lodge 
from  which  the  returns  are  sent.

Representative  W.  H.  James  nominated  L.  J.  Neff ;  Repre¬ 
sentative  H.  H.  Kellogg  nominated  J.  S.  Bellamy,  and  Past 
Grand  Master  H.  F.  Wagner  nominated  John  C.  Scott.  Nom¬ 
inations  were  then  declared  closed.  A  ballot  was  then  taken, 
which  resulted  as  follows:  J.  C.  Scott,  57  votes;  J.  S.  Bel¬ 
lamy,  33  votes,  and  L.  J.  Neff,  2  votes.  The  Grand  Master 
declared  John  C.  Scott  duly  elected.

Board  of  Instruction 

Report 

The  Board  of  Instruction  presented  the  following  report, 
which  was  adopted : 

To  the  Grand  Lodge,  I.  O.  O.  F.  of  Iowa: 

In  the  evolution  of  life  the  motion  brings  us  another  year  closer  to 
the  end  of  all  eternity.  The  many  disastrous  events  of  the  past  year  all 
tend  to  impress  on  our  minds  that  there  is  an  eternity  and  that  eter¬ 
nity  is  ours.  The  past  year  following  directly  on  the  rolls  of  the  great¬ 
est  cruelties  ever  known  to  mankind,  has  been  fraught  with  extra 
work  and  extra  mental  forbearance.  Withal  we  hail  the  glorious  future 
with  renewed  vigor  and  with  renewed  determination  to  accomplish 
more  as  teachers  and  members.  Better  citizenship  follows  better  in¬ 
struction  or  better  information.  As  the  I.  O.  O.  F.  represents  the  best 
class  of  people,  we  deem  it  our  duty  to  see  that  each  one  is  held 
strictly  liable  for  his  part  in  the  battle  for  humanity  and  for  the  up¬ 
building  of  the  peace  of  the  wide,  wide  world.  We  hope  that  each  and 
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every  one  will  do  his  part  to  have  the  peace  settled  right,  as  no  other 
peace  will  be  peaceful.  Our  work  as  instructors  has  followed  on  in 
somewhat  the  same  course  as  previous  years.  We  feel  that  there  is 
possibly  a  greater  interest  this  year  than  formerly,  as  there  has  been 
a  greater  demand  for  the  work  and  more  applications  have  been  made 
for  examinations  than  in  any  year  of  the  past.  Your  Board  of  Instruct¬ 
ors  had  in  view  the  demands  for  more  efficient  work  in  the  ritualistic 
ceremonies  as  well  as  other  orders  of  life.  We  have  aimed  at  a  more 
careful  manner  of  imparting  the  knowledge  than  in  any  previous  year, 
and  we  also  find  a  considerable  number  of  applicants  who  are  desirous 
of  being  more  proficient  in  the  work.  We  have  had  one  element,  whom 
we  think  will  not  be  disposed  to  look  with  disfavor  on  the  action  of 
the  Board,  as  we  believe  that  no  one  can  really  be  qualified  without  a 
more  extended  study  than  some  newer  members  give  it.  We  occa¬ 
sionally  meet  an  applicant  who  wishes  to  be  made  an  instructor  within 
a  short  time  after  joining  the  Order.  We  find  that  very  few  of  such 
applicants  can  properly  diffuse  the  teachings  and  we  do  not  encourage 
them  until  further  study  and  greater  experience.  On  the  whole  we 
have  had  the  usual  pleasantries  and  reasons  for  thinking  that  our 
workers  are  more  proficient  than  in  the  past.  A  few  more  grains  to 
add  to  the  mental  food  of  the  past  and  trust  it  will  be  as  useful  as  any 
of  the  little  aids  of  the  history  of  the  Order  we  wish  at  this  time  to 
express  our  appreciation  to  those  who  have  so  heartily  and  so  whole- 
souled  given  us  their  unstinted  courtesy  and  in  every  instance  their 
universal  favors.  This  has  been  given  by  the  Past  Grand  .Masters,  the 
present  Grand  Master,  all  the  officers,  both  Grand  and  Subordinate, 
together  with  the  entire  Brotherhood.  The  Brothers  whose  names  now 
follow  have  been  examined  and  their  efficiency  approved  by  the  Board 
and  are  here  recommended  to  the  Grand  Master  for  his  commission.

The  Bible  is  an  emblem  of  Odd  Fellowship,  and  teaches  us  that 
death  is  not  a  reigning  tyrant,  but  a  conquered  servant,  and  that  the 
terror  of  the  grave  has  been  won,  that  the  Valley  of  the  Shadow  of 
Death  has  been  lighted  up  with  the  lamp  of  resurrection,  “Life  and 
Immortality  have  been  brought  to  light.” 

The  span  of  life  is  three  score  years  and  ten,  and  as  the  sands  in 
the  hour  glass  run  down,  so  every  breath  we  breathe  but  shortens  life 
and  brings  us  nearer  and  nearer  to  the  end.  But  during  all  these  years 
His  eye  is  ever  upon  us  and  His  watchful  care  is  over  us.  Even  the

The  Rank  and  File. 

Eulogy  by  John  R.  Price,  Grand  Warden 

Mr.  Chairman,  My  Brothers  and  Sisters: 

I  feel  highly  honored  to  be  called  upon  to  pay  a  tribute  of  respect 
and  to  eulogize  the  life  and  character  of  the  rank  and  file  of  this  great 
institution  who  have  demised  since  last  we  met  in  annual  convention. 
It  is  an  honor  of  which  anyone  may  be  justly  proud. 

Some  authors  have  adopted  a  beautiful  custom  of  prefacing  the 
chapters  of  their  volumes  with  a  stanza  of  beautiful  poetry  expressive 
of  the  thought  and  sentiment  that  is  to  follow.  So  likewise  on  this 
occasion  I  shall  preface  my  first  chapter  with  a  stanza  of  poetry  expres¬ 
sive  of  the  sentiment  and  heart  throbs  that  shall  follow  in  what  I  may 
have  to  say. 


“Full  many  a  gem  of  purest  ray  serene, 

The  dark  unfathomed  caves  of  ocean  bear; 
Full  many  a  flower  is  born  to  blush  unseen 
And  waste  its  sweetness  on  the  desert  air.” 
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I  would  not  be  understood  as  saying  that  those  of  the  rank  and 
file  who  have  departed  this  life  since  last  we  met  were  like  gems 
buried  in  the  depths  of  oceans  nor  were  they  like  flowers  whose  fra¬ 
grance  was  lost  in  a  desert  land. 

It  is  true  that  none  of  them  attained  to  positions  of  distinction  in 
our  Order  nor  could  all  of  them  have  done  so  had  it  been  the  ambi¬ 
tion  of  their  lives.  Some  necessarily  must  be  elevated  to  positions  of 
distinction  and  honor,  and  many  must  serve  in  the  rank  and  file,  but 
it  does  not  follow  that  the  service  of  those  who  make  up  the  rank  and 
file  is  of  any  less  value  than  the  service  of  those  who  occupy  high 
places  of  distinction. 

So,  I  would  ask  you  to  stand  with  me  today  by  the  tomb  of  those 
who  served  in  the  rank  and  file  and  view  with  pride  the  monument 
erected  to  their  memory,  and  as  we  stand  we  should  not  be  unmindful 
that: 

“On  some  fond  breast  the  parting  soul  relies, 

Some  pious  drops,  the  closing  eye  requires; 

E’en  from  the  tomb  the  voice  of  nature  cries, 

E’en  in  our  ashes  live  their  wonted  fires.” 

So  standing  here  we  drop  the  tear  and  strew  the  flower  of  sym¬ 
pathy  and  love  for  those  we  knew  and  loved  in  life,  but  who  have  now 
passed  into  the  presence  of  the  divine  Master  to  receive  the  reward 
for  services  rendered  in  human  benefactions  of  love  and  tenderness. 
And  what  a  monument  we  view,  not  of  purest  marble  or  granite, 
wrought  from  the  mountains  of  nature,  chiseled  and  carved  by  the 
deft  hand  of  an  artist;  but  we  view  a  monument  made  and  moulded 
from  little  deeds  of  sympathy  and  love,  of  tenderness  and  kindnesses 
bestowed  by  our  Brothers  during  their  pilgrimage  on  earth,  on  suf¬ 
fering  humanity  in  every  city,  town,  village  and  hamlet  in  every  nook 
and  corner  of  the  great  jurisdiction  of  the  state  of  Iowa.  Deeds  of 
men  whose  lives  were  devoted  to  the  amelioration  of  humanity,  of 
relieving  pain  and  anguish  and  suffering.  The  men  who  sat  by  the 
sick  bed  and  administered  to  the  suffering  of  the  afflicted,  who  laved 
the  fevered  brow  and  gave  kindly  administrations  to  the  dying,  who 
stood  by  the  grave  of  departed  friends  and  Brothers,  bade  them  a 
fond  farewell  and  God  speed  in  the  land  of  eternal  bliss;  who  cared 
for  the  orphans  and  heard  their  cry,  and  when  they  asked  for  bread 
they  gave  them  not  a  stone;  they  were  the  father  of  the  fatherless 
and  the  friend  of  the  suffering  and  afflicted.  They  were  the  bulwark 
and  protector  of  the  widow  in  her  great  battles  of  life,  and  none  who 
appealed  to  them  were  turned  empty  away. 
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This  is  the  monument  erected  to  their  memory  whose  material  is 
carved  out  of  the  hearts  of  our  departed  Brothers,  more  beautiful  and 
pure  than  any  marble  or  granite  carved  by  man  out  of  the  everlasting 
hills.  This  monument  carved  by  the  divine  Master  out  of  the  hearts 
of  men,  whose  foundation  is  grounded  firm  and  deep  in  the  springs 
of  perpetual  love,  whose  bounteous  shaft  is  bounded  on  every  side  by 
the  bonds  of  an  eternal  friendship  and  whose  dome  cleaving  the  skies 
is  as  pure  and  untarnished  as  the  eternal  truth  which  falls  from  the 
lips  of  the  father  of  all  mankind.  Such  a  monument  shall  stand  un¬ 
movable  and  indestructible  so  long  as  the  world  shall  stand,  and  then 
its  influence  shall  be  felt  and  known  in  that  bounteous,  endless  eter¬ 
nity. 

This  all  erected  from  the  little  deeds  of  the  beloved  rank  and  file 
who  have  passed  from  our  view,  within  the  past  year,  and  whose 
hands  we  no  longer  clasp.  Methinks  that  their  deeds  and  their  lives 
are  expressed  in  the  words  of  the  poet  when  he  said: 

“There  are  hermit  souls  that  live  withdrawn, 

In  the  place  of  their  self-content; 

There  are  souls  like  stars  that  live  apart, 

In  a  fellowless  firmament; 

There  are  pioneer  souls  that  blaze  their  trails, 

Where  highways  never  run; 

But  let  me  live  by  the  side  of  the  road 
And  be  a  friend  to  man. 

“Let  me  live  in  a  house  by  the  side  of  the  road, 

Where  the  race  of  men  go  by — 

The  men  who  are  good  and  the  men  who  are  bad, 

As  good  and  as  bad  as  I. 

I  would  not  sit  in  the  scorner’s  seat, 

Or  hurl  the  cynic’s  ban — 

Let  me  live  in  a  house  by  the  side  of  the  road 
And  be  a  friend  to  man. 

“I  see  from  my  house  by  the  side  of  the  road; 

By  the  side  of  the  highway  of  life; 

The  men  who  press  with  the  ardor  of  hope 
The  men  who  are  faint  with  strife. 

But  I  turn  not  away  from  their  smiles  nor  their  tears, 

Both  parts  of  an  infinite  plan, 

Let  me  live  in  my  house  by  the  side  of  the  road 
And  be  a  friend  to  man. 
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“I  know  there  are  brook-gladdened  meadows  ahead, 

And  mountains  of  wearisome  height; 

That  the  road  passes  on  through  the  long  afternoon, 

And  stretches  away  to  the  night. 

But  still  I  rejoice  when  the  travelers  rejoice, 

And  weep  with  the  strangers  that  moan, 

Nor  live  in  my  house  by  the  side  of  the  road 
Like  a  man  who  dwells  alone. 

“Let  me  live  in  my  house  by  the  side  of  the  road, 

Where  the  race  of  men  go  by. 

They  are  good,  they  are  bad,  they  are  weak,  they  are  strong. 

Wise,,  foolish — so  am  I. 

Then  why  should  I  sit  in  the  scorner’s  seat, 

Or  hurl  the  cynic’s  ban? 

Let  me  live  in  my  house  by  the  side  of  the  road, 

And  be  a  friend  to  man.” 

And  I  feel  that  I  should  be  guilty  of  the  basest  ingratitude  were 
we  to  pass  this  hour  without  commemorating  the  lives  of  those  who 
gave  their  all  in  perpetuating  free  governments  among  men.  They 
receive  their  training  in  this  great  democratic  institution  of  ours,  pre¬ 
paring  them  for  deeds  of  devotion  and  self-sacrifice  that  their  fellow- 
men  and  the  generation  yet  unborn  may  enjoy  the  blessings  of  liberty. 
Some  lie  buried  within  our  own  jurisdiction,  some  in  military  camps 
and  some  in  Flanders  fields,  and  how  appropriate  the  words: 

“In  Flanders  fields  the  poppies  blow, 

Between  the  crosses  row  on  row 
That  mark  our  place. 

And  in  the  skies  the  lark  still  bravely  singing  flies, 

Scarce  heard  amidst  the  guns  below.* 

“We  are  the  dead,  short  days  ago  we  lived, 

Felt  dawn,  saw  sunset  glow; 

Loved  and  were  loved,  but  now  we  sleep, 

In  Flanders  fields. 

“Take  up  our  quarrel  with  the  foe, 

To  you  from  failing  hands  we  fling  the  torch, 

Be  yours  to  hold  it  high, 

If  ye  break  faith  with  us  who  die, 

We  shall  not  sleep,  though  poppies  grow, 

In  Flanders  fields.” 
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They  have  thrown  to  us  the  torch,  they  have  placed  upon  our  shoul¬ 
ders  a  great  responsibility  of  relieving  suffering  humanity  whether 
from  the  oppression  of  autocratic  government  or  from  the  pains  and 
suffering  incident  to  human  life,  and  we  shall  not  fail  them. 

And  now  to  you,  of  the  rank  and  file,  whose  souls  rest  in  the  bosom 
of  the  Father  who  gave  them,  whether  you  sleep  beneath  the  flowers 
of  peaceful  Iowa  cemeteries  or  in  military  camps  or  Flanders  fields — 
fare — thee — well. 

May  your  ashes  rest  in  peace.
